Vanclief said he disagrees with the $6,000 housing allowance, 
during a recession, but agrees with the 3.63 salary raise.

The results were astonishing. 

We received 1,950 "Say No" coupons -- almost 7 
per cent of our total circulation. And that doesnt 
count another 1,700 signatures collected on 
petitions. 

It all started with Ted Hodges, who was upset 
about a pay hike and tax free housing allowance 
sranted by MPs to themselves for a total pay 
package increase of 11 per cent.

With the completion of 
the fourth and final dam in 
the Belleville Ice 
Management _ Project,

The George and Lois 
Wishart Dam was Officially 


dedicated and opened 
Sunday, May 5. Located 
just north of Highway 401, 
it is named for the late 
George Wishart, an ardent 
conservationist and 
Supporter of the Moira 
River Conservation 
Authority, and his wife 
Lois, also a long time 
supporter of the authority 
and still active with the 
O'Hara Mill. 

The ice control program 


was Started by the Moira 
River Conservation 
Authority in 1985 on the 
request of the city. 

After technical studies, 
the authority decided to 
build dams and set out ice 
booms designed to contain 
water and alter the 
movement of the water. 

Four dams were built, the 
fourth and final dam 
reaching completion this 
past December. 





Social service lunch examined 
for possible restructuring

For people in the social service 
organizations of Belleville, lunch may 
never be the same. 

Since the 1970s, members of the social 
service community have met once a month 
for lunch to discuss what is happening in 
their respective fields. 

Now things may be changing. A 
committee of representatives from United 
COmmunity Services, the Volunteer 
Centre, and the Community Development 
Council has been organized to look into 
the possibility of reorganizing and 
expanding the lunch discussions. 

Community Development Council 
chairperson Michele Leering. says the 
current lunch members think the lunch 
should be more common and include 
groups such as service clubs, churches, 
municipal politicians and people from 
Trenton and Center Hastings.

Trenton Kinettes tackle first major project for runaways

Last year Canada was 
home to 100,000 runaways. 

Seventy-one per cent ran 
away from home, 23 per 
cent from treatment and 
group homes and six per 
cent from foster care. 

The gammet of social 
problems youths are 
running from, reports a 
missing children research 
project commissioned by 
the Solicitor General, 





ranged from physical and 
emotional abuse to drug 
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abuse in the home. 

A handful of concerned 
groups in the country, have 
been moniloring the 
runaway problem and are 
funding a _ reach-out 
program to assist runaways. 

It’s called Operation Go 
Home, a program that 
works with runaways and 
street kids in crisis through 
counselling, acting as a 
liaison between parents and 

youth and also providing 
transportation home. 
Referrals to other service 
agencies serve as an 
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the paint and paper people 
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alternate means of ensuring 
safety for runaways. The 
program dealt with 1,681 
youths in Ottawa Carleton 
region last year alone. 

And all it takes is a phone 
call. 

Their motto: If You Can’t 
Call Home, Call Us, 24 
hours a day at 230-4663. 

Members of the Kinette 
Club of Trenton fully 
support the mandate of the 
program and are targeting 
the charity as one of their 
first projects only one year 
since their formation. 
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Kathy Hyland, Kinettes 
vice-president says they are 
joining a national effort to 
help young runaways led 
by the national Kin-club 
family. 

“This program has been 
going for a couple of years 
and Kinsmen and Kinettes 
across the country have 
been helping with 
donations to Operation Go 
Home.” 

To date, however, there 
hasn’t been a Operation Go 
Home person in the Quinte 
region. 

And awareness of the 
program in Quinte could be 
a little higher by service 
agencies that deal with 
runaways regularly. 

In a bid to address both 
concerns, Hyland says the 
Kinettes have scheduled a 
public information meeting 
in Trenton at the Royal 
Canadian Legion May 8. 

Director of Operation Go 
Home Rev. Stirling Irvine 
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and Bill Constable, member 
of the national board of 
directors will both speak at 
the meeting. 

“We want to let the 
public know that this 
program is available in the 
Quinte -region,” says 
Hyland.

Sir Marshall Hall had a f n 
overcome. For starters, his client, upon being * 
arrested and asked to give a statement, replied, “‘I 
must see my solicitor first.’’ This does not appear 
to be the ullerance of an insane man. Quite to the 
contrary, an astute and cautious man might request 
a lawyer before making a statement to police. 

Hall dug up revealing information about Eric's 
family. His grandfather and uncle had been insane. 
As everyone knows, heredity often is a strong 
contributing factor in insanity cases. 

The trial turned on a lie. Prison psychiatrists had 
questioned Eric extensively as to his previous 
illnesses. During one of these interviews, they asked 
him if he had ever had syphilis. Eric told the doctor 
that he had never had the disease. 

Now, folks,-let’s review syphilis as its progress 
would have been charted in 1919. About 10 years 
after first being infected, depending on the site of 
the disease, the patient might develop fits and 
paralysis, which could lead to general paralysis. 
This was a result of the disease attacking the brain 
cells, sometimes leading to extreme irritability and 
forgetfulness. This, in turn, could lead to delusions 
of grandeur and abandonment of moral restraints. 
Often, speech became slurred and the pupils of the 
eyes became irregular. Within three years of the 
appearance of these symptoms, the patient might 
be confined to a lunalic asylum 

As it happened, Eric Holt had contracted syphili 
most probably in France when he served in the 
Army. By lying to the Strangeways Prison 
psychiatrists, this information was never made 
available to his lawyer.

The best Marshall Hall could do was to plead that 
his client had reacted to an ‘‘uncontrollable 
impulse’’, bringing him under the first of the 
M'Naghten rules, in that for a short period of time 
his mind had been affected, rendering him 
incapable of knowing what he was doing. 

The judge advised the jury that they could return 
one of three possible verdicts — Guilty, Not Guilty 
or Guilty but Insane. After deliberating only two 
hours, the jury returned a verdict of Guilty. Eric 
was sentenced to the gallows. 

Only after the verdict was in did a doctor who 
had treated Eric in Malaya read about the case. He 
came forward and revealed to authorities that five 
years earlier he had indeed treated Eric for syphilir 
and felt that he presently could be quite mad. If 
only Eric had not lied, he would have supplied his

"I was sure it would take 
a long, long, time and was 
afraid I wouldn't be able to 
remember anything,” she 
explains. Sulyok says she 
would not have furthered 
her education. 

Sulyok has two sons who 
are in school, and proud 
that their mother is getting 
credits to finish her grade 
12. Her oldest son is in 
Grade 11 and taking the 
same level math as his 
mother. 

"It gives him incentive 
because I'm getting good 
marks, so he works harder," 
she says. 

"I would like to go to 
night school when I'm 
finished with this program,” 
Sulyok says. She is 
interested in computers and 
a number of different 
courses. "Now that I'm 
confident, I know I can do 
it.” she says. 

The weekly pace of the 
program works out very 
well for Sulyok. Because 
two hours are work time 
and two are her own time, 
there's still some evening 
left when she gets home to 
fill her other 
responsibilities. She figures 
she spends about 10 hours a 
week with class time and 
homework, and says it's all 
worth it. 

Sulyok finds it's easier to 
think about her work on the 
assembly line since she 
Started the program. - 

"I can find quicker 
methods of doing things,” 
she Says, and "I think my 
mind is sharper because I'm 
doing more than just a 
mechanical thing.” 

The success of the BEST 
program has many benefits 
for the workers and the 
company, according to 
Langeford and Sulyok. 

"I wish it was available a 
long time ago." Sulyok 
Says. She thinks the idea is 
a good one and should be 
available at other factories. 

Sulyok appears to be 
happy with what she is 
taking on and says she 
should have her Grade 12 
diploma by this time next 
year. She says, with a 
laugh, "It's the BEST way 
to do it.”

Harassment 
made school 
a nightmare

Names have been changed to protect the identity of the 
student from further possible harassment. 

John was invited to a party one weekend with only one 
thing in mind: to enjoy some time with his girlfriend and a 
few friends. 

His plans, however, came to a halt the minute a group of 
uninvited guests crashed the party. After damaging the 
house the group of students, who attend the same high 
school as John, ended up trashing John’s car. 

He approached the police. ———— 

When the group learned of 
John’s move, their wrath 
heightened, says John. 
School became a virtual 
nightmare. 

According to John since 
last September hardly a day 
has gone by without some 
form of harassment from 
members of the group at 
school. 

“They’ve done everything 
they can do to bother me. 
They call me names, throw 
stuff atm, thrannn ri 
put my girlfriend down with me. It’s worse when they’re 
together,” says John. 

After approaching school administration time and time 
again, says John, the inevitable happened. One of the group 
members, under the influence of alcohol, started a fight 
with John with the rest of the group eventually joining in. 

Although the instigator was suspended for three days 
and charged with assault, the harassment continued — 
John’s tires were flattened three times, his car paint was 
scratched with a sharp object and several threats off school 
grounds were uttered.

Three new school-age child care centres approved

Latch key kids are becoming more and more common as 
two-parent families struggle to get by in the whirlwind 
economy of the 1990s.

Two agencies are in line for funding from the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services to start up centres at 
county public schools: Nova Children’s Centre and the 
Belleville Family YMCA. 

“Our role for these new centres will be to provide 
licensing and the start-up funding to get the centres started. 


The funds are for equipment and operational start-up 
costs,” says Tretina. 

The funding comes from a total of $41,627 in grants 
from COMSOC. The funding will also help upgrade two 
other centres here, including the BCIVS child care centre.

eee ie story because of our concern for the 
animals at the shelter. Put yourself in our shoes: we 
had two former employees who had worked there 
for a significant period of ime. They told much the 
same story and backed each other up. When we 
contacted the shelter, we were refused comment on 
their charges. If the Humane Society had been 
willing to comment, we would have wound up with 
a different story or no story at all. At the very least, 
we would have had both sides of the story. But when 
we had a refusal to comment, we felt we had to go 
ahead with the story for the sake of the animals -- 
and in the same circumstances we would do it again. 

Contradictory Views 

The article unleashed a lot of controversy, both 
from those who have strongly defended the shelter 
and from those who have told us it was high time 
conditions were exposed. Volunteers and former 
employees called us as well as people who have 
adopted animals from the shelter. As well, the 
Humane Society finally agreed to comment and took 
our associate editor for a complete tour of the 
facilities. The confusing and contradictory range of 
responses has made it difficult to see what -- if 
anything -- is wrong in the shelter or society. 

QWN's View 

) First, our tour indicated the shelter is old and 
hard to maintain, but that staff does the best it can to 
provide a clean, healthy and humane environment 
for the animals. It is not a four star hotel, by any 
means, nor was the facility designed for the job it is 
now fulfilling, but it is far better than nothing. 

_! Second, however, there is no doubt that the 
shelter is often overcrowded, which can create 
problems with care. That overcrowding is inevitable 
as long as people refuse to spay or neuter pets. The 
only other alternative is to kill the animals more 
quickly — or to find more adoptive homes. 

Third, despite what some readers read into the 
story, we have never doubted that shelter staff are 
caring and do their best. And we believe the two 
former employees were also sincere in their motives 
in telling their story. 

_ Fourth, the Humane Society is embroiled in a 
fight with its Newmarket head office that is causing 
problems for staff to disentangle lines of authority. 

Fifth, problems between staff and board have 
been greater in the past than can be explained by bad 
luck or the difficulties of the job, which everyone 
agrees is traumatic for staff, especially over the long 
term. The problems seem to relate back to the issue 
of who's in charge at the shelter. 

Conclusion 

+ We urge the head office and the local board to 
address the issue of who is in charge at the shelter. 

1 We urge the local board to look at the facility 
and see if anything needs to be done. And if the 
board now or in future ever decides to launch a 
fundraising drive to expand or improve facilities, we 
will pledge our full promotional support. 

J We urge local residents to Spay and neuter their 
pets to reduce the overcrowding at the shelter. 

1 We urge local residents to visit the shelter 
themselves and to continue supporting it with their 
time and money.

Unwarranted criticism of 
conditions at the Ontario 
Humane Society, Quinte 
Branch, has gotten out of 
hand.

Good drivers shouldn't pay for bad 


The Editor: 

Recently a driver wrote to 
you about his car insurance 
premium, which he thought 
was unjustifiably high. 
While he admitted to having 
had several accidents in the 
last few years, he felt he 
was being unfairly treated. 

In fact, between 1986 and 
1989, this customer 
presented Allstate with five 
claims during those three 
years we insured him. In 
addition, three other claims 
from 1984 to 1985 were not 
listed on his original 
application in November, 
1986. 

People often ask why 
causing an accident or 
getting traffic tickets should 
affect their insurance 
premium. As one of the 
largest insurers in the 
province and the company 
that insured this particular 
driver, I would like to 


respond. 
Insurance works on two 


fundamental principals: 
People of similar risk are 
grouped together and 
charged a similar premium; 
and, premiums of the group 
pay the losses of the few in 
the group who have 
accidents. 

The amount of the 
premium is determined by 
each person’s likelihood of 
having an accident and by 
the anticipated costs of 
claims for the group. In this 
way, good drivers (who as a 
group will have few 
accidents) will pay less than 
bad drivers (who as a group 
will have more accidents). 

A person’s riskiness is 
determined by many things 
such as experience, driving 
record, age, sex, what they 
drive and where they drive. 

People who have had 
accidents are more likely to

People who 
receive traffic violations are 
not driving safely and are at 
higher risk of having an 
accident. 

When a driver has an 
accident, he leaves the pool 
of good drivers and joins the 
pool of drivers who’ve had 
accidents. His new rate will 
be determined by the 
anticipated claims costs of 
the riskier group he’s now 
in. 

To keep drivers who’ve 
had accidents in their 
Original group would be 
unfair to the group’s other 
drivers. One reason is 
because the risk factor has 
increased for drivers who’ve 
had accidents. Another is 
that if bad drivers Stay in the 
good-driver pool, then they 
will enjoy a better premium 
than what they deserve, and 
good drivers will fund their 


claims costs. 

It may be difficult to see 
the logic of this approach if 
you consider the effect of 
only one driver. But when 
you consider the thousands 
of drivers insured by one 
company which is trying to 
charge a fair premium to all, 
then it becomes clear that 
rules such as these must 
apply. 

Occasionally, a driver will 
not fit into a company’s 
existing risk groups either 
because the driver is to risky 
or the risk he poses is 
unknown. 

When this happens, the 
individual is referred to the 
Facility Association which 
is an industry-funded pool 
that insures drivers the 
regular market place doesn’t 
want. Premiums of the 
Facility Association are 
higher that the regular

Once inside they 
went directly to a downstairs bedroom, 
removed a Suitcase from behind the bed 
and left. Nothing else in the residence 
was touched or disturbed 

The suitcase is described as being 
robin's egg blue with a white zipper on 
the top flap. There were two padlocks 
on it also. 

Inside of the suitcase was a gray 
coloured steel security box 18" x 12" x 
7". The box contained $42,000 in cash. 
There were 42 packs wrapped in 
elastics $1000 each in denominations 
from $5 to $100. Some of the bills 
could be from the early 1950s. 

Also missing is a lady's purse, man's 
black leather wallet and a white cotton 
bag with a string tie end. The bag 
contained $13,000 in cash. These were 
also bundled in packs of $1000, mostly 
in denominations of $50 or $100. 

_ The man's wallet contained a unique 
gold piece wrapped in paper. 

The thieves also made off with two 
men's gold-coloured pocket watches 
and personal papers belonging to the 
victim. These items were in the purse 
-that was taken. A complete list of the 
stolen property is on file at the Crime 
Stoppers office. 

Police feel that the culprit had prior 
knowledge of the residence, the stolen 
property and the victim's whereabouts 
at the time of the theft. There is also a 
possibility that a 1979 or 1980 
Chevrolet Malibu, maroon in colour, 
was involved.

driving. We want to give these young 
adults a new perspective.” 

Students often walk away from the 
school with a new perspective on driving 
and know exactly what types of driving 
situations “not to get into,” says Goodman. 

“Really, students learn to not let their car 
get out of control.

Planning 
a garden 
walkway 


There's more to planning a walkway or 
path than simply deciding locations and 
materials. If the walk is to be a main 
traffic route, then it should be a 
minimum of four feet wide, five feet if 
people are to walk side by side. And no 
matter the location or the material, you 
must plan for adequate drainage, 
especially of the winters in your area 
have alternate periods of freezing and 
thawing.

If your base soil is heavy clay, it may 
be necessary to lay drain tiles under a 
base of gravel topped with sand. If your 
soil has a high sand content, a base of 
loose aggregate will usually suffice. 

Make sure the paving materials slope 
from the centre of the walk to the edges 
so that water is quickly shed rather than 
puddling. The centre of a five-foot walk 
for example, should be about an inch 
higher than the edges. 

In building a permanent walk of brick, 
flagstone or inter-locking stone, lay out 
the site by driving short stakes along 
every foot of the edge. 

If you plan to curve your walkway, 
your garden hose will make a good 
template. Lay it roughly in place then 
push or pull the edges-until ‘you-achieve 
the curves you want, then drive your 
stakes. 

Excavate the area according to the 
depth dictated by your base soil, the 
amount of drainage material needed and 
the depth of the paving material making 
sure that the final surface will be about 
on inch above the surrounding ground. 

The paving materials may be laid dry 
on a well-drained base of three inches of 
pea gravel, topped with a one-inch layer 
of sand. Make sure you water it well 
before positioning the paving material. 
Then fill the cracks with more sand, 
Sweeping it across the joints. 

If you are paving with flagstones, 
locate the smaller stones in the centre 
and remember the smaller the stone the 
thicker it should be in order to ensure 
Stability. 

Permanent paving materials can also 
be mortared on a concrete slab. The slab 
should be at least three inches thick and 
should be allowed to cure for at least 24 
hours and then the paving material laid 
on a one-inch bed of mortar. 

If less permanent materials such as 
gravel or bark are to be used they should 
be contained between edging strips. 

Excavate the area to about a three inch 
depth, lay plastic sheeting to inhibit 
weed growth and then perforate it at 
regular intervals to provide drainage. Top 
with as one-inch layer of sand and then 
lay your top material. 

Your local library has a number of 
landscape books that have sections 
covering paths and walkways including 
detailed construction information. If 
interlocking stone is your choice, your 
best bet is to stock interlocking stone and 
will be able to supply booklets 
containing lots of illustrations and if you 
wish, will install for you.

A conservation officer 
armed with photos of dead loons, herons and woodpeckers 
was instructed not to lay charges against the native 
offenders. 

Would you believe that a store on a reserve sold, count- 
em, 86 cases of shotgun shells last May. Just the time when 
our water fowl are nesting. 

John Power, perhaps, Canada's most renowned outdoor 
writer and avid conservationist, attempted to get some 
answers around Queen's Park. When he released info given 
to him by an insider, he was contacted by a senior ministry 
official to divulge the name of the informant. When Power 
refused to reveal the informant, he was approached by the 
OPP anti-racket squad, who were called by the MNR to 
find the leak in the ministry. 

It is more than evident that the MNR is turning a blind 
eye to illegal fishing and hunting by aboriginals in order to 
create a smoother climate for upcoming land negations. 

While it is my belief that the vast majority of natives in 
our area are responsible conservationists, the damage that 
can be done by even a handful of irresponsible people using 
gill nets could be devastating to our walleye fishery. 

If no charges will be laid, the future of our sport fishing 
may well be in the hands of our native peoples. 

The NDP government's policy was “opposed to an 
economy based on greed and exploitation of the 
environment.” Yet this government is allowing our fish and

of land claim settlements will evolve more smoothly. 

Few anglers and hunters would not agree that natives are 
within their rights to feed and, in some cases, clothe their 
families with our game and fish. But unlimited access is 
Just not reasonable. 

As residents of Ontario, we have laws to abide by, laws 
that should apply to all residents of the province. 

5 Opposition leader Mike Harris perhaps puts this quandary 
in the proper perspective."The NDP government's actions 
are putting a dark cloud over resource management and 
fueling a public backlash that's counter-productive to 
resolving legitimate rights and aspirations of Ontario's 
native community.”

She walked up the 
stairs leading to her lover’s apartment, making cer- 
tain that she wasn’t seen by anyone. 
” Evenou was waiting. He removed the knife from 
Simone’s pocket and placed her coat over a chair. He 
assured her that everything had been arranged. He 
had taken the precaution of giving his wife a slee ing 
pill earlier on. The doctor led Simone to his wife’s 
room. Gently, he pulled down the bedclothes. Then he 
pointed to his wife's body and told Simone, “Look. 
There is the heart. Now strike there. 

As always, Simone obeyed. Nude except for her 
black gloves and red shoes, -she struck. aybe her 
mind was willing, but she hesitated. The knife came 
down, but it was a slow, sluggish blow which hardly 

skin. 
Oearie Clara awoke with a start. ‘‘Yves, Yves,” she 
cried as she looked up at her husband's smiling face. 

The consoling husband responded, ‘‘I’m here, you 
were having a nightmare.’ Marie-Claire rose to get 
out of bed. Her husband clutched her in his arms and 
shouted to Simone to strike. Simone slashed out with 
the hunting knife.

In Canada today, there 
are over 3.3 million 
licensed drivers over the 
age of 55. This figure 
accounts for 20 per cent 
of all drivers on the 
road and the ratio is 
rapidly rising as 
Canada's population 
rises. 

According to Raynald 
Marchand, traffic safety 
and training manager 
for the Canada Safety 
Council, collisions 
involving mature 
drivers are different 
from those involving 
younger motorists. 

"Older drivers are 
more likely to be in 
multi-vehicle collisions, 
more frequently fail to 
yield right-of-way and

Since these changes 
occur gradually, mature 
drivers may not be 
aware of the effects 
these changes have on 
driving ability. 

"That's why two of the 
six sections in the 55

the physical changes 
facing mature drivers,” 
says John Bryant, 55 
Alive's program co- 
ordinator for Ontario. 

55 Alive "is a driver 
refresher course 
designed especially for 
the older motorist. It 
updates driving 
knowledge, sharpens 
driving skills and 
provides techniques to 
compensate for normal 
age-related changes that 
affect driving ability," 
he adds. 

The six-hour 
classroom course is 
taught by qualified 
instructors and 
addresses accident 
prevention methods, 
Tules of the road and 
perceptual skills. 

For many older 
motorists, driving a car

Quinte retailers hope renewed consumer confidence 
will prove the ticket for a return to economic stability. 
Positive indicators suggest it may be happening. 


Automotive sales were up last month for the first time in 1990. Real 
estate showed a 66 per cent increase over last April’s figures and rétail 
sales jumped to over $900 million in April, up from $700 million 
recorded in March. 

Ron Broadbridge, manager of the Belleville and District Chamber of 
Commerce says consumer confidence in Quinte could be gaining 
momentum and that means good news for retailers.

“A lot were just happy to finish even. Nobody, however, had a banner 
year,” Broadbridge says. 

Murray Coles, owner of Cole’s Jewellers at the Belleville Plaza, says 
that for the most part his long-established Belleville business fared well. 

“We're certainly not seeing an increase over last year so far, but we’re 
more even compared to last fall at least,” says Coles. “I’m optimistic 
we'll do okay again this year.” 

Other contributing factors have compounded the recession’s large bite 
into profits, says Coles. 

“The first two weeks (of the year) were a disaster for us because of the 
impact of the GST on customers,” Coles says, however. “Small 
businesses are getting knuckled all over: city, provincial and federal 
taxes, Employer Health Tax — it all adds up.”

Canadian -- indeed, North American -- 
arone says John Lawlor, spokesman for 


Lawlor said, as North 
American manufacturers 
concentrate on automation 
and a more skilled work 
force while shifting labour 
intensive and jobs 
requiring lower skills to 
other countries. 

"We can compete,” he 
said of the local plant, "but 
we can only do it if we do it 
smart.” 

According to Lawlor, the 
strategic focus of the local 
plant will be on 
sophisticated, high tech 
products with higher 
margins such as the new 
Meridian One business 
communications system. 

Other product lines that 
will be continued here will 
be DPN 100 data packet 
switching equipment, the 
Aries line of business 
telephone sets and smaller 
versions of the Meridian 
One business commun- 


ications system. 
These are products that 
take advantage of 


automation and the trained 
work force available in 
Belleville, Lawlor said. 

Many of the jobs that are 
being phased out are in the 
manufacture of what 
Lawlor calls the "older 
vintage telephone sets," 
whose sales have been 
steadily declining. 

Other jobs are being 
shifted because they are too 
labour intensive. 

Given the high cost of 
labour here , it just doesn't 
make sense to do labour 
intensive jobs at the local 
plant, Lawlor said in a 
telephone interview last 
week. 

For example, power pack 
assembly for the Meridian 
One system is being shifted 
from here to a Northern 
Telecom plant in Penang, 
Malaysia where direct 
labour costs are much 
lower than the $17 to $19 
per hour paid here. 

The assembly takes 
approximately four hours. 

Similarly, Northern 
Telecom will no longer be 
purchasing cable and 
putting on the connectors 
here. ‘ 

Most of the cable used in 
the plant comes from 
smaller North American 
suppliers who can install 
the connectors more 
cheaply at their own plants 
before shipping to Northern 
Telecom, Lawlor said.

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Confrontations 
are unacceptable 


The truckers’ blockade of Highway 401 was a 
troubling indication that Canada is increasingly 
heading towards a more confrontational society. 

We sympathize with the truckers and their plight, 
finding it unbelievable that the federal government 
would allow a situation to develop in which 
American truckers can haul within Canada while 
Canadian truckers are barred from the same 
privileges in the States -- and that U.S. truckers can 
do so even though tax breaks offer them at least a 
20 per cent advantage here over their Canadian 
competitors. 

Free trade, by definition, has to be played on a 
level playing field, and this is a field that isn't. 

But we have no sympathy when truckers 
blockade large sections of Canada's busiest 
highway for days to make their point. 

Sure, they're frustrated. Sure, it sends a potent 
message. 

But it endangers the public. What if someone 
was heading into hospital in labour? What if 
someone had a heart attack out on the highway? 
Would the truckers bear the responsibility? 

More disturbing, however, the blockade is an 
illegal confrontation reminiscent of the barricades 
at Oka. Is this the shape of things to come? Will 
groups simply act illegally in order to prod 
governments into action? 

We've seen it elsewhere: the food chains 
flagrantly broke the law last year in an attempt to 
force Sunday opening, natives barricaded 
themselves off and fought with police at Oka while 
other natives blockaded railroad tracks, the head of 
the federal civil servants unions angrily says that if 
it comes to a strike his unions will defy any kind of 
back-to-work order no matter what and will take 
any illegal action it sees fit. 

Are these kinds of confrontational tactics 
acceptable? We think not. 

Truckers were angered last week when OPP told 
them to move or face criminal charges -- but 
anyone who takes the route of civil disobedience. 
as the truckers have and as other Canadians seem 
to think they may, must also accept the 
consequences. 

And there must be consequences if we expect the 
tule of law to continue to hold Sway in Our society. 
Without some kind of nules, no stability can exist.

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BBIA news 


In a bid to help its members, 
struggling their way out of a recession, 
the Belleville Business Improvement 
Area (BBIA) has voluntarily decided to 
cut business levies paid by members by 
almost 20 per cent. 

Speaking at a press conference last 
week, BBIA Chairman Richard Belanger 
said the move will slash $35,000 from 
the association's budge cutting it from 
$184,000 to $149,000. 

The move should not affect the current 
level of service provided by the 
organization, Belanger said, but will put 
some other plans on hold, including 
automation of the BBIA office and 
purchasing new Christmas lights. 

The BBIA's 260 paying members will 

"See the reduction on their next tax levy 
in late June. 

The plan has to be approved by 
Belleville city council, but because the 
association sets its own levies, the plan 
will almost certainly be approved. 

The reduction is part of a two-part 
strategy recently approved by the BBIA, 
Belanger said, to reduce taxes and to 
come up with a marketing strategy for 
the downtown after a complete market 
Survey this summer. The marketing 
committee, headed by Chris Rendell, has 
Started with an inventory of space 
available in the downtown core. 


Shoppers in downtown Belleville will 
continue to be able to park for free on 
Saturdays through the Christmas season. 

The free parking has been available 
since the first of the year, but has now 
been officially extended, said Ian 
McFarlane, manager of the Belleville 
Improvement Area: 

Shoppers can park free at any parking 
lot or meter in the downtown area, but 
the one hour parking restriction will 
continue in force along Front Street, he 
said last week. 

"People have the idea you can't park 
free downtown," McFarlane said. "We're 
going to prove that's wrong.” 

In an interview last week, McFarlane 
also discussed other ideas the downtown 
has started or is looking at. 

The downtown has started police 
patrols in the downtown on Friday nights 
at a cost of $112 per night to reduce the 
loitering problem in one part of the 
downtown. In mid-June and for the rest 
of the summer, the patrol will be 
extended to Thursday night as well. 

McFarlane also strongly endorsed the 
proposal before city council to build a 
parking garage with commercial and 
retail space at the street level at the 
intersection of Campbell and Pinnacle 
Streets, saying the BBIA had started 
pushing for a similar design four years 
ago. 

McFarlane said that although no tenant 
has yet been found for the S&R building, 
at least three big concerns have been 
approached and some interest has been 
expressed. The building has 30,000 
Square feet. 

The BBIA is also planning to hire a 
student this summer to complete market 
research and create a marketing package 
for the downtown. 

The study will look at population 
Statistics, traffic flow and unique 
advantages of the downtown such as its 
historical buildings. 

Another one of the big marketing 
edges for the downtown is its low level 
of rents, McFarlane noted, saying rents 
are generally below $10 a square foot, 
lower than any other plazas in the area. 

McFarlane said the downtown is also 
investigating the possibility of a 
children's museum in the downtown area 
and will be hosting the Royal Ontario 
Museum's dinosaur exhibit in July. 

Downtowns usually don't have a good 
all-weather space for such exhibits, but a 
tent could come in handy.

The historical collection was retrieved in 1981 from 
Lake Ontario near Bath, where the Munson sank in 
130 feet of water. It was donated this spring to the 
museum.

The Munson was valued at $15,000 at the time of its 
demise and had only recently been rebuilt and an 
electric light plant generator installed before she sank.

Read your way to better gardening 
Books on the garden 


Although its tle would seem to indicate it's solely for 
Ontario, The Ontario Gardener is much more. And, when 
one considers the vastly varying climate experienced in the 
province, there is something for virtually all Canadian 

eners in this new book, published by Whitecap Books, 
a British Columbia publisher that has recently put greater 
emphasis on eastern Canada. 

In just over 200 pages, mostly clearly readable text 
(although there are 32 pages each with two excellent 
colour photo), author Trevor Cole has managed to cover a 
wide variety of topics from soils to pruning, landscaping 
and pests. He discusses all aspects of lawns from getting 
them started with seed or sod to some of the less-well- 
known operations such as aeration. 

In the chapter on roses, the lists his favorite of each type 
of bush and even describe how to store bare root roses if 
you are not able to plant them when they are received from 
the nursery. 

In the chapter on Perennials, Trevor Cole comments on

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planning perennial plantings; "One of the beauties of 
perennial plants is that if you don't like what you see on e 
summer, you can change things round in the fall until you 
get it to your satisfaction. Nevertheless it's probably good 
idea to have a basic plan that you can work towards. No

matter how marvellous a plant sounds in a gardening book, 
try not to pin yourself down to specific cultuvars of plants 
unless you are willing to put in a great deal of time 
tracking down sources." 

If you seek a good general book, The Ontario Gardener 
is that. Trevor Cole is a trained horticulturist, and curator 
to Agriculture Canada's Dominion Arboretum in Ottawa. 
The book is $24.95. 

Another new book that is at least part Canadian is Book 


of Garden Secrets by Dorothy Hinshaw Patent and Diane 
E. Bilderback.This is a book for vegetable gardeners, 
especially those in cooler regions of the country. 

Actually it is a revised, updated and expanded edition of 
a 1952 book by the same authors who live in Missoula, 
Montana, which has a relatively cold climate; somewhat 
cooler than southern Ontario, for example. 

It is published by Camden House Publishing, Inc. in 
Vermont, of which the parent company is Canadian. The 
book was printed and bound in Manitoba the two Canadian 
connections. The fact it's authored by U.S. organic 
gardeners should not be put Canadians off. 

The title page states; "A down-to-earth guide to the art 
and science of growing better vegetables,” and that's 
exactly what you will find. 

For example, on page 59 they offer six paragraphs of 
advice for those starting a new garden: "The best time to 
begin a new garden is a year before you want to plant. 
Mark out the garden area in the Spring or early Summer 
and cover it with black plastic, using rocks along the edges 
and in the middle of the plastic to hold it down. By mid- 

August the plants that are growing there should be dead. 
The book is distributed by Firefly Books Ltd. in 
Willowdale at a cost of $19.95. 
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Spring cleaning your car's interior 


(S.O.P.)- Spring is often associated with a 
thorough house cleaning. But what about your car?

Start with a 
good vacuum, one which will be able to collect all 
the sand and dirt form the carpets. Some service 
stations will allow you rent a vacuum for a nominal 
fee. However, a domestic model does a better job 
since you can use different attachments and make 
Sure it gets into every nook and cranny. 

The floor mats should be removed to allow the 
Carpet underneath to dry. Take this opportunity to 
wash the mats with a brush and mild soapy water. 

Wash the windows from the inside. You may 
have to do so twice if you're a smoker because 
cigarette smoke leaves a film on glass, which, by 
the way, impairs night vision. 

Window washing solution should not be used to 
clean the dashboard. A strong solution may 
damage the protective covering over the gauges 
and dials, so a damp cloth is recommended. 

Seat coverings are usually made of materials _ 
which are easy to clean. On occasion, certain stains 
are difficult to remove. The rule of thumb is to 
clean them as soon as possible, but the Canadian 
Automobile Association offers the following 
Suggestions for certain stubborn stains: 

Q Alcohol, soft drinks, coffee, fruit, icing, milk 
and wine: Wipe with a cloth dampened with cold 
water. If necessary, rub gently with a cleanser. 
Avoid using soap which will likely encrust the 
Stain. 

OQ. Blood: Wipe with a cloth dampened with cold 
water. Don't use soap. ; 

Q Butter, wax crayon, lard, oil: Scrape with a 
blunt knife. Rub with a little cleanser. 

QO Candy and chocolate: Wipe the chocolate with 
a cloth and lukewarm water. Rinse candy stain with 





water and allow to dry. If necessary, rub stain 
gently with a cleanser. 

Q) Chewing 
gum: Harden 
the gum with 


scrape with a 
knife. Moisten 


and scrape 
again witha 
knife. 

Q) Ink: Clean 
with rubbing 


to remove it, it 
will just ruin 
the upholstery. 

C) Ketchup: 
Wipe with a 
cloth 
dampened with cold water. If necessary, use a mild 
detergent. 

CQ) Lipstick: A liquid cleanser is often successful, 
but if stain resists, don't try to remove it. 

Q) Mustard: Rub with sponge and tepid water; 
allow a mild detergent to penetrate the stain. Rinse 
with clear water. 

CQ) Shoe polish: Rub with a little cleanser. 

Q) Tar: Scrape with a knife, dampen with a 
cleanser, scrape again; gently rub with a cleanser. 

©) Urine: soak stain with a sponge dampened with 
lukewarm water and rinse with cold water Cover 
the stain with a cloth dampened with 1 part 
ammonia and 5 parts water. Rinse with damp cloth. 

Q) Vomit: Cover with a cloth dampened with cold 
water. Rub gently with a mild soap and warm 
water. If necessary, apply a solution of 1 teaspoon 
baking soda in’l cup warm water.

Donald and Carl continued their 
love/hate relationship. In July, 1985, 
when Donald lost his job at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital, he accused 
Carl of setting him up. When Carl was 
arrested and charged with public inde- 
cency, he blamed Donald for inform- 
ing the police on him. It was all too 
much. Donald and Carl agreed to dis- 
agree. The pair broke up. 

In 1986, Donald was successful in 
obtaining a job as a nurse's aide at 
Drake Memorial, one of Cincinnati's 
most prestigious hospitals. The institu- 
tion's patients consist of the chronically 
ill and long term care patients who are 
confined to bed or wheelchairs. It was at 
Drake that the first hint of Donald Har- 
vey’s fascination with poison came to 








light. 

John Powell was a welder at a Gen- 
eral Electric plant in Cincinnati. One hot 
day in the summer, he took his motor- 
cycle for a spin. The 44-year-old father 
of three teenaged children lost control of 
his bike, was thrown in the air and 
landed on his head. Near death, Powell 
was rushed to Drake Memorial. Doc- 
tors managed to save his life, but he 
had suffered severe brain damage and 
remained in a deep coma for several 
months 

On March 7, 1987, Powell was found 
dead in bed by nurse’s aide Donald Har- 
vey. Next morning, an autopsy was per- 
formed. Deputy Coroner Dr. Lee Leh- 
man recognized the acrid odor of 
cyanide, the same smell which fiction 
writers describe as that of bitter 
almonds 
confirmed Dr. Lehman's suspicions. 
Lethal doses of cyanide were found in 
the stomach and blood. When an inde- 
pendent laboratory corroborated the 
findings, police were notified 

The massive investigation which fol- 
lowed involved the interrogation of more 
than 700 individuals who were either 
employees of the hospital or acquaint- 
ances of the murdered man. Many were 
asked to take polygraph tests. Of all 
those asked, only one man refused to 
cooperate. He was soft spoken Donald 
Harvey, the nurse’s aide who had found 
Powell dead in his bed. Overnight, he 
became the main suspect in Powell’s 
murder. But there would be more — 
much more. 

When they were made aware of the 
grave suspicion cast on Donald Harvey, 
other hospital employees came forward 
with information that the suspected man 
always seemed to be around when 
patients died. They urged the adminis- 
tration to expand the investigation to 
include these other deaths. Hospital 
authorities were hesitant to admit that

tely started investigating their allega- 
tions. Two months later, Minarcin had 
enough to air a half-hour special expos- 
ing the questionable deaths. 


The TV program was a sensation. 
Within a day of the broadcast, an offi- 
cial investigation was under way. Don- 
ald Harvey retained a lawyer, who con- 
tacted police, advising them that his 
client might have information about 
additional deaths. A deal was struck. 
Donald would tell all and plead guilty to 
those murders which took place at 
Drake Memorial in return for the State’s 
promise not to seek the death penalty. 

Authorities accepted the deal in order 
to clear up several suspicious deaths. 
Initially, they didn’t realize the Pan- 
dora’s box they were opening. 


Donald was a veritable killing 
machine. He pleaded guilty and gave 
detailed confessions concerning 24 mur- 
ders, 21 of which took place at Drake 
Memorial. He was given 21 sentences of 
20 years to life to run concurrently and

Conservation 
authorities study 


$64,000 question 


Funding has been approved for a study 
that will identify sources of bacterial 
contamination that led to the closings in in 
recent summers of five rural beaches in this 
region. 

The Ontario Ministry of Environment is 
providing a joint grant of $64,000 to the 
Moira River Conservation Authority, the 
Lower Trent Region Conservation 
Authority and the Napanee Region 
Conservation Authority for the study. 

The focus will be on beaches at 
Frankford on the Trent River, Belleville's 
Riverside Park on the Moira River, 
Kingsford and Forest Mills Conservation 
Areas on the Salmon River and the 
Newburgh Conservation Area on the 
Napanee River. 

According to a Moira River 
Conservation Authority press release, "the 
loss of recreation swiming at these 
locations is significant as suitable local 
alternatives do not exist.” 

The beaches have been closed by local 
health units whemewater samples have 
indicated concetrations of fecal coliforms 
above provincial water quality standards. 

Locally, the Riverside Park beaches were 
closed for the entire swimming season after 
having been regularly closed for part of the 
season in previous years.According to the 
Moira River Conservation Authority, 
impetus for the study came from the Bay of 
Quinte Remedial Action Plan, which 
recommended "zero rural beach closure” as 
one of its objectives. 

The study is exptected to take two years 
and will include an inventory of sources of 
bacterial contamination from rural septic 
systems, livestock operations, wildlife 
sources, rural drains and agricultural 
practices.

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Giving aid 
Once again, drought and starvation are stalking 
the Sub Sahara region of Africa. Once again, our 
television cameras are starting to bring us 
pictures of desperate mothers and starving 
children. : 

Will we give again or will we tune it out and 
turn away, bumed out by the hopelessness of the 
continual cycle of famine and despair? 

In this week's issue of Quinte Weekly News, 
Dirk Booy of the Christian Reformed World 
Relief Committee offers some good &dvice on 
giving towards famine relief. 

" Give, he says, and give generously. Provide 
immediate food aid to prevent the starvation of 
millions. 

But give with a question: what are you going to 
do to try to break this cycle of poverty and 
famine? 

We can and should give food for this day, he 

says, but we should ask what steps are being 
taken, what plans are being laid to ensure 
sustainable development that will feed people a 
year or ten years from now. 
" The Starving people of Africa need a handout 
now to prevent deaths, but handouts alone won't 
solve the underlying problems of the region. 
Ultimately, development has to take place. 

But what kind of development? Only grassroots 
development will, says Mr. Booy, development 
that works with native Africans at the local level, 
giving them skills and training and -- most 
importantly -- "ownership" of the solution. 

So ask hard questions about development 
before giving money, he urges. And take hope. If 
the nght kind of development can take place in 
village after village across Africa, the cycle of 
despair eventually can be broken. The pictures 
that come to us by satellite can cease to haunt us.

For the first time since the mid-70s, 
CJBQ is again welcoming students from 
_ Belleville high schools into its studios, 
reviving an old love affair between 
students, education and the radio. 

Twelve students from four high schools 
— BCIVS, Quinte Secondary School, 
Centennial Secondary School and Trenton 
— have been hitting the airwaves every 
Wednesday night since mid-March. 

Centennial Secondary School teacher 
Jackie Powell, in collaboration with CJBQ 
morning host Peter Thompson, organized 
the bid to bring the tradition of student 
broadcasts back to Quinte. 

Much like student broadcasters of the 
“50s to the ‘70s, the students have been 
bringing a unifying theme to the area’s 
student population, says Powell. 

“The radio station is so close to this 
small community. By letting students have 
a voice, CJBQ has really promoted school 
spirit. Students are better informed and 
know what’s going on in their school 
because they listen to the station in the car 
and at home,” says Powell. 

Parents too, have a better sense of 
appreciation of what’s going on in their 
teenagers’ schools. 

“T think a lot of parents don’t often know 
the scope of what’s going on in their 
children’s schools and this program helps 
‘bridge that gap. It can really have a 
positive impact on listeners,” Powell says, 
sitting in the interview booth at 'CJBQ’s 
home base on Bay of Quinte. 

The big winners are the students selected 
to represent their school on the program. 

“This really is a chance of a lifetime. If 
these kids lived in Toronto they’d never 
have a chance to talk about their school on 
a radio station,” Powell says. 

“T really think the program has helped 
promote the students’ leadership skills, 
enunciation, articulation and has given 
them all renewed confidence," he adds. 
"When a student broadcaster says 
something good about their soccer team 
they feel better. The soccer team also feels 
better when they get that warm fuzzy 
feeling because they’ve been mentioned.” 

Centennial Grade 10 student Martha 
Malott says being on air has given her a 
new outlook on radio stations and 
especially the people that run them. 

Evening man Ted Bradford of CJBQ 
doesn’t look anything like he’s supposed 
to, says Malott, a smile breaking on her 
lips. 
“I don’t really know exactly what I 
thought he’d look like, but it was 
surprising. Actually, Ted really helped me 
feel comfortable by making the atmosphere 
as relaxed as he could for our first 
broadcast,” says Malott. “I’ve learned also 





that it takes a lot of professional people like 
Ted Bradford and some perfection to run a 
Station.” 

Student colleague Lisa Sarles admits the 
technology and facilities were a little 
intimidating at first, but says she has 
gained new confidence. 

“Broadcasting is very interesting — 
hearing yourself talk over the radio taught 
me a lot. I feel I can express myself better. 
I realized you have to be able to think fast 
and you have to know exactly what you’re 
talking about. I consider it a privilege to be 
able to take part in this,” Sarles says, 
donning the latest in AM radio headphones 
in the studio. 

Co-student broadcaster Dave Bird says 
he was expecting WKRP. 

“I must’ve had the stupidest grin on my 
face when I walked in here the first day, 
because all I kept thinking about was 
WKRP in Cincinnatti. I kept wondering if 
the same things happen here ‘at CJBQ in 
Belleville,” says Bird. 

CJBQ broadcaster Ted Bradford laughs 
at the comparison,.and admits a radio 
station can be quite hectic sometimes. 

A switch from the regular interviewing 
routine to an interview booth full of 
Students qualifies as hectic. 

“Tt was something definitely new for me 
because interviewing younger people is 
very different than the regular thing,” 
Bradford says between _ on-air 
announcements and intros to songs. 
"Knowing they were a little on edge 
frankly made me a little nervous too. I 
thought it would be a struggle to keep the 
program flowing and interesting, but 
everything worked out just fine." 

The second time around for the students 
was much better, he says. 

“They had a lot more confidence the next 
time around and had loosened up 
considerably.” 

Bradford says the student programming 
is unique and not a common feature among 
radio stations regionally. 

“High school students are not usually 
given a voice. It’s traditionally not done in 
other surrounding radio markets,” contends 
Bradford. 

The benefits are numerous. 

One, in particular, is communication by 
students can help bridge the gap between 
older and younger listeners. 

“Through the sounds of the students 
voices and their intelligent conversation, I 
know this is definitely not a waste of time," 
says Bradford. "It’s quashing myths that 
our younger people can be a bad bunch, If 
these students are any indication of today’s 
youth I don’t think we have anything to 
worry about in future.” 

Plans are underway for even more 
extensive student programming this 
September.

FORMING QUESTIONS 


Your questions will be formed from 
simple facts in home research. Ask 
yourself how you and those around you 
live. Some important considerations are 
children, pets, degree of entertaining, 
and how you view the collective 
lifestyle of the household. 

With children, age can determine the 
type of furniture you'll seek. What’s 
the sense of becoming frustrated over 
formal furniture with a toddler running 
all over the place? Buy something more 
practical. 

Pets, regardless of how disciplined, 
can pose problems for furniture. 

If you entertain guests, your furniture 
needs are different from households 
preferring less frequent social 
activities. How you entertain also has 
bearing on furniture. Your style, 
whether it’s formal dining, buffet, 
intimate cocktail parties or big 
blowouts, should be considered. 

Do you live formally or casually? 
How do you use what you have now? 

Thinking about all these factors is 
necessary. Getting ready to buy

For instance, if you want a new sofa, 
the first thing you must do is size up 
the area where it will be located.

strange and unusual set of circum- 
stances unfolded around Leonard 
Thomas in 1949, whereby he stood 
trial on two separate occasions for 
one criminal act. 

Intriguing? You bet. 

Len was a 46-year-old warehouseman 
who lived in Tooting, London. He and his wife 
Florence had not been getting along well. In fact, 
when the pertinent portion of our story took place, 
they were separated. Flo maintained her own apart- 
ment, where she lived with her young daughter, 
Sheila. : : 

It depends on whom you want to believe when it 
comes to the underlying reason for the Thomas’ dis- 
cord. Len claimed that Flo told him she packed bag 
and baggage because he refused to take up dancing 
as a hobby. Later, Len would state that when Flo 
i suggested he learn to dance, 
he had diligently pursued 
dancing to satisfy her. In 
his own words, he said, “I 
got a certificate of profi- 
ciency and a medal for 
dancing in two months.” 

Flo gave a different reason 
for the breakup. She told 
authorities that she had left 
her husband because he was 
keeping company with other 
women. Besides, he con- 
stantly accused her of seeing 
other men, which was 
untrue. 

As it turned out, the rea- 
son for the -Thomas’ -separa- 
tion was immaterial. The 
results would have been 
exactly the same. 

On March 13, 1949, Len 
paid a visit to his wife's 
apartment. He and Flo 
argued. Len produced a 





stab his wife 13 times. She 
lay helpless on the floor. 

A neighbor heard the com- 
motion and ran to Flo’s 
apartment. She found Flo on 
the floor and Len sitting on 
a chair, looking out a win- 
dow. Flo looked up and said, 
“He's stabbed me in the 
back and I can’t feel my 
legs.” 

The neighbor looked at 
Len and blurted out, ‘You 
brute, you've murdered 
her!” 

Len replied, ‘Yes, and I’m 
prepared to swing for it." 
The neighbor forcefully told 
Len to call a doctor. He 
responded curtly, ‘‘I won't 
fetch a doctor, I'll fetch the 
police.’ 

As it turned out, both a 
doctor and police were soon 
at the scene. Len was 
arrested and charged with 
attempted murder. He. was 
tried, found guilty and sen- 
tenced to seven years’ 
imprisonment. 

Flo Thomas lingered in 
hospital for weeks. She had 
given statements to police 
regarding the stabbing. Most 
of her statements went 
unchallenged and were 
instrumental in convicting 
her husband.

Despite 
the best effort of attending physicians, Florence 

Thomas died, three months after her husband's 

wanton attack. With Florence's death, Len was 

taken from prison and charged with her murder. 

On July 13, Len appeared once more at the Old 
Bailey, where he pleaded not guilly lo murder, His 
counsel entered a plea that he could not be prose- 
cuted because he had already been convicted of the 
offence charged. In all the history of crime in Eng- 
land, this was the one and only case where a man 
had been found guilty of attempted murder and was 
serving his sentence when his victim died, plac- 
ing him in the position of facing the courts again, 
this time charged with murder. : 

The presiding judge threw out the plea, reasoning 
that being convicted of attempted murder was not 
the same charge as murder. Len’s murder trial took 
place as scheduled. ; } 

There was no controversy as lo the jackknife 
attack on Florence Thomas. That was conceded by 
both sides. Len’s lawyer put his client on the wit- 
ness stand, a risky ploy under any circumstances. 
Len cried like a baby as his lawyer attempted to 
illustrate that he had not intended to kill his wife. 
Len stated, ‘My mind became a complete blank 
until I found myself holding a knife and my wife 
lying on the floor. I cannol remember going out to 

do any injury.” 

The medical evidence was scanned in meticulous 
detail. Len’s lawyer stressed that Flo had not died 
from the wounds inflicted by her husband. The 
cause of death was a bedsore which had become 
infected. In an attempt to illustrate the point, he 
asked the jury to consider a hypothetical case 
whereby a woman, having been altacked, received 
injuries which made her lame. Suppose this woman 
later was struck by a car because her lameness 
rendered her incapable of getting oul of the way. 
Was the man who had caused the original injury 
responsible for her death? 

Len’s counsel urged the jury to remember that 
the bedsore which caused death was not on that 
part of the victim’s body which was paralyzed. He 
further stated that the fatal bedsore developed 
weeks after the stabbing. The infection did not 
originate at any of the stab wound entry points. 

In charging the jury, ihe presiding judge empha- 
sized three points, which he asked the jury to con- 
sider when deliberating the guilt or innocence of the 
accused. Was it the accused who struck the blows? 
At the time the blows were struck. was there an 
intent either to kill or to inflict prievous bodily 
harm? Did death result from those blows? He 
further pointed out that if the blows were struck in 
such a manner that an ordinary man, in possession 
of his senses, believed that grievous bodily harm 
would result, then murder had been committed. 

The judge went on the explain that the defendant 
claimed that his mind was a blank at the time of 
the crime. Conversely, the prosecution had pointed 
out that as Len usually didn’t carry a jackknife. his 
mind would have to have been a blank from the 
time he had put the jackknife in his pocket. 

As the actual cause of death had been an infected 
bedsore, the judge advised the jury to consider 
whether it was a natural and probable result of her 
stab wounds that a bedsore should develop. 

The jury retired to deliberate. but were absent 
only 30 minutes before bringing in their verdict. 
They found Len guilly. He burst into tears as the 
death sentence was read. An appeal was immedia- 
tely launched and just as speedily dismissed 

A further appeal for a reprieve was successful. 
Leonard Thomas, whose wife had died of an 


infected bedsore, was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment.

Street vendors 
fight plan to 
restrict them

Belleville vendors are rallying in opposition to a 
proposed bylaw that could severely restrict their right to do 
business in the city. 

As many as 30 angry owners of chip trucks, ice-cream 
bikes, mobile refreshment vehicles and hot dog stands were 
planning to take their sentiments to city council last night 
after Quinte Weekly News went to press. 

The small-business owners were planning to express their 
outrage at an April 12 draft bylaw submitted for council’s 
approval by the Belleville Business Improvement Area 
(BBIA) board of directors. 

The draft bylaw calls for the elimination of vendors on 
city property and further that vendors not be allowed to 
operate within 300 feet of a business selling similar light 
refreshments. 

In addition, the BBIA proposal asks city council to quash 
the ability of vendors to operate prior to 5 a.m. and after 10 
p.m. 

The stipulations have vendors hopping mad. 

A petition, circulated by vendors such as The Flying 
Dutchman chip truck on Bridge Street West, was expected 
to be submitted to council last night during as many as two 
delegations by licensed vendors.

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A $3.99 water bottle can be worth a pound of cure -- 
especially when a child’s health is concerned. 

It’s that modified maxim that has prompted the Belleville 
Youth Soccer Club to urge parents to provide their children 
with their own water bottle. 

Staff and BYSC board members contend that use of 
private water bottles, rather than one used by the whole 
team, will help prevent communicable diseases. 

Concerns regarding health safety have been elevated 
stemming from an incident this past winter where a serious 
viral infection was believed to be passed from one child to 
another via a water bottle. 

“What the club wants to do it have each child bring their 
own water bottle to avoid any similar unfortunate 
circumstances,” says Stephanie Smith, BYSC summer 
staff. 

Smith says a meeting was held and most in attendance 
reached a consensus in favor of individual flasks to quench 
the young player’s thirst. 

Dr. Goddard Hill, acting medical officer of health with 
the Hastings-Prince Edward Health Unit, agrees with the 
preventative steps being taken.

On a trade tour last week in Japan, the prime minister 

took some pot shots at Ontario for its $9.4 billion deficit, 
saying that Japanese investors would shy away from a 
province that ran deficits. 
- Which struck us as odd, 
considering that Ottawa's 
deficit has been stuck at 
around $30 billion ever 
since Mulroney took power 
back in 1984. 

To find out why Ontario's 
deficit will scare away 
investors but Ottawa's 
won't, we turned to an economist. 

Oh, almighty prognosticator, we said (you have to 
butter up these economists), isn't the prime minister the 
pot calling the kettle black? 

No, not at all, explained the eminent economist. You 
see, the big difference is that the Ontario NDP 
government is Socialist, which means they are by 
definition fiscally irresponsible and poor managers of 
money. The Tories, on the other hand, are conservatives.

Thank you, we said, from the depths of our heart for 
elucidating these mysterious matters to us, and we 
backed out of the economist's office, bowing and 
scraping as we went. 

So there you have it --that's why Ontario's deficit is bad 
but Ottawa's isn't.

Crow would appear to be nuts, saying that he = 
turned the corner on squeezing inflation Out 0 

anadian economy. 
Ceca inflation has now risen to 6.3 per cent 
adjusted year over year, up from last years 
inflation in the four per cent range. 

But it's true. He -- or someone -- has nearly 
squeezed inflation out of the economy. 
According to analysts, consumer prices have 
risen by only 0.4 per cent in the first quarter, 
which would add up to 1.6 per cent over a year. 

The rest is caused by government tax increases 
- the GST and increases in taxes at both the 
federal and provincial level on tobacco, gasoline 
and alcohol. 

So if the government continues to say it has to 
fight inflation, we'll ask them to leave us alone. 
We have seen the enemy and it is them. 


Healthy first step 


A $64,000 grant to three area conservation 
authorities to identify the sources of fecal 
coliforms that have consistently closed beaches 
at Riverside and other parks is good news, not 
least because something is being done about the 
problem of where our children can swim. . 

We are cheered by this grant because it 
represents the first step of which we are aware 
towards implementation of the Bay of Quinte 
RAP committee report. 

The result of several years study and public 
input, the report called for a wide variety of 
solutions to restore the Bay of Quinte and its 
tributaries from its current status as one of 40 
some odd pollution "hot spots” in the Great 
Lakes 

Although the report identified problems and 
proposed solutions, implementation was left to 
the whims and vagaries of three levels of 
government. 

This grant is a healthy indication that the work 
of the RAP committee was not in vain. As Stated 
before in other editorials, we expect to see the 
three levels of government working towards 
implementation of the RAP report. We're pleased 
to see this starting to happen.

Northern Telecom 
ships Meridian 
to 70 countries 


The Meridian 1 phone product line, 
manufactured by Northern Telecom in 
Belleville, is in service in 70 countries 
around the world. 

As.many as 120,000 Meridian 1 sets are 
manufactured annually at the plant, in 
addition to about 5,000 total systems, says 
John Vice, assistant vice-president of 
manufacturing operations at the Belleville 
plant. 

“Primarily we ship the Meridian 1 to 
destinations in Canada, South America and 
the Pacific Rim from Belleville,” says 
Vice. 

“The items are then trucked to Toronto 
(sometimes New York) and then flown by 
air to our buyers. We try the majority of 
time to ship by air, because it cuts down on 
the lead time, by ensuring it’s there within 
a couple of days. Putting it on a boat for 
shipping would make a longer interval 
between manufacturing, packaging and 
delivery.” 

Sixty per cent of Northern’s business in 
Belleville is internationally or globally 
driven compared to the 40 per cent shipped 
elsewhere in Canada. 

A global focus, says Vice, is crucial if 
Northern is to remain competitive in the 
international business community.

On the day that Donald Terry 
met with the local press for the 
announcement of his being 
named the 1991 Canadian 
Driver of the Year, he took a 
70.000 Ib. load to Mississauga in the 
moming, returning for the press conference 
in the afternoon. 

It was another typical day for the veteran 
truck driver, who has logged more than 2.5 
million accident-free miles. A driver for 29 
years, he averages 100,000 miles a year but 
has never been cited even for a moving 





violanon. 
Terry has driven for the last 16 years 


with Canada-JET Transportation, a division 
of Canada Transport. The Belleville 
resident received his award in Ottawa from 
Laurence Oliphant, president of Volvo GM 
Canada Heavy Truck, at a special luncheon 
in late May 

"We're very proud of what Don has 
accomplished,” Dick Baker, chief 
executive officer of Canada Transport 
Group Limited, says of his driver. 

Terry is not only the first Canada 
Transport driver to win the award -- he is 
the first driver from Ontario to win the 
national award... 

This is a once-in-a-lifctime event,” 
Baker says 

Terry was first nominated for Ontario 
Driver of the Year by Vickie Graham of 
Canada Transport's safety department. 
Winning that award, he was then eligible to 
compete for the top Canadian award 
against drivers from across the country. 

Graham said she nominated Terry partly 
because of his role in removing a dangerous 
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highway sign in Quebec. Terry wrote to the 
Quebec Transport Ministry explaining why 
he believed a sign, located on Highway 20 
between exits 19 and 26 heading into 
Montreal, was dangerous. Discussions 
followed and the sign was removed. 

She said she was also impressed by 
Terry's consideration for others. 

During a blizzard last winter, Terry 
witnessed an accident in which a pick up 
truck rammed a car on the Loyalist 
Wallbridge Road overpass by to Highway 
401. He called in to the terminal for police 
and an ambulance and then directed traffic. 
When the ambulance arrived, he helped 
attendants move an injured woman from 
the car onto a stretcher and into the 
ambulance. 

Graham was at dispatch at the time and 
was especially impressed when Terry 
called after the ambulance, asking them to 
tclephone the woman's family to let them 
know what had happened. 

"He cares about people,” she said. 

Terry was also named Canada Transport's 
driver of the year in 1978 and has won 
other awards in trucking rodeo 
competitions. 

Terry says he has watched highways 
become busier over the years of his 
driving. And he believes the increasing 
number of speeding drivers is the biggest 


problem. 
“Younger drivers seem to be a lot more 
aggressive,” he says. "They don't seem to 


realize what's on the back of your truck. 
The cut you off to get to a ramp and then 
expect you to stop on a dime.” 

He concludes: "I don't like speed myself. 
I guess I'm from the old school.” 

He just wants to get there, safe and sound 
and on time, with another load.

1911, Smith Cartage joined the beginning 
of the trucking revolution with a Ford truck 
Fred Smith bought for $450. Later in the 
same year, he bought two more trucks for 
his growing company. 

The trucking industry has changed since 
the days that Fred Smith started out with a 
single horse and wagon in 1907. 

Today, diesel tractors average closer to 
300 horsepower than one. Trailers are 53 
feet long and in Quebec, two 45-foot 
trailers can be doubled up into a single rig.

Ron Gregoire, manager of Canada’s 
Transport's BeHeville terminal, estimates 
that 230 to 260 loads a day leave from the 
company's 12 terminals between Windsor 
and Montreal.

The terminal is always busy because of 
its central location between Toronto and 
Montreal. Loads come in from both 
directions and then are switched around so 
that each driver returns to his home base. 

A centralized dispatch in Toronto co- 
ordinates the outgoing loads across the 
system to ensure that no truck drives

Vendor Kirk Putnam told Quinte Weekly 
News last Friday he was going to fight the 
proposed bylaw in a delegation to city 
council last night.

“There’s a lot to be said of common 
sense. It’s a sensible approach for each 
child having his own bottle — my kids 
play soccer and they do,” says 
Goddard-Hill. 

But, he says, parents should not go 
into hysterics if their child needs to 
borrow one because he-left his at home. 

“Collective water bottles are not a 
major health problem — you can’t get 
AIDs from water bottles. But having 
your own does protect you from 
communicable diseases.” 

Health unit colleague and director of 
public inspection Glen Hudgins says 
his department is looking into concerns 
shared by parents. 

“The health unit has investigators 
looking into what types of water bottles 
are being used in sports clubs and 
leagues,” says Hudgins. “The majority 
of ones we have found to date are the 
type that squirt directly into the mouth 
from a distance like the Blue Jays use.” 

Hudgins says recommendations 
stemming from the investigation will 
be made available to all involved in 
minor league and recreational sports 
through the Belleville Recreation 
Centre in future.

Sean took a refreshing shower. He laughed as the 
water cascaded down upon his shoulders and 
washed away his mother’s blood. Sean Sellers, 16 
years of age, acted in a cool and calculating 
manner. Ile entered his parents’ room and opened 
bureau drawers in order to simulate a robbery. He 
unlatched a patio door. He hid his Satanic parapher- 
nalia in a closet in his room. Only then did he wrap 
the murder weapon in a towel and leave. 

Sean went to his friend Richard’s house and told 
him what he had done. Next morning, the two boys 
drove to the pizza parlor where Vonda worked, 
ostensibly to pick up a note advising Sean's first- 
class teacher that he would be late for school that 
day. Believing that he was reinforcing an alibi, 
when he didn’t find his mother at work, Sean pro- 
ceeded to his home with Richard. Sean entered 
the house and ‘‘discovered” the bodies of his par- 
ents.

Detectives were soon questioning Richard 
Howard.

He was calm, polite and cooperative. 

_Despite his apparent straightforwardness, detec- 
tives inquired about Sean at his school. They 
learned of his fight over the Satanic bible. Class- 
mates confirmed his devotion to Satan. That same 
day, Sean became the prime suspect in the murder 
of his parents. 

Detectives decided to requestion Richard Howard. 
Richard broke down and told the whole story. He

Al Howie is a man on the 
run. 

An ultra marathon runner, 
the British Columbia 
resident estimates he has 
run the equivalent of 
around the world 
two or three times 
since he took up 
running in 1974. 
This summer, he 
plans to add some 
more mileage with a 
run across. the 
continent. 

Howie visited the 
Trenton Elks Lodge 
a week ago Sunday 
to promote Tomorrow Run 
‘91, his run across Canada 
to benefit the Elks Purple 
Cross Fund. 

He left with a $680 boost 
for the run with cheques 
from the Trenton Elks and 
the Order of the Royal 
Purple. 

Howie plans to run across 
Canada faster than anyone 
has ever done before. A lot 
faster. 

The previous record is 82 
days. Howie plans to do it 
in 72 days -- and still run 
1,000 km further than the 
current record holder. 

Howie plans to start at St. 
John's, Newfoundland, and 
finish 7,775 km later at 
Victoria, B.C. To achieve 
that distance in 72 days, he 
has to average 108 km per 


“Tm going to do nothing 
but sleep and run and eat,’ 
he said. He will run 12 to 
14 hours per day. 

His goal sounds 
unbelievable, but Howie 
has the credentials to back 


it up. 


Howie plans to cross 
Canada in 72 days, 
cutting 10 days off the 
record but running 1,000 
km further than the 
previous record holder 


He holds many world 
records, including the 
shortest time for running 
the length of Britain (11 
days, three hours and 18 
minutes) and a Guiness 
record for the longest non- 
stop run -- 360 miles and 
33 yards at Victoria, B.C. in 
1987. Rules allowed only a 
five minute cumulative stop 
in 24 hours. 

He is also the first runner 
to complete the longest 
certified race in the world, 
the Sri Chinmoy. It takes 
place every fall over 1,300 
miles (2,100 km) within an 
18 hour time limit. His 
record of 17 days, 8 hours 
and 25 minutes still stands. 

Unbelievably, he hopes to 
compete again in the Sri 
Chinmoy race on Sept 16

Concerns grow 
over gill-netting 
in Bay of Quinte

A handful of Tyendinaga Mohawk Reserve members 
are setting gill nets in the Bay of Quinte, charge local 
anglers. 

owever, Ministry of Natural Resources, RCMP and Chief 
Earl Hill of the Mohawk Reserve report all is quiet. 

Unfettered, anglers adamantly charge you can’t deny 

what you see with your own eyes. 

In a brief interview with Quinte Weekly News, one 
angler contends he and several of his friends have seen reserve 
members setting nets as recently as last week. 

In fact, he’s so mad he threatened to cut and tow the nets away 
because they are killing large 
quantities of walleye and 
other fish. 

“Gill nets are being set off 
Stella’s Bluff and at night in 
Telegraph Narrows and other 
areas west of the Skyway 
bridge,” said one Belleville 
man, who wished to maintain 
his anonymity because of 
close relations on the reserve. 

“I know they’re there 
because I’ve seen them. It’s 
going on everyday down there. I’ve seen as much as $3,000 worth of 
fish brought in from one night’s netting.” 

Willing markets in Toronto will buy the walleye eagerly. 

“They truck the fish to Toronto and meet restaurants owners who pay 
good money for the fish,” he says. 

Chief Earl Hill, in an interview, acknowledges there was some gill-

Transit plan recognizes 
regional development 


Representatives for Belleville, Trenton, meat 
and Thurlow recently met with representatives 0 
the Ministry of Transport to explore the 
possibility of a regional public transit system. 
The next step is for each municipality to formally 
approve the proposal so that a steering 
committee can be formed to study the concept 
and make recommendations for formation of 
such a system. 

We welcome this news because it recognizes 
the basically regional nature of development in 
this area. : 

Sidney Township, for example, has quietly 
sneaked past Trenton in population as rural 
subdivisions and lot severances have changed the 
agricultural face of that municipality. The 
township's multi-million dollar water plant that 
will serve the southern part of the township is the 
direct result of such development. 

In the past, heads of council have occasionally 
mused on the possibility of growth creating a 
single urban municipality along the north shore 
of the bay. 

That may be a long way down the road. It may 
never happen. But regional co-operation such as 
this makes more and more sense. We would urge 
Belleville, Trenton, Sidney and Thurlow to 
support this initiative. 


Support for bylaw 


We agree with a bylaw passed last week by city 
council to prohibit outdoor vendors from 
conducting their trade in the downtown core. As 
reported last week in Quinte Weekly News, street 
vendors didn't like the proposal, arguing that they 
should have as much right to conduct business as 
anyone else. 

But that is not the case. Not only do they not 
have the same kind of overheads as other 
businesses, but they don't pay the same kind of 
business, realty or school taxes. They don't 
sponsor ball teams or support community groups 
or local charities. In effect, they are piggybacking 
on the backs of those who do pay much higher 
taxes and offer more support for the community. 

Street vendors may be upset, but we feel 
permanent businesses take priority.

GREYING OF QUINTE 


Baby boomers 
are getting older: 
major changes 
on the horizon

The age wave is 
coming! 

Canada's population 
balance is starting to 
tilt towards seniors and 
that will mean changes 
for the way we live, 
says Barbara Clarke, 
manager of 
Community Care for 
Seniors in Belleville. 

Canadians are living 
longer and the aging 
trend will explode 
when the baby 
boomers start to reach 
retirement age in the 
next 10 or 15 years. 

That will mean major 
changes. Take the 
work force, for 
example. 

"The block of baby 
boomers is a year older 
every year," 
Clarke says. 
"And we don't 
have enough 
babies to fill 
their shoes." 

Clarke expects 
more 
automation will 
be needed to fill 
the shoes of 
retiring workers. 
That's why 
Japan is so automated, 
she says, adding that 
the country started the 
greying pattern 25 
years ahead of the 
West. 

She also expects that 
seniors will tend to 
work longer past the 
traditional retirement 
ages of 60 or 65. 
Today's baby boomers 
may simply change 


careers when they 
reach retirement. They 
may continue on 
working part time or 
on short term 
contracts. 

"We won't ever 
retire," she says of her 
age group. 

Already, companies 
such as McDonalds are 
hiring more retirees. 
But many seniors 
won't be able to handle 
the stress of standing 
for long periods of 
time, so Clarke 
predicts the next step 
for McDonalds will be 
to provide high stools 
behind the cash 
register. 

Recreational 
facilities and 
opportunities for 
seniors will become 








more important as 
society greys. Physical 
activity has a direct 
connection with mental 
ability, she points out. 
"We have to stop 
building ball: diamonds 
and start building lawn 
bowling facilities and 
quiet green areas," 
Clarke says, citing a 
major drop in T-Ball 
registrations in many 


Support programs that help keep 
people healthy and well in their 
homes," Clarke says. 

Probably the most popular 
program is Meals on Wheels, which 
served over 10,000 meals last year. 

Community Care charges $3 for 
the meals, which are prepared at 


Belleville General Hospital and 
then distributed four times per week 
by volunteers from 15 area 
churches. 

A monthly diners’ club is also 
popular. Students in the Quinte 
Secondary School food services 
program plan menus, prepare food 


and serve it to 50 to 70 seniors once 
a month during the school year. 

Last year, the students served 
1,954 meals. 

"He's just fantastic,” Clarke says 
of teacher Murray Brydson, who 
Started the program a number of

areas. "We havea 
sailing school for kids. 
Why not pedal boats 
and a sailing school for 
older adults?" she asks. 

Similarly, she says 
parks won't need as 
many Swing sets and 
slides but should be set 
up with recreational 
facilities for older 
people -- and 
every park will 
need a washroom, 
she adds. 

She expects 
seniors will 
continue their 
outdoor interests 
but in "less 
aggressive” ways 
-- cross country 
skiing instead of 
downhill skiing, 
wilderness camping 
instead of mountain 
climbing. 

Because reaction 
time and eyesight 
decline with age, 
highway signage will 
have to be more 
visible. And she 
suggests that more 
highway rest stops will

instead of nine inch, 


Schools will have to 
offer more programs 
for older people who 
want to keep on 
learning. Programs 
such as Elderhostel 
will become more and 


more popular. 

And we will need 
more nursing homes 
for over the age of 85 
and especially for frail 
older women who 
don't have adequate 
pensions or a place to 
live. 


Aged population to increase

In 1986, the Canadian census 
found 17.5 per cent of the 


population of Belleville and Trenton 


was aged 60 or older. 

Barbara Clarke, manager of the 
Belleville office of Community 
Care for Seniors, expects that figure 
to increase in the 1991 census as 
more retire in Quinte. 

According to Clarke, the two 
hottest retirement areas in Ontario 
are Kingston and Belleville. 

Retirees from the big city are 
"looking for a quieter way of life 
but they still want access to 
services," she says. 

As a result, both cities can 
continue to expect more growth in 
seniors because they are clean and 
quiet and less dangerous than larger 
cities. Populations are relatively 


small but the cities offer generally 
good services and are still close to 
the major metropolitan areas of 





Toronto, Montreal and Ottawa. 
Kingston's population of retirees is 
actually higher than Belleville's 
because of the more sophisticated 
medical services available at its 
university teaching hospital. Many 
seniors move from Belleville to 
Kingston when they require those 
medical services, Clarke says.

Condominiums may 
not be as common here 
as in big metropolitan 
areas, but watch for 
this type of living 
grow in popularity as 
Quinte's population 
continues to age. 

Condominiums offer 
seniors the joys of 
home ownership 
without any of the 
headaches, say two 
retired couples who 
live in the Westwind 
Condominiums in 
Trenton. 

Richard and Edith 
Wardrop moved into 
the Westwind in March 
from the home they 
built for their 
retirement. Although 
they have fond 
memories of their 
Consecon home, they 
have no regrets about 
moving into a 
condominium. 

"It was a large 
property," Richard 
says of their Consecon 
home, with over an 
acre of grounds.

Plant evergreens 

ma | 5 a 
with variety 

When you utilize evergreens in your 
foundation plantings, do it with the 
realization that straight lines do not exist 
in Nature, that straight lines and right 
angles are strictly and inventions of man. 
One of the main purposes of foundation 
plantings is to soften of de-emphasize 
such lines rather than reinforce them. 
So, instead of the customary plantings 





of two spreading evergreens under the 
living room windows, flanked by two 
upright on the ends, try a narrow conical 
combined with vase-shaped and a round 
at one end, and three columnar of 
different heights combined with a 
spreading juniper at the other end, and in 
the centre, round junipers allied with 
creeping varieties. 

Please note: broad conicals, the 
traditional Christmas tree shape never 
belong near the foundation, or anywhere 


near the house. They need room, lots of 


it because in less time than you can 
imagine, they can soar to fifty feet witha 
25 foot base. 

Out from the foundation, the 
combinations are almost limitless: 
Columnar with spreading and round. 
Round with creeping and spreading. 
Vase-shaped with round and columnar. 
And so it goes. 

Try fine-leaved evergreens as a haven 
for shade-loving plants, sinking half a 
dozen tuberous begonias in clay mobile, 
so you can keep begonias at their 
blooming best up front and when the 
blossoms fade, replace them with 
begonias in full bloom from the back, 
and keep switching them, all season. 

Size of leaf is only one of the obvious 
differences between the broad-leaved 
evergreens and their fine-leaved cousins. 


In addition, each project totally different 


auras. The uniform growth of the fine- 


leaved evergreen combined with their 


muted colours, lend and air of formality, 
in contrast to the broad-leaved 
evergreen's informality, expressed by 
gaiety of foliage, lushness of blossoms 
or brilliance of berries. 

But before you start investing in 
broad-leaved evergreens, there is an 
important unseen factor of which you 
should be aware. 

It can be safely said that all evergreens 
like acid soil, but some like it more than 
others. While most of the fine -leaved 
evergreens will do well in soil conditions 
from slightly acid to neutral, the same 
cannot be said of the broad-leaved 
varieties. They demand an acid condition 
in the soil or they just won't prosper. 

Fortunately, such a condition can be 
created. 

If you live in an area of high rainfall, 
then you natural soil conditions will 
probably be fine. If you live in an area of 
low rainfall, the chances are good that 
your soil will be alkaline. And the same 
applies if you live in an area of granite 
rock (acid) vs. limestone rock (alkaline). 

Fortunately, creating an acid condition 
is fairly easy with an investment in a 
large bale of peat and an acid-type 
evergreen fertilizer. 

Dig the hole for your broad-leaved 
evergreens half as wide and half as deep 
as the container or burlap ball in which it 
has been planted. Mix the dug soil half 
and half with peat and start refilling, 
making sure that the evergreen is planted 
at the same height as it was in the 
container or at the same height as the 
soil mark on the balled and burlapped 
Specimens. 

Set the specimen in the hole at the 
Proper height and continue to fill until 
the hole is three-quarters full. Then 
drench with an acid-type fertilizer 
Solution, prepare according to directions. 
Let the hole drain, finish filling and pack 
Slightly.

Every con man worth his salt has dreamed of 
having a licence to print money. I'm not referring 
to counterfeit bills here; I'm talking the real thing. 
In the long history of the confidence trade, the trick 
has only been pulled off once 

The con man was Alves Reis. The country was 
Portugal and the year was 1924 

Alves was a native of Portugal who, at the age of 
20, married a girl he had met on the beach at 
Cascais. Always looking for shortcuts, Alves applied 
for a position with the Public Works Department of 
Angola, Portugal’s huge colony in Africa. He forged 
an engineering degree from Oxford, which helped no 
end in securing the position. With nothing more than 
the phony degree, a bride and a silver tongue, Alves 
took off for Angola 

Alves soon became Chief Engineer of the Angola 
Railroad, which wasn’t bad for a fellow who was 
weak in math. But steady employment wasn’t 
Alves’ style. He resigned and went into a series of 
: ventures, exporting various Angolan crops 
to Europe. In 1922, he returned to Lisbon with 
$30,000, a small fortune for those times. He opened 

ip an import/export business specializing in trade 
with Angola. Alves tried another one of his shortcuts 

and ended up behind bars for two months. 
While in prison, Alves came up with his phenome- 
nal scheme to divest the Bank of Portugal of every 
possible escudo that institution could ill afford to 


ose 








usiness 


Vur boy studied his country’s banking system. He 
earned that a law had been passed in 1887 giving 


the Bank of 


f Portugal the exclusive licence to issue 
bank notes to the amount of twice its paid up capi- 







tal. Alves also found out that, whenever pressed by 
the government, the bank issued notes far in excess 
of the allowable ratio. No one at the bank checked

In 1924, Alves drew up a rather ridiculous phony 
document. In essence it stated that an international 
group of financiers would lend Angola five million 
dollars. In exchange, the consortium would receive 
the right to issue bank notes to the value of five 
million dollars. It sounds inconceivable that a 
government or any thinking person would take such 
a document seriously. 

Undaunted, Alves pressed on. He had the docu- 
ment notarized and took the contract to the British 
Consulate, where it was adorned with the British 
Consular stamp, authenticating the notary’s signa- 
ture. That same afternoon, the French and German 
Consulates stamped the phony document. Alves 
traced the signature of Francisco da Cunha Rego 
Chaves, the High Commissioner of Angola, onto his 
impressive contract. 

Alves was as slippery as an eel. He gathered a 
gang of influential rascals without really letting 
them in on the scheme. At least, not at first. Karl 
Marang, Jose Bandeira and Adolf Hennies were 
influential businessmen who had varying degrees of 
larceny in their hearts. Marang had been. Persia’s 
Consul-General in Amsterdam. Bandeira was Portu- 
gal’s representative in Holland. He used his 
influence to acquire a diplomatic passport for 
Marang from the Portuguese Chancellory at The 
Hague, establishing Marang as an accredited cou- 
rier for the government of Portugal. 

The conspirators met at The Hague on Dec. 2, 
1924. They decided to do business with the company 
which printed the Portuguese government’s 500 
escudo notes, the ones which featured the likeness 
of Vasco da Gama. The unfortunate firm was 
Waterlow and Sons of London, England, a reputable 


firm which printed banknotes for many govern- 
ments of the world.

> ly.’ The two men shook hands. There was only 
the minor detail of a direct printing order om he 
Bank of Portugal, which Marang promised to Insil- 


cute, Two weeks later, Marang 


paid a second visit to Sir Wil- 
liam’s office. So confidential 
were the details of the Angola 
currency order that Marang 
suggested Sir William write to 
the governor of the bank 
requesting written permission 
for the printing. Suave Marang 
promised to deliver the confi- 
dential letter personally. Three 
weeks later, Marang paid a 
third visit to Sir William. He 
brought with him the bank’s 
reply, suitably forged, of 
course. 

In regard to serial numbers, 
Marang explained to Sir Wil- 
liam that they could use the 
same serial numbers as they 
had used on previous orders. 

It simply didn’t matter, because this batch would be 
overprinted “For circulation in Angola only.’’ The 
English businessman agreed. 

Sir William processed the order. Marang was so 
nervous about having the money shipped, he took 
delivery of the initial batch personally. Unbeliev- 
ably, this entire scheme, thought up by Alves Reis 
in jail, was now in full motion. Marang’s suitcase 
held $460,000 in legitimate money of Portugal. He 
had no trouble transporting the money from Eng- 
land to Holland. After all, he had a diplomatic pass- 
port. 

The four jubilant conspirators met in The Hague. 
Millions of dollars in 500 escudo notes would be 
flowing into Marang’s own company. How could 
they handle such large amounts of money without 
focusing suspicion on themselves? 

The boys opened their own bank --Banco da 
Angola e Metropole in Oporto. The money flowed in. 
They lived high off the hog. Reis bought his wife a 
large mansion. Bandeira was so grateful at becom- 
ing a millionaire, he gave large sums of money to 
all five of his mistresses. 

The bank was just too prosperous. After all, it 
isn’t every bank that receives a continuous flow of 
funds with no outlay other than the cost of printing 
the bills. Nosy newspaper reporters on the finacial 
beat made embarrassing inquiries. A rumor was 
born. Was something wrong with the country’s 
500 escudo notes? In certain Portuguese towns, 
storekeepers refused to accept them. Word had it 
that the relatively new bank was responsible. 

Police paid a routine visit to the bank. In the 
basement, they found all four conspirators stuffing 
bank notes into suitcases. 

Three of the four members of the consortium 
were given long prison sentences. Jose Bandeira 
was released after serving 20 years in prison. He 
ended up as the maitre d’ at a cheap night- 
club and died in Lisbon in 1960. 

Adolf Hennies was released from prison in 1936, 
after serving 11 years. He died penniless shortly 
after his release. His share of the loot has never 
been found. 

Karl Marang hired the best lawyers he could find. 
He claimed that he had been nothing more than a 
dupe of Alves Reis. He had forged nothing and had 
acted in good faith. His ruse worked and he was 
acquitted. The Marang family moved to Paris. His 
proceeds from the fraudulent scheme were never 
recovered. Marang opened an electrical business in 
Paris, which prospered. He lived in splendor until 
at age 76.

Helmets can save lives

Herb Hughes is convinced of the value of 
bicycle helmets. 

Riding down a trail at Batawa on his 
mountain bike, he hit a rut and went 
headfirst over his bike, splitting his helmet 
in half with the impact. 

"Without a helmet, I'd bet money I'd 
have been dead," he says now. 

He doesn't wear a helmet just on the trail. 
He wears a helmet every time he gets on a 
bike. Always. Even just to bike half a block 
to a variety store for a drink on his break. 

Every year in Canada, more than 50,000 
children are seriously injured and over 60 
are killed in biking accidents, says Hughes. 
Most of those accidents happen within five 
blocks of home on the way to school. And 
most of the victims sustain head injuries.

Often the accidents have nothing to do 
with the skill of the rider. 

Hughes relates the story of Blair Christe, 
one of Canada's top triathlon athletes. 
Sponsored by Doug's Bicycles, where 
Hughes works, he placed 15th in the world 
competitions at Milton and is expected to 
be ranked in the top ten in Canada this 
year. 

He won't ride without a helmet after 
hitting a car at 30 to 40 km per hour. And it 
wasn't his fault, says Hughes. The car cut 
him off. 

"That is the most common type of 
accident," says Hughes, because most 


drivers don't realize how fast bikes are. 
Hughes recommends helmets to every 

customer who walks in the door.

CFB Trenton's search and 
rescue unit busiest in Canada

A cataraman capsizes in the darkness of 
the night on the rough waters of Georgian 
Bay. 

Personnel at CFB Trenton’s 424 Squadron 
Rescue Coordination Centre spring into 
action. They’ve received a missing report. 

A Search and Rescue (SAR) Buffalo is 
dispatched to the scene. A SAR Labrador 
helicopter follows. 

The water is getting colder for the 


survivors as they cling for life to the 


catamaran’s overturned hull. 

In the thick night, the Buffalo drops flares, 
illuminating the Georgian Bay night sky as 
the Labrador uses the night sun scoping the 
rough waters beneath. 

The boat is located ten hours after the 
SAR technicians are assigned to the 
emergency. A warm ambulance waits on 
shore. 

It’s all in a day’s work for staff at 
Canada’s busiest and most up-to-date search 
and rescue coordination centre. 

And thanks to recent upgrading of the 
Trenton facility and its technological 
hardware, the job has been made a little 
easier. 


Last year, search and rescue centres across 
Canada responded to 31,000 distress calls, 
of which, Trenton handled most. From May 
to September last year, Trenton responded to 
an average of 20 calls a day — up to 50a 
day on weekends. 

CFB Trenton’s RCC held a media day 
June 11 to showcase the new centre and give 
outsiders an inside look into the complex 
operation. 

Controllers demonstrated the new fulcrum 
mapping systems, which provide fast and 
easy access to detailed maps in Ontarid and 
Quebec via computer DOS. Pinpointing 
areas or regions quickens response time, 
enabling SAR air machines to locate 
emergencies quicker. Layer maps can be 
referenced quicker to plan coordination 
efforts. 

Search and rescue personnel across 
Canada are responsible for six million 
square miles.

Museums 
offer glimpse 
of Quinte's 
rich tradition

One way to learn about ourselves is to examine 


our past. Museums offer an opportunity to see 
exactly what the past was like. 

GLANMORE HOUSE 

The Quinte area, being rich in tradition, has 
many such sites, starting with Glanmore House 
in Belleville. 

Glanmore House, built in 1883, lets you slip 
back to the Victorian era with paintings and 
furniture typical of upper class, turn-of-the- 
century taste. 

Traditional Victorian teas are offered during 
July and August at Glanmore House, which is 
located at 257 Bridge St. It is open from 10 a.m. 
- 4:30 p.m. Tuesday to Friday and 1 p.m - to 4:30 
p.m. Saturday and Sunday. Admission is $2 
adults, $1 children and $1.50 for students. 

MACAULAY HERITAGE PARK 

The Macaulay 
Heritage Park 
includes several 
buildings dating back 
to the founding of 
Picton. 

The Macaulay 
house, c.1830, was 
built by Rev. William 
Macaulay, who was 
responsible for 
naming Picton. The 
house is restored to c. 
1853. 

Built c. 1825, St. 
Mary Magdalene 
Anglican Church is 
next to the Macaulay 
house. It houses the Prince Edward County 
Museum. 

Both will be offering special programs to the 
public. For example, Sunday, July 21, is. a sheep- 
to-shawl day with, among other things, a 
spinners and weaver competition. 

There is no admission, instead donations are 
made. Afternoon tea is served daily 

Hours: Monday to Friday 10 a.m. - 4:30 p.m.; 
Saturday and Sunday 1 p.m - 4:30 p.m; closed 
Tuesdays. For more information call 476-3833. 

Across the road from the Macaulay Heritage 
Park is the Prince Edward County Courthouse, 
built in 1832.

For anglers, local and visiting, the 
Quinte region offers an abundance 
of fishing locations and species, but 
the area’s main claim to angling 
fame is the walleye. 

WALLEYE FAMOUS 

Visitors to the area will be pleased 
to know there are numerous areas 
easily accessible in the Belleville 
area alone. The mouth of the Moira 
River, around Cow Island and 
behind the Belleville General 
Hospital are prime areas for the 
popular walleye. 

East of Massassauga Point are 
Grape and Shipp islands, two more 
areas that provide much angling 
enjoyment. 

Outside the Belleville area is 
Deseronto, which is a popular 
stomping group for the avid walleye 
fan. In the spring, the mouth of the 
Napanee river is the place to be, and 
summer finds the majonty of the 
fish hanging around Forrester’s 
land. 

COAXING FISH 

Typical methods for coaxing the 
fish are slow-trolling a spinner, or 
jigging. Jigging is productive during 
the fall in the Trent River below the 
dam, a favorite fall hot-spot for 
salmon as well 

There are other species of fish

available in the area as well. The 

northern pike is a hard-hitting, hard- 

fighting fish that is guaranteed to 
put a bend in your rod. 

Spring fishing for pike can be 
done from the shore, which is ideal 
for children and those who do not 
have access to a boat. Spoons are 
particularly effective for this 
toothsome prey. The fish will move 
to deeper water during the summer. 

BASS HOTSPOTS 

For the bass fancier, the waters in 
the Quinte area can produce hefty 
results. Fishing weedbeds and 
structures such as docks, 
boathouses, and submerged trees 
and stumps can often yield arm- 

jarring results. 

The Moira River near Plainfield 
can produce bragging-size fish in 
the 15 to 19 inch range and beyond. 
This area of the river is also a good 
spot for pike and the powerful 
muskie. 

OTHER ACTION 

For the local angler looking for a 
change of pace, areas outside 
Quinte can provide lots of action. 

In the heart of Northumberland 
County is Rice Lake, a virtual 
haven for large- and smallmouth 
bass. 

And of course, for lake trout and 
salmon, Lake Ontario will be happy 
to oblige you.

Broad-leaved evergreens popular 


ompared with the fine-needled evergreens, 
roots of the broad-leaved evergreens, such as 
the azalea or rhododendron, are usually much 
finer, and as a result, like to play it cool. A 

; mulch will do the job nicely. You can use 
pine or cedar nuggets, but if you have an oak or beech tree 
on your property, you are doubly blessed. 

Their dried acidic leaves make an ideal mulch, provide 
winter protection and gradually break down to provide 
organic food. Do not use maple, elm, linden, birch or 
poplar. They mat, get soggy and cut off the roots from air. 
In addition, the leaves of the maple and the elm, tend to 








make the soil more alkaline. 

Probably the best known of the broad-leaved evergreens 
are the azalea and the rhododendron. They make glorious 
flowering lawn specimens that until a few years ago were 
confined to those areas of Canada where winters were 
relatively mild. But not anymore. 

Hybridizers have been increasing their toughness to the 
point that many varieties will survive (with a little help) 
minus 20 degrees centigrade. 

Next in popularity among the broad-leaved evergreens 
would have to be the euonymous, particularly the two 
varieties with brilliant green or bright yellow leaves with 
stark white borders. Irregular in their growth habit, but 
responding well to pruning, they are usually used as a 
bright colour accent. 

The most formal of the broad-leaved evergreens is the 
boxwood. Whether clipped to stand as a sentinel hedge or 
pruned to sit as a sphere of leaves, the neatness of the 
boxwood is best used where a touch of decorum is desired. 

Not all the broad-leaved evergreens are known just for 
their flowers or foliage. For many, the fruit is their 
foremost feature, such as the fall berries of the holly or the 
masses of bright orange berries produced by the rather 
tender firethorn. Also so adorned are the cotoneaster and 
the rose daphne. 

As has become obvious, the only common point between 
the fine-leaved and the broad-leaved evergreens is the fact 
that they don't drop their foliage in winter, which in tum 
means they are the best asset you have to brighten up a 
drab winter landscape. 

Evergreens never go totally dormant but continue to take 
up and expire moisture through the winter and that is why 
moisture around their roots is essential. Evergreens out in 
the open are usually well provided by late season rains, but 
evergreens next to the foundation are a different story. 

Often they are shielded by an overhang and can go into 
winter with the roots quite dry. And when the furnace 
comes on and the heat leaks through the foundation, that 
soil can go as arid as the Sahara, resulting in summer

Chance meetings spelled 


fate of Joe's victims 


t is a common belief that serial 
killers are a recent phenome- 
non. Such is not the case. Down 
through criminal history, there 
have always been predators 
who preyed on their fellow 
humans, committing the most 
hideous of murders imaginable. 
Joseph Vacher was one of 15 children of 
a respectable French family. As a young 
man, he joined a religious order, but 


soon made up his mind that the ecclesi 
astical life left something to be desired 
He quit the order and took up the more 
arduous task of farm laborer. In 1888 
Joe attempted to rape a male servant, 
but was let off with little more than a 
warning 

It was around this time that our Joe 
contracted a venereal disease, which 


required treatment in hospital at Greno- 
ble. Upon release, his condition wor- 
sened, necessitating an operation at 
Antiquaille, where an itsy bitsy portion 
of one testicle was removed. 

Footlocse, but a bit sore, Joe made his 
way to Lyons, where he obtained 
employment in a warehouse. It was here 
that he first displayed his sudden mood 
changes. Joe could be calm one moment 
and fly into a rage the next. His ware- 
house job was abruptly terminated when 
he was drafted into the French army 

Joe was soon promoted to Corporal 
As a sort of celebration, he slit his own 
throat. Recovering from this exuberant 
display, Joe became an insomniac. To 
break up the long nights, he habitually 
ran around the barracks wielding a 
razor, which had the effect of providing 
his comrades with something less than a 
good night’s sleep 

Joe tried his hardest to make Ser- 
geant, but instead. was sent to hospital 
for observafion. A few weeks later. he 
was released as being fit as a fiddle 

In June, 1893, less than a year after 
Miss Borden was accused of chopping 
up her mummie and daddy in Massa- 
chusetts, Joe met a young girl named 
Louise in Beume-les-Dames. When 
Louise didn’t give him an immediate 
brushoff, Joe was encouraged. His ela- 
tion was somewhat dampened when 
Louise repulsed his more ardent 
advances. Joe didn’t take it well. He 
shot Louise in the jaw and twice more in 
the neck. Fortunately, he was a lousy 
shot and all three wounds proved to be 
superficial 

Joe then turned the gun on himself 
and, although his aim was not perfect, 
he did inflict far more damage to him- 
self than he had to Louise. He injured 


is right eye, which forever after was 
et a half closed. The bullet 
also severed a facial nerve, causing & 
partial paralysis of the right side of his 

Saher the shooting spree, Joe was con- 

fined to the asylum of Saint-Ylie, but 

was soon released. He became a wan- 
dering transient, bummuing his way 
sughout France 

Ona 20, 1894, a 21-year-old factory 

employee, Eugenie Delhomme, stood on 

a deserted country road near Vienne 

waiting for her boyfriend. It was he who 

found her horribly mutilated body. 

Years later, at his trial, Joe revealed, 
“A sort of frenzy drove me blindly 
forward to commit my crimes. Never 
did I look for victims. Chance meetings 
decided their fates. The poor creatures 
need not be pitied. None of them suf- 
fered longer than 10 minutes.”’ ; 

Six months later, 13-year-old Louise 
Marcel became Joe Vacher’s second vic- 
tim. Unfortunately, as in many of Joe's 
murders, an innocent man was charged 
with the crime. In this case and all suc- 
ceeding cases, these men were later 
exonerated and released. 

On May 12, 1895, Adele Mortureux, 17, 
was strangled, stabbed and disem- 
boweled. Two months later, Mme. 
Morand, a 60-year-old widow was dis- 
patched in the same manner. Only a 
week passed before Joe struck again. 
This time, his victim was a young shep- 
herd, Victor Portalier, from the tiny vil- 
lage of Onglas. 

On March 1. 1896. little Alphonsine 
Derouet, 11, was accosted near Noyen 
on her way to Mass. For the first time 
in his reprehensible career, Joe was 
interrupted in his killing ways. A 
stranger heard the youngster scream, 
ran to her aid and found Joe hiding in a 
nearby ditch. A scuffle took place. Joe 
kicked the man in the leg, momentarily 
stunning him, enabling Joe to run away. 
The rather courageous man was able to 
give police a good description of the 
murderer. One must remember that 
Joe’s appearance, with his bad eye and 
partially paralyzed face, was not soon 
forgotten 

Eight days after the murder of 
Alphonsine Derouet, Joe was arrested 
for vagrancy and sentenced to one 
month imprisonment. Despite his dis- 
tinctive appearance, no one connected 
him to the series of brutal murders. 

The killings continued. It is believed 
that Joe Vacher was responsible for 11 
murders, which he later confessed to 
having committed. His uninterrupted

killing spree may be attributed to the 
fact that he was constantly on the move. 
Then again, almost 100 years ago, com- 
munication between judicial districts in 
France was not as efficient as it is 
today. 

But 11 similar murders in three years 
was just too much. Police issued a 
detailed description of the man they felt 
was responsible for at least several of 
the murders. Hundreds of France’s 
250,000 vagrants were detained and 
questioned. 


On Aug. 4, 1897, at 6 a.m., Joe Vacher, 
playing an accordion, approached the 
home of Jean Pierre Badel near Tour- 
non. Mme. Badel gave the bum a slice 
of bread and a soup. Instead of leaving 
her doorstep, the man lingered and 
seemed disposed to conversation. Mme 
Badel had housework to attend to and 
didn’t like the bum’s appearance. She 
slammed the door on his face, no doubt 
saving her life. She watched as the 
stranger slouched away down the road. 

A few hours later Joe came upon 
Mme. Marie Eugenie Plantier, who had 
gone into the Bois des Pellerier with her 
husband and children to gather pine 
cones. Mme. Plantier was alone when 
Joe sneaked up behind her and clamped 
his hands directly over her mouth. The 
terrified woman was bigger and 
stronger than any of Joe’s previous vic- 
tims. She struggled and broke free from 
her assailant’s grasp. Her hysterical 


Screams brought her husband on the 
run. 


Plantier took in the scene instantly. 
He picked up a large rock and smashed

it into Joe’s face. He then jumped on 
Joe. Mme. Plantier and assorted chil- 
dren contributed punches and kicks to 
the fallen man. Clearly, Joe had met his 
match. He attempted to bluff his way 
out of a tight jam, shouting to the man 
who was giving him a severe beating, “‘I 


didn’t attack your wife. It was my com- 
panion.”’ 

Plantier wasn’t having any. He contin- 
ued to swing wildly at the man who had 
accosted his wife. Joe pulled a pair of 
scissors out of his pocket and succeeded 
in inflicting a minor cut to his adver- 
sary. Just then, a peasant, Henri Nodin, 
who was working a nearby field, came 
upon the scene. He and Plantier over- 
came Joe and dragged him to the clos- 
est inn. Police were summoned from St. 
Peray. They soon realized they had 
France’s most vicious killer in their 
custody. 

Witnesses who had seen the tramp 
near the locations of the various mur- 
ders, identified Joe. For some time, he 
maintained his innocence but, as the 
evidence against him mounted, he had a 
change of heart and confessed to all the 
murders attributed to him. To prove his 
credibility, he led police to the body of a 
transient named Beaupied, whom he had 
sexually attacked and murdered. 

On Oct. 28, 1898, a French jury found 
Joe Vacher guilty of the murder of the 
young shepherd, Victor Portalier. He 


‘was executed by means of the guillo- 
tine.

The schools, however, have to place 
large orders of 50 or more helmets 
and the order has to be signed by the 
principal of the school. Each helmet 
also has to be properly fitted by 
people who know what they are 
doing, usually staff from a local 
dealer.

to adopt child 
from Romania

After a happy five-and-a-half years of marriage, Dan 
and Constance Meilleur decided to adopt a baby. 


The Belleville couple soon learned, however, it could take at least 
five years to adopt a child in Canada, possibly even seven. 

There hopes were quashed -- with no children at this point, they'd be 
almost 40 by the time an adoption of a baby could come through. 
But through a stroke of luck, -;__ ee == 

the Meilleurs learned the |' — 
adoption process could take as 
little as three weeks in 
Romania. 

After getting on a frustrating 
and lengthy adoption list with 
the Canadian Romanian 
Children's League, headquart- 
ered out of Toronto, the 
Meilleurs decided to take 
matters into their own hands. 

They left for Romania April 
18 to adopt a child first-hand. 

After eeiring accommo- ______Annielle Meilleur 
dation at a Bucharest apartment belonging to a Belleville woman's 
brother, the Meilleurs got down to their task. 

Upon arrival the first day they hired an interpreter to begin the hunt -- 
interpreters are close to the communities and are a quick means of 
bridging the gap between potential parents and children up for 
adoption. 

Their first venture into Romanian countryside landed them in a badly 
decorated tenement apartment with a selection of four babies to choose

school system. Names have been changed. 
helley can still feel the blade against her throat although 
the knife has long been confiscated by Belleville Police. 
Shelley too, feels the walls of conscience that have become 
her prison — imaginary and real, stemming from something 
the 14-year-old had to do. 

She reported a Grade 8 classmate, alleging he threatened her life May 
6 on public school grounds in Belleville. 

Belleville Police Const. Grant Boulay of the youth bureau was 
brought in to the school and charges were laid May 11 against a boy. 
The youth’s name cannot be revealed under provisions of the Young 
Offender’s Act. 

He now faces possible imprisonment at a youth correction facility 
after making his first youth division court appearance June 11. The case 
has been remanded to a further date. 

He has since returned to the classroom. 

The idea is unsettling for Shelley’s mother, whose concern for her 
daughter is overshadowed by anger.

Campaign to save Myer's Mill structure

Myer’s Mill in Belleville is getting a facelift. 

Several efforts are underway to raise $31,000 
needed to repair mortar and roof damage to the 
building designated as a historical site by Heritage 
Ontario. 

Spearheading the campaign is Harvey Gere, 
chairman of the Save Myer’s Mill committee under 
the auspices of the Belleville Lions Club. 

Fears for the structural integrity of the building 
have also prompted the Moira River Conservation 
Authority (MRCA) and Heritage Belleville to 
examine means of repairing the damage before 
another winter takes it toll on the mill. 

Some fear the mill, particularly the northeast 
corner just below the roof, will not last another 
winter. 

“We have to remove, repair and replace the stone 





and mortar on the northeast corner before more 
severe damage is done. The roof also needs to be 
replaced because of the water damage. ,” said Gere 
last week at the mill site. 

Belleville alderman Kay Manderville, city 
representative to the MRCA board: "We had a 
meeting last week and discussed the fate of the 
mill. We've got quotes for the repairs and a motion 
was passed that staff investigate grant 
possibilities,” says Manderville. 

Gere has a dual-pronged campaign planned for 
commencement in September to raise $20,000. The 
campaign centres around a rendition of the Myer’s 
Mill donated by local artist Jeanette Campbell. 

Lithograph reproductions will be numbered and 
signed for sale to the public. 

And 15,000 buttons at a $1 a piece will also be 
on sale by students, pending approval from the 
Hastings Board of Education..

To their horror, however, 
these babies were for sale 
by their own mothers, with 
a lawyer on stand-by and 
the fathers waiting in the 
hall for news of a sale. 

"This interpreter acted 
like a salesman. At first 
they told us we could have 
them for $5,000 a piece, 
but we told them we were 
insulted. We didn't want to 
buy a baby. We wanted to 
adopt a baby legally and 
properly,” says Dan in an 
interview with QWN. 

“Then it was down to 
$2,000 and then $1,500 
plus the fees for everyone 
involved. We just got up 
and walked out of the 


building. We were 
disgusted.” 
Later, in a mud-hut 


village full of beggars and 
drunkards, explains Dan, 
more surprises awaited as 
they sat in a rented car 
while their interpreter 
investigated a futher lead. 
"We were silting in the 
car and there were all of 
these children begging 
around us when all of a 
sudden they scattered.

Then there were four 
policeman surrounding us. 

"One of them banged on 
the car window with his 
fist. When I got out I 
showed him my passport 
and started asking me why 
I was there. He took me by 
the arm, very tightly, and 
we took a walk leaving 
Constance in the car,” he 
says. 

With $3,000 in a money 
belt (missed by police 
during a frisk) Dan was 
briefly interrogated at the 
village police station by the 


chief. He was released 
without incident. 

Police were acting on a 
complaint that a Canadian 
couple were trying to 
kidnap a baby. 

The detainment, says 
Dan, was prompted by 
growing rumors of 
Canadian and U.S. couples 
coming to Romania and 
taking babies back for sick- 
kid transplants. 

"One woman started 
yelling at me for no 
reason,” says Constance. 
"My interpreter told me she

was accusing me of 
looking for babies to take 
back to my country and cut 


them up for parts for other 
babies,” says Constance. 


"A story, read to us by our 
interpreter, in a Romanian 
tabloid reported on the 
circulating rumors." 

The Meilleurs admit it 
was a rough first week- 


and-a-half. 
Their luck changed. 
In the village of 


Babadag, near the Russian 
border adjacent the Black 
Sea, Constance chanced 
upon a small baby girl aged 
17 months named Annielle, 
youngest of six children to 
a young mother. 

With Dan _ pursuing 
another lead that day, 
Constance found Annielle 
living in squalor -- her 
family lived in a mud-floor 
mud-hut with no toilet or 
running water. Another 
family shared the dwelling. 
All told, 17 people lived in 
the hut. 

With the young mother 
expecting her seventh 
child, she told Constance 
she wanted her daughter to 
have opportunities she 
couldn't offer her -- 


adoption was the only 
opportunity for a young 
Romanian child. 

After getting 4 home 
study done, medical 
records and birth certificate 
notarized, Constance was 
ready to file for adoption of 
Annielle. 

Dan, almost into his 
fourth week in Romania 
had to return to Canada 
leaving Constance in 
charge -- close contact was 
maintained, says Dan, 
touting a hefty long- 
distance phone bill , all 
calls to Romania. 

But, Annielle's adoption 
was put on hold. The 
municipal clerk delayed 
passage of the hearing by 
delaying the signing of 
papers needed for the 
judge's perusal. Two weeks 
went by until they were 
signed. 

Into her fifth week, 
Constance attended the 
adoption hearing May 24 
only to learn there is a 
usual 15-day waiting 
period from the hearing 
until the adoption is legal. 

Constance argued the 
clerk's dragging of the 
issue constituted a waiting

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Bicycle helmets 
can save lives 


Two fatal accidents involving bicyclists in 
recent weeks, one which also left a youngster 1n 
coma, have brought home more clearly than any 
words can express the need for bicycle helmets. 

These accidents are simply the most recent and 
tragic reminders that every year 50,000 Canadian 
youngsters are seriously injured and 60 killed in 
bicycling accidents. ’ 

Because bicycles in North America are 
primarily used as recreational toys rather than 
serious transportation, youngsters are most at 
risk. 

And that shows up in the statistics. Most 
bicycling accidents involve youngsters from the 
age of eight to 15 years old. The vast majority of 
accidents -- 85 per cent -- occur within five 
blocks of home 

And the vast majority of serious injuries and 
fatalities are the result of head injuries, injunes 
that in many cases could have been prevented if 
bicycle helmets were wom. 

Why don't people wear helmets? 

Many don't simply because we aren't used to 
thinking that way about bicycles. Some don't 
because of the discomfort or because peer 
pressure says helmets are "nerdy". Others don't 
because of the cost. 

But we'd better start thinking about bicycle 
helmets. Are they "nerdy"? That's better than 
being brain dead. Literally. Are they costly? 
Compare it to the cost of losing a child. 

Some time ago, Ontario enacted mandatory 
seatbelt legislation for cars and mandatory 
motorcycle helmet legislation. 

Perhaps we need to make bicycle helmets 
mandatory, too. 


Manufacturing recovering 


Good economic news comes from the 
manufacturing industry, which grew by 2.2 per 
cent in April for the first time since May 1989. 
And unlike in March, when only the auto 
industry was starting to grow, growth came 
across a broad range -- 19 of the 22 
manufacturing sectors.

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Local musician forms matchmaker agency

Scott Pettigrew is aiming 
to become a musical 
matchmaker for frustrated 
musicians in the Quinte 
area. 

A guitarist since he was 5

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For rose lovers 


As far as I am concerned, there are two 
types of rose lovers, those who grow 
roses and those who wish they did, and 
for good reason. No other plant in the 
garden offers such an irresistible 
combination of elegance and charm, of 
thorny strength and satin-petalled 
softness. 


Gardening and 
Growing with Ross 
Hawthorne 


The rose was an ancient flower long 
before the first men appeared on earth. In 
fact, the fossil imprint of rose leaves was 
unearthed in Colorado some years ago 
and the rock was estimated to be - 
40,000,000 years old. Now there is a 
modem myth about roses that should be 
discarded, that the queen of flowers is 
difficult to grow. 

That may have been true in our 
grandparents’ day, but the roses of today 
are a lot tougher than 50 years ago, and 
the modern fertilizers, insecticides and 
fungicides have made their care a lot 
easier. True, they require more attention 
than annuals or perennials, but I believe 
they are well worth the effort. 

In fact, no other flowering plant offers 
so much in terms of beauty of flower, 
variety of flower, flower colour, perfume 
and particularly in the case of the 
floribudas and the grandifloras, 
providing continual blooming from June 
to freeze-up. 

Contrary to popular belief, roses are 
not difficult to grow, a little demanding, 
bur not difficult. All that is required is a 
little knowledge, tender loving care and 
patience and your rose shrubs will be 
brilliant performers in your exterior 
decorating plan this year and for many 
years to come. 

Like every successful garden 
undertaking, prosperous rose growing 
Starts with careful planning with the 
gardener choosing full-sun areas for 
differing species of roses to achieve 
certain desired effects such as masses of 
colour, as a contrasting foreground for 
shrubs or evergreens, or to decorate the 
wall all of a home. And to suit your 
defined purpose, there are six basic 
species of roses to choose from: hybrid 
teas, flonibundas, grandifloras, tree roses, 
climbers and miniatures. 

Most popular is the hybrid tea, 
instantly recognizable by the large single 
blooms, (up to six inches), at the end of 
each stem. 

They blossom primarily in early 
summer and come in almost every colour 
imaginable from snow white to near 
black, and multiple combinations of tints 
and shades in between: yellow, orange, 
pink, red or blue. Averaging three to five 
feet in height, they stand well on their 
own or as a background to other plants. 

Floribundas, unlike the hybrid teas, 
grow abundant clusters of smaller 
blossoms at the end of each stem and 
grow only to a height of one to three 
feet. Because of its smaller size and its 
habit of blooming throughout the 
Summer, the floribunda is an attractive 
rose to mix with other plants for brilliant, 
consistent splashes of colour. 

The grandiflora rose combines the 
characteristics of both the hybrid and the 
floribunda, bearing large blossoms close 
to the size of the hybrid tea in clusters 
such as the floribunda. Much taller than 
the floribunda, some as high as six or 
seven feet, the grandifloras are ideal for 
the back of the garden. And like both 
other species, their range of colours is 
almost limitless. 

Tree roses or "standards" have a single 
stem much like a dwarf tree with the 
canes of various types of roses grafted at 
the top: hybrid tea, floribunda or 
grandiflora. The height of the tree rose, 
(four to six feet), and the flowering 
nature with all blossoms clustered at the 
top suggests that it be planted so it can 
be viewed at eye level, such as along a 
walk. Next week: the climbers and the 
miniatures.

Range hoods usually have their 
own lighting built in, but 
frequently-used counter areas 
should also have separate 
undercabinet lighting to eliminate 
dark shadows. Soft white 
fluorescent tubes work well, 
mounted in strip fixtures with 
simple wood shields to hide them. 

Sink lighting should be mounted 
directly over the work area. A two- 
tube fluorescent fixture behind a 
wood shielding cornice works well 
because its light is free of shadows. 

This combination of general and 
task lighting will ease your kitchen 
work and minimize the chances for 
accidental cuts and bumps.

the same amount. The reason is that an 
air conditioner not only cools indoor air 
but also dehumidifies it, by removing 
excess moisture. 

This is a time-and-energy-consuming 
process, because the moisture is held not 
only in the air but in the furniture, drapes 
and flooring as well, which must be 
slowly "dried out". Unless you will be 
away for a prolonged period, don't turn 
the air conditioner off when you leave 
the house. 

For the same reason, don't open doors 
and windows unnecessarily. A day that 
starts off cool and sunny in the morning 
may tempt you to turn off the air 
conditioner and open a window before 
leaving for work. By mid-afternoon, the 
weather may have become hot and 
humid. The house will fill with warm, 
moist air, forcing the air conditioner to 
dry out the house from scratch when you 
turn it on again. 

Insulate for coolness. 

The same measures that keep heat 
inside in winter will keep warm air out in 
summer, easing the load on your air 
conditioner. A 6 x 7.5 metre room ina 
well-insulated house will need about 
4500 Btu/hr of cooling capacity; the 
same room in an uninsulated house 
would need 12,000 Btu/hr. 

Seal air leaks around the windows and 
doors with weatherstripping and 
caulking. Exterior walls, crawl spaces, 
attics and basement walls should be 
adequately insulated. If you have central 
air, leave storm windows in place all 
year. If you are upgrading your windows, 
consider installing low-E (low- 
emissivity) and gas-filled, which are 
significantly better at retarding heat flow. 

Cool the low-tech way. 

Many passive, low-energy techniques 
exist for cooling a home. These are far 
less costly, less noisy and more energy- : 
efficient than air conditioners. In 
combination, they can be just as 
effective. Here are a few common-sense 
tactics for beating the heat: 

Keep drapes drawn on hot sunny days. 

Block incoming sunlight, especially on 
south and west facing windows, with 
awnings, window overhangs and 
shutters. Strategically located trees and 
shrubs will also help. Installing 
transparent, metallized window film can 
reduce incoming solar radiation up to 80 
per cent. 

Reduce the amount of heat generated 
inside the house: turn unneeded lights 
off, cook outside on a grill, avoid using 
appliances. 

Allow heat to escape by opening attic 
and upper-storey windows and skylights; 
open basement doors and lower-level 
windows on the shaded side of the house 
to allow cool air in.

This month's home 
improvement tip is about 
repairing asphalt 
driveways. 

Most damage to asphalt is 

gradual. 

You should renew the 
surface about every three 
years, or when it begins to 
appear whitish, worn or 
cracked. 

It's a relatively easy 
project if you take time and 
care. 

About 90 per cent of your 
time should be spent 
preparing the surface. Plan 
a weekend or two for the 
project and be sure there is 
no rain in the forecast. 

First clear grass and other 
vegetation from the edges 
of the driveway, then sweep 
away all debris. If you need 
to do some patching, use a 
length of plywood to form a

break. Stake the form, 
thoroughly clean the break, 
then fill it with concrete.

Most screens these days 
are made from durable 
material like aluminum, 
copper, and fiberglass. 

Aluminum and fiberglass 
screen are most common, 
while enamelled or un- 
coated galvanized steel 
screening has disappeared. 

So, which is better, 
aluminum or fiberglass? 
Well, both have different 
advantages: aluminum 
screening is strong and 
won't rust but it eventually 
corrodes. 

Fiberglass won't corrode, 
but it often sags a bit and is 
more prone to tearing than 


aluminum. 

Regardless of what type 
you choose, the screens on 
your home should be 
removed and cleaned 
annually. 

A sudsy household 
detergent mixed with warm 
water and applied with a 
soft-bristle brush should do 
the trick. 

Rinse them with a garden 
hose, let them dry and then 
replace them. 

Aluminum screening and 
frames tend to corrode, but 
an annual cleaning with 
steel wool, lightly rubbed 
over the screen and frame 
will remove corrosion 
quickly.

Quinte Learning Centre 
helps students succeed 


The Quinte Learning 
Centre is about to begin its 
13th annual summer school. 

The summer school is for 
children at risk of failure in 
school, particularly those at 
the elementary school level. 
Courses offered at the 
Quinte Learning Centre are 
aimed at catching children 
up to their grade level peers 
in one area of study in 
which they have had 
problems. 

The major courses are in 
basic curriculum, including 
reading, math, spelling, 
writing and thinking skills. 

Each summer for the past 
dozen years, 30 to 50 
children have enrolled for 
part of each day during

either the month of July or 
the month of August. 

"Usually, we are able to 
cover six months to a year 
of studies in one major 
area,” says Director Michael 
Maloney. "Often it makes 
the difference between 
success and failure for that 
child.” : 

Maloney contends that the 
reason the centre is so 
successful with children at 
risk of failure is due to the 
very small classes, intensive 
instruction, individual 
attention and adherence to a 
high standard of student 
performance. 

"If we are to have any 
chance to catch these 
children up, we must teach 
them faster and more 
efficiently than they have 
ever been taught,” Malone 
Says. “Otherwise they 
simply remain a given 
distance behind their 
classmates." 

Since the centre began in 
1979, it has constantly 


demonstrated an ability to 
remediate learning problems 
at high rates. 

A recently published 
research article in the Journal 
of Precision Learning 
showed average gains of 2.5 
years for each year a child 
attended the centre. 

A decade after its 
founding, the Quinte 
Learning Centre expanded 
to five other Eastern Ontario 
cities as The Learning 
Centre. Similar summer 
classes will now run in 
Kingston, 
Peterborough, Oshawa and 
Richmond Hill. 

To enroll for classes, the 
parents and child attend an 
initial one-hour interview to 
determine the severity of the 
problem. The child is then 
placed in one of more than 
45 structured programs for 
up to three and one half 


hours per day. = 


Cost for classes is 
determined by the length of 
each daily session.

Addie must have been sitting in her chair, inhaling 
the gas fumes, until she slumped to the floor. Her 
glasses lay intact beside her head 

George House volunteered that he had heard a loud 
thump the previous night at 8:30. When investigators 
found that Addie’s bed had not been slept in, they 
believed that the thump pinpointed the time of death. 

Addie occupied the downstairs apartment of the 
duplex, which she owned. The upstairs apartment 
was vacant. Addie was a meticulous housekeeper. 
Nothing in her home was out of place. She had been 
wearing her best Sunday dress when she had died. 
Detectives felt that she had dressed especially for the 
occasion 

Addie had lived frugally and had kept records of 
all her expenditures. She had also kept a diary 
recording all the incidents of her rather simple 
lifestyle. For some unknown reason, in her 73rd year, 
she had apparently decided to take her own life. 

When investigators came across the names Herbert 
and Edwina, who had recently visited with Addie, 
they asked George House if he could shed any light 
on these entries in the dead woman’s diary. George 
told police they referred to Addie’s son and 
daughter-in-law, who had visited Addie and had flown 
home a few days earlier.

Herbert was notified of his mother’s death. Grief 
stricken, he rushed back to New York. He assured 
detectives that his mother had no enemies and he 
had no idea who could have murdered her and faked 
the suicide scene. He did inform police of one of his 
mother’s idiosyncrasies. She was in the habit of : 
keeping her household money hidden in a tin can in 
the basement and only put enough money in her 


purse for immediate expenses. Investigators couldn’t 
locate the tin can. Addie had a little over a dollar in 
change in her purse at the time of her death. 

The clever killer had left absolutely no clues that 
might have led to his identity. In fact, the death had 
come close to being the perfect murder. Detectives 
read hundreds of pages of Addie’s diaries and copied 
down over a hundred names. Not one led them to the 
killer. 

One entry in the voluminous diaries caught the 
detectives’ attention. Addie had written, ‘Told my 
attorney to send letter about the apartment.” Addie’s 
son was questioned about the entry. He explained 
that the reference must have concerned Jerry Croft, 
the former resident of the upstairs apartment. Jerry 
had lived there all his life until the death of his par- 
ents. After his marriage, he had continued to live 
there with his wife. 

Jerry had given up his job and couldn’t find 
another one. Addie had carried him for months and 
had even loaned him money for food and other 
necessities.

Jerry Croft was taken into custody and told that 


his brother-in-law had promised to pay off his debt to 
Addie Gilman. Jerry was furious. He professed loud 
and clear that he didn’t need his brother-in-law’s 
financial help. His wife verified that he had been at 
home on the night of Addie’s murder. — ; 

During the course of their investigation, police 
uncovered an old friend of Addie’s, who claimed she 

had visited her on the night of the murder just before 
8 o'clock. Addie was wearing her best dress and was 
obviously expecting other company. The friend 
stayed a short while, but left when the doorbell rang. 
She heard Addie call out to a young man she passed 
in the hall. She thought Addie had called him Eddie. 

The only Eddie who had surfaced in the 
investigation was Edward Thomas, the big-hearted 
brother-in-law of Jerry Croft. Eddie was taken into 
custody and interrogated. At first he told the same 
story which had been related by Addie’s son Herbert. 
He added that he had revisited the apartment on the 
night of the murder. Addie had totalled up Jerry’s 
loan, which came to $102. Eddie made a deal to pay 
$2 a week until the loan was paid off. He had then 
left the apartment. 

Detectives instinctively felt they had their man. 
Was it possible that Eddie was telling partial truths, 
but that his real reason for visiting the apartment 
was to steal the money Addie was known to keep in 
the tin can in her basement? The man wouldn’t 
break, so the police set out to trick him. 

Once more, Eddie was brought in for questioning. 
Police told him they knew he had killed Addie and 
what’s more, they knew he had choked her until she 
was dead. Addie had scrawled that information in 
one of her diaries. Eddie blurted out, ‘“‘How could 
she? She was dead.” 

The dam of silence was broken. Eddie confessed. 
He claimed that he had told the truth up to the point 
of his leaving the apartment. He had suggested to 
Addie that they round off the $102 debt to $100 even. 
Addie had insisted that if he planned on paying the 
debt, it should be paid in full. That’s when he had 
choked her. The idea of setting up the suicide scene 
had come to him on the spur of the moment. 

On June 3, 1941, Edward Thomas pleaded guilty to 
first- degree murder. He was sentenced to a term of 
from 10 to 20 years imprisonment in Sing Sing.

Group studies bike safety

City bylaws outlining bicycle safety in Belleville may be 
in for an extensive overhaul. A committee has been struck 
at the request of Dr. Bruce Morgan to examine means of 
improving safety for bicyclists of all ages. 

Representatives from Belleville General Hospital, 
Belleville police and city council have been appointed to

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the committee. Chairman Stu Meeks hopes some 
productive guidelines will be forthcoming in discussions 
by the committee to be later submitted to city council. 

“What we’ ll be doing is reviewing all aspects on bike 
safety in the city. Hopefully we can recommend some stiff 
guidelines that will keep pedestrians and bicyclists alive,” 
says Meeks. 

Other issues such as bicycle helmets, new bike paths and 
increased awareness among young riders about night- 
lights, for example, will also be addressed. 

“We have people riding all over the city at night with no 
lights, or others riding on sidewalks and it’s just not safe,” 
says Meeks, adding: “And with the crazy drivers we have 
on the city’s streets I wouldn’t want my child riding his 
bike without a helmet."

City's longest 
traffic light 
is 3 minutes

Constantly missing those bright green or even yellow 
signal lights? Feel like you could read a thesis paper while 
waiting for a green? 

You're probably not alone, if you’re among those caught 
in Belleville’s increasing traffic ; 
melee. But, instead of 
complaining, try to imagine 
Belleville without any traffic 
lights at all — true chaos. 

We owe our relatively smooth 
traffic flow to two city 
employees who ensure the 
smoothest possible transition of 
vehicles on a regular basis. 

City traffic technician Vernon 
Malloy has his job cut out for 
him, managing the 48 Belleville 
intersections with computerized 
signal light systems outfitted with 
the latest in microprocessor 
technology. Especially during 
morning and afternoon rush hour. 

“We're trying to achieve the 
best light co-ordination from 
intersection to intersection the 
best we can,” says Malloy, “but 
occasionally we develop 
problems and a light goes to 
yellow automatically.” 

Malloy and his assistant Scott 
Whiteman try to. rectify 
computer malfunctions as 
quickly as possible. For some 
drivers, however, even normal 
operating conditions can be too 
slow. Mallow concedes some intersections seem to take 
extraordinarily long to go from red to green.

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Miniature roses need little winter 


There are two types of climbing roses, the 
ones that flower primarily in early summer 
and the perpetuals that not only flower early 
but also bloom sporadically throughout the 
growing season. Both types offer a choice of 
hybrid teas or floribunda blossoms. 

I like the miniature rose, not only for its 
perfect little flowers but also because it 
requires no winter protection other than a 
layer on snow. Not only are they hardy little 
plants, but they are in bloom almost 
continuously. Plant them in borders or as 
individual splashes of colour. Unlike most 
roses, they will do well in containers. 

Whatever species of rose you choose, you 
must start by purchasing healthy plants. 

Roses are sold in a number of ways: 
growing in fibre or plastic containers or 
dormant with the whole plant packaged in a 
plastic sleeve or with the roots wrapped in 
moist peat or wood shavings and the tops 
left free. 

Buying dormant roses packaged in plastic 
can be a risky business unless you know 
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what you are looking for. Watch for any sign 
of top growth and if you don't see any, don't 
buy the plant. 

Examine the canes next. The tops are 


more profusely than dormant, dry-root roses. 

Whether you grow your roses packaged in 
plastic or growing in containers, be sure and 
invest in two essentials, a pair of heavy 

_ leather gloves and a pair of 
good pruning shears. 

All roses need pruning. In 
fact, pruning is the essential 
first step in preparing roses 
for planting. The packaged 
rose will need both its top 
and root pruned while the 
containerized rose will 
require only the top portion to be pruned. 

To minimize dehydration while root 
systems are forming in the ground, cut the 
canes of dry root roses back to six inches 
and cut away any damage or broken roots. 

With roses growing in containers, trim 
back all canes to the lowest outside facing 
bud or stem, even if it means cutting away 
healthy growth. This will force new canes 
out from the centre of the plant into the sun 
and air. 


protected with wax to minimize dehydration 
and the wax coloured green to maximize the 
appearance. Scrape each stem with your 
thumbnail and unless you find a soft, white 
layer under bark, move on. 

By contrast, roses growing in containers 
are your safest bet. They may be a little 
more expensive, but what you see is what 
you get -- a healthy rose shrub, alive, 
established and growing. It will grow in your 
garden at a faster rate and flower earlier and

Before you plant container-grown roses, 
run a long-bladed knife between the 
container and the soil to loosen any adhering 
roots. Start digging and keep testing for 
depth by setting the container in the hole in 
order to make sure that the graft, the swollen 
portion where the canes originate, is one to 
two inches below the finished ground level. 
When the depth is right, slip the rose out of 
the container. 

Backfill until the hole is three-quarters full 
and then water with two litres of a solution 
of a recommended rose fertilizer, usually 
one with a high middle number. Let drain, 
continue to fill, packaging as you go, until 
the hole is full. Dig a similar-sized hole for 
dry-root roses, over the cone. Backfill, water 
in, continue to fill and pack in the same way 
as container-grown roses but don't expect 

top growth for about a month until the new 

root growth becomes established. 
Water roses at least once a month applying 

a litre of water each time and feed once a 

month with a recommended rose food.

For years, the 
family lived in a large 
comfortable home just out 
side of Lancaster. In high 
school, Steven was an 
average student. Maybe he 
was a little better dressed than the other 
boys. Maybe the MG he drove was a bit 
ostentatious, but, Iet’s face it, Steven

«Steven's younger brother Scott turned 
out not to be his brother at all. How's 
that, you say? Well, I'll tell you Evi- 
dently, many years earlier, when sister 
Carol was an impetuous teenager, she 
gave birth to a son out of wedlock. Mar- 
garet Benson adopted her grandson and 
raised him as her own son. As far as 
anyone knew, she had three children, 
Carol, Steven and Scott. Neither Steven 
nor Scott was aware of their true rela- 
tionship 

The boys didn’t turn out well. As a 
teenager, Scott, who managed to 
squeeze by on a $7,000 a month 
allowance, was a confirmed cocaine 
addict and blonde chaser. He visited a 
shrink off and on just to stay even 


Steven displayed a streak of indepen- 
dence as a teenager. He left college 
three times before giving up the aca- 
demic life to become an entrepreneur 
Maybe Steven was attempting to emu- 
late granddaddy, but, whatever the rea- 
son, he didn’t have Hitchcock's flair for 
business. Steven failed at the alarm Sys- 
tem business and the landscaping game 
before returning to the feld. He joined 
the staff of granddaddy’s business as a 
junior executive. 

One must keep in mind that business 
failure didn’t affect Steven as it might 
affect you and me. In every case, 
mother bailed her son out of financial 
difficulties 

It was the same thing with Steven's 
personal life. Along the way he married 
and divorced. In 1979, he married Debra 
Franks Larson. Mother purchased a 
home for her boy and his new wife right 
across the street from her own 17 room 
mansion outside Lancaster. 

Did this satisfy Steven? Not on your 
life. He resigned his cushy job at Lan- 
caster Leaf and opened up his own 
tobacco import business. It took a year 

and a pile of mother’s money for him to 
go belly up. Steven took his latest busi- 
ness failure in stride, just as he had

oing all his life. ; 
Oe mora to Naples, Florida, quite 
possibly to be closer to the fountainhead 
of cash, his mother. Margaret was busy 
building a quaint little half million dol- 
lar home in Naples, Despite a lingering 
feeling that Steven was a bottomless pit 
into which money disappeared, Mar- 
garet continued to come through for her 
son. It is reported that she spent close to 
$2 million on Steven's latest business 
venture, which involved organizing a 
conglomerate of a dozen small com- 
panies under one umbrella. Right from 
the time the company was started, Ste- 
ven kept borrowing small amounts from 
his mother to keep one or the other of 
the companies afloat. 


It wasn’t an unusual request when, in 
1985, Steven asked his mother for a min- 
iscule few thousand dollars to bail him 
out of his latest disaster. His obliging 
mother gave him two blank cheques, 
which-our-boy-immediately MiRed 16 
$125,000. Folks, that’s not loose change 
in anyone's ballpark. Steven used the 
cheques to place a down payment on a 
new home in Fort Myers. 

Mother tallied up Steven’s follies and 
came up with several millions of dollars 
that Steven had lost, squandered, and 
blown over the years. The Fort Myers 
house caper was just too much, even for 
Margaret Benson. She wrote her son out 
of her will. 

It is not clear how Steven learned of 
his mother’s rash behaviour. It doesn't 
really matter. He simply decided to kill 
his entire family and inherit his 
mother’s fortune. 

On July 9, 1985, Steven showed up at 
his mother’s home in the exclusive 
Quail’s Roost area of Naples. He 
insisted that Margaret, Carol and Scott 
accompany him in his 1978 Chevy Subur- 
ban wagon to inspect nearby real estate. 
The passengers were all inside the vehi- 
cle when Steven said he had to return to 
the house for a measuring tape. Scott 
moved behind the wheel and turned on 
the ignition key. 

The vehicle blew up, instantly killing

heard the explosion and ran to its 
source. He had just managed to pull 
Carol from the car when a second blast 
demolished the vehicle and blew off a 
portion of Meyer’s nose. Steven watched. 
fronr the driveway. NOLO 

Carol was taken to hospital, where she 
told her story. From her statements and 
the remnants of two pipe bombs, police 
realized they had a double homicide 
on their hands. Initially, they had no 
idea that the murderer was a member 
of the family, but it didn’t take long 
before their entire focus centered on 
Steven. As in most criminal cases, 
police tend to investigate the next of kin 
before moving on to other aspects of 
the investigation. 


Detectives working on the Benson 
family murders found they couldn’t get 
beyond Steven. In time, there was little 
doubt of his guilt. They learned that Ste- 

en had worked with electrical devices 
as a youngster. It was a sort of hobby 
he came back to over the years. Carol 
-old police that Steven had gone for cof- 
fee and doughnuts shortly before insist- 
ing the family go for a drive. The 
doughnut shop was a 10-minute trip, 
but Steven was gone over an hour, giv- 
ing him plenty of time to plant the two 
bombs.

Steven was arrested and charged with 
double murder, as well as several lesser 
charges. Carol testified that her mother 
had grown tired of Steven’s spendthrift 
ways. Margaret had not only cut him 
out of her will, she had also cut him off 
from all other sources of money. Carol 
further testified that, at the time of the 
explosion, her brother had done nothing 
to help her as she had attempted to 
extradite herself from the car. 


Steven's defense lawver nointed ont 
that Scott might have been involved in a 


drug deal that went sour and could have 
been murdered by a drug ring to serve 
as a lesson to others. The jury didn’t 
buy this lame alternate scenario. 

Steven Benson, 35, the man who had 
had all the material advantages that life 
affords, was found guilty on all charges. 
He received two life sentences for the 
double murders and an additional 22 
years in prison for attempted murder 
and arson.

Environmental 
Studies Centre 
expansion is 
dream come true

A dream is coming true for Loyalist 
College President Doug Auld with the 
announcement of a $750,000 grant from 
the province to upgrade and expand the 
college's Environmental Studies Centre. 

“My dream of the last few years is 
going to be made a reality,” Auld said at 
a press conference last week to 
announce the grant. He explained the 
centre's job as "doing what we can 
through education to improve the water, 
air and soil of this planet." 

The grant, announced in a special visit 
to the college by Richard Allen, 
minister of colleges and universities, 
will be used to build a new laboratory, 
renovate four other laboratories and 
upgrade equipment for the centre. 
Facilities will be completed by the fall 
of 1992. 

The centre trains students in three 
different programs: a program for 
environmental technicians and 
technologists, a chemistry program for 
lab assistants, technicians and 
technologists and a civil technician and 
civil technologist program. 

According to Andy Van Andel, dean 
of applied sciences and technology, the 
the grant will allow the centre to keep 
pace with increased demand in the job 
market and interest among students. 

The program has grown enormously 
in the past few years, he says, as interest 
in the environment has grown. 

And jobs, he says, have kept pace 
with many graduates receiving several 
job offers as the government has 
increased and tightened environmental 
regulations. 

"There are an enormous amount of 
career opportunities in this field,” Van 
Andel said in an interview after the 
press conference. 

Van Andel said the centre also has 
made a commitment to assist the public 
on environmental issues, Labs are open 
to area high schools five hours per week 
with assistance from program personnel 
as well. The centre also keeps an 
information bank on environmental 
regulations and issues that can be used 
by the general public and environmental 
groups.

Belleville resident and Much Music videographer Tony 
Wannamaker is on the verge of opening a potential 
Pandora’s Box of information regarding the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy. 


He and film-producers Peter Wronski and John Gundy are going to 
the Soviet Union to extract further clues on JFK assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald, who defected behind the iron curtain in the early ‘60s. 

The trio will leave for Moscow mid-summer to conduct the first- 
ever interviews with former friends (including a KGB agent) of 
Oswald during his two-and-a-half year stay in Minsk in the early 
1960s. 

U.S.-born Oswald, an ex- 
Marine, was arrested shortly 
after JFK was shot fatally in the 
head during the president’s 1963 
visit to Dallas, Texas. 

Before answers could be 
extracted from Oswald, he was 
shot by night club owner Jack 
Ruby en-route from a Dallas jail. 
His secrets died with him. 

After collecting 25 volumes of 
information, the Warren Commission investigation concluded 
Oswald acted alone when he shot John F. Kennedy. 

The theory was quickly rejected by many. Countless investigations 
followed, pursuing every possible avenue of conjecture. 

Thousands have investigated Oswald, looking for the golden needle 
that could sew up the JFK assasination mystery. 

Wannamaker says the trip to the Soviet Union could yield another 
piece in the puzzle. 

“There’s a real black void in the story of Lee Harvey Oswald 
because nobody has been able to investigate his stay there without 
permission from the Soviet authorities,” says Wannamaker, sitting 
outside of his Belleville home. 

Because of a successful foray into the Soviet Union last year with 
the documentary Mondo Moscow, Wannamaker and producer 
Wronski were given permission to delve into Oswald's stay. 

In addition, Wannamaker says some of the intervicws will be 
conducted in Oswald’s old apartment in Minsk, where he met his 
wife Maria who later returned to the U.S. with him in 1962. 

Success of the documentary, admits Wannamaker, will depend on 
the candidness of interviewees.

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Flip-flop leads to more garbage 


The Editor: 

We're all interested in 
conserving Ontario's natural 
environment. But an 
apparent policy reversal by 
Ontario Environment 
Minister Ruth Grier will 
inevitably lead to more 
garage in all our local 
fields, streams and trails. 

Last October, Mrs. Grier 
promised us that the soft 
drink industry would have 
to produce more refillable 
containers, so that less of 
their throw-away bottles 
and cans would strewn 
across the province. Starting 
April 1, all soft drinks 
manufactures who didn't 
provide at least 30 per cent 
of their product in refillable 
containers were to be 
charged, with fines ranging 
to $10,000, Mrs. Grier said. 

But now, she has reneged. 
Although the industry is 
only marketing about 15

percent of its total product 
in refillable containers, the 
ministry still hasn't laid 
charges. Instead, we will 
have to tolerate floating pop 
cans on our treasured lakes. 
The soft drink industry 
certainly doesn't bear the 
entire waste crisis on its 
shoulders, but the promised 
30 per cent quota would set 
and example. There has to 
be a starting point to put 


and end to unnecessary 
packaging, and this is it. 

We at the Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters have written to 
Mrs. Grier, reminding her 
that our natural heritage 
must take precedence over 
consumer convenience and 
corporate profit.

Once established, 
vines and ivies are 
next to impossible to 
transplant. 


Vines and iyies have to be visualized 
in order to be appreciated. In your 
mind's eye, picture a brilliant, purple- 
flowering clematis twined around an 
entrance door, or a climbing rose with 
fiery-red blossoms washing over a 
trellis and you will get a vivid image of 
the esthetic role of vines and ivies. But 
they have a practical side too.

Such as a cooling roof of Virginia 
creeper over a latticed patio or a dark- 
green sea of Boston ivy over a barren 
wall. In addition, vmes and ivies can be 
used to soften a comer of the home, to 
grace a post or decorate an evergreen. 

Before you commit yourself there are 
two things you should recognize about 
vines and ivies. First, plan to make 
them a permanent part of your 
landscape because once they are 
established, their massive root systems 
make transplanting next to impossible. 
Second, during their first year they 
require special attention especially in 
terms of watering and from that point 
on, yearly pruning either to promote 
maximum bloom or to keep them under 
control. 

Your choice depends on how you 
wish to use them. If ornamentation is 
your.main purpose there are two I 
would recommend : clematis or a 
climbing rose. If the prime point is 
shade, screening or making a wall, you 
shouki consider Virginia Creeper or 
Boston Ivy. 

While vines and ivies have individual 
cultural needs, they have one common 
denominator, a requirement for 
thorough site preparation. This need is 
based on the horticultural axiom that 
the volume of top growth is in direct 
Proportion to the volume of root 
growth. In other word, Nature 
maintains a balance between the two 
and since the root system is developed 
first, don't expect too much in terms of 
top growth for a year or two, at least 
not until a large root system has 
developed. 

Once you've chosen the site, two 
weeks before planting dig a hole two 
feet deep by two feet across keeping 
the top soil (the dark stuff) and the sub- 
soil( the light stuff) separate. Discard 
the sub-soil and mix the top soil with 
enough peat, soilless mix or compost to 
make up for the lost volume of sub- 
soil. Return the mixture to the hole, 
tamping lightly, and when the hole 1s 
half full, soak with a solution of high- 
Phosphorus fertilizer. with 4 
formulation such as 10-52-10. Top UP 
and soak again.

Older worker job agency tabled

Landing a job during a recession 
can be difficult. 

For people aged 45 and over, the 
task borders the impossible. 

The dilemma has forced the Older 
Worker Employment Services arm of 
Community Care for Seniors to put a 
job agency proposal on the back 
burner. 

The proposal, in the works since 
last January, faces many barriers. 

Wib Brown, coordinator of the 
worker program, says economic 
conditions, combined with a lack of 
staff needed to kick-start a job agency 
for older workers, has grounded 
plans. 

“Even if we registered 500 older 
workers there is no way we could 
possibly find jobs for them. They’re 
not out there," Brown says. 

“And,” he adds, "we don’t have the 





staff to accommodate the many 
efforts needed to handle the details 
involved." 

Instead, the older workers program 
will attempt to handle the 35 
registered to date for job-placement 
assistance through counselling, 
referrals, skills training and 
assessment, says Brown. 

“I can’t get these people a job. | 
can, however, help these older 


workers by talking with so that they 
can assess and improve their situation 
in order to find suitable employment,” 
says Brown. 

And in future, older workers may 
find available support groups and 
programs funded by the NDP’s anti- 
recession program. The NDP 
announced in May it would provide 
funding for similar types of groups 
and programs.

Local derby organizers ensure fish survive

Countless fish are taken 
by armadas of anglers 
every year in the open calm 
of the Bay of Quinte. 

For example, 20,000 fish 
were caught in two days on 
the Bay of Quinte during 
the Walleye ‘91 “Live 
Release” Tournament, held 
annually in Napanee. 

Despite the mandate of 
live release tournaments, a 
Minnesota Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
study suggests almost 40 
per cent of the fish caught 
and released may die. In 
the recent Napanee 
tournament, aS many as 
8,000 of the total released 
may have died. 

The Minnesota DNR 
fisheries research unit 
conducted the mortality 
study during a professional 
fishing tournament on Lake 
Mille Lacs. 

“Based on our results, 37 
per cent of walleyes caught 
and release did not 
survive,” says Tim 
Goeman, Minnesota DNR 
fisheries biologist in charge 
of the study. “The best 
estimate of the total 


tournament mortality is 
about 40 per cent.” 

The study falls on the 
heels of a 1987 Study that 
found 95 per cent of 
walleye survive if they are 
released immediately after 
they are caught. 

Quinte live release 
organizers acknowledge 
that many measures need to 
be taken in order to ensure 
longevity for the walleye. 

La Del Promotions Inc., 
organizes a five-series live 
release tournament on the 
Bay of Quinte from 
Belleville. Their most 
recent was held June 8 and 
9. 

John McLaren, vice- 
president, says every effort 
is taken to get the fish 
weighed and back into the 
water with the least amount 
of handling and shock to 
the fish. 

The most important 
factor towards keeping 
walleye alive is abolishing 
the use of live bait during 
their Team Tournament 
Trails Walleye/Bass 
Championship Series. 

“Fish have a tendency to 
swallow live bait and it gets 
hooked usually in their 
gullet. In most cases the

Lures, spinners and floats 
are better for the fish 
because they are not 
swallowed. The lures, 
however, will hook the fish 
in the mouth or jaw for a 
successful catch. 


to keep their catch alive, 
says McLaren. 

“Each dead fish is 
deducted from the total 
weight,” he says, “ and that 
makes the teams try much 
harder to keep their fish 
alive.” 


A variety of special 
equipment and aids make 
the job much easier. 

Live wells are mandatory 
for keeping a fish in peak 
condition. 

Some wells re-circulate 
the water to keep oxygen 
levels high for the 
contained fish, says 
McLaren. Adding ice cubes 
is also urged to keep the 
waler cold while 
simultaneously adding 
more oxygen. 

In addition, a special 
sedative formula can be 
added to the live wells that 
relaxes the fish, making 
them less susceptible to 
injury in the tank. 

The Jungle formula also 


provides a protective 
coating to the fish while de- 
chlorinating the melted ice- 
cube water in the well. 

The measures do not stop 
here. 

McLaren emphasizes that 
three large live well barrels 
are located at Zwick’s 
Island next to the weigh-in 
station in the event of long 
line-ups. This ensures the 
fish maximum darkness 
and more cold water. 

And line-ups are to be 
avoided when possible. 

“We advise the anglers 
only to bring the fish 
ashore when we can get 
them weighed as quick as 
possible. It’s easier on the 
fish,” says McLaren.

The number of moose here could be compared to deer 
Population in Hastings County.

Jim was observed entering a hardware store and 
emerging with a large parcel. When police asked 
the owner of the store what had been purchased, 
they were informed that the customer had bought 
quicklime and rope 

Police also observed Jim digging a small plot of 
ground behind the building in which he and his wife 
lived. He was seen to sprinkle quicklime over the 
area and mix it in the soil. Jim roped off the little 
plot with the rope he had purchased from the 
hardware store. 

Suspicious though his actions were, there was no 
evidence that a crime had been committed. Besides 
Jim had done a lot of gardening at Walla Walla, so 
it was only natural that he keep up with his hobby 

When police learned that Mr. and Mrs. Maloney 
had left town, they decided to investigate. The 
janitor of the Maloney’s apartment building told

shes now hot on the trail of what they : 
assumed to be a murder, travelled to St. Paul. They 
discovered that a Mr. and Mrs. Maloney had 
checked out of the St. Francis Hotel the day after 
the date on the letter received by Kate’s niece. 

Hotel employees were questioned. They well 
remembered the Maloneys. In public, Mrs. Maloney 
had been heavily veiled. However, a maid had seen 
Mrs. Maloney without her veil. In fact, she had 
seen Mrs. Maloney with nothing on at all. She had 
knocked on the Maloney’s door and, receiving no 
answer, had entered to make up the room, 
interrupting Mr. and Mrs. Maloney in a most 
compromising position.

Detectives measured the length of rope used to 
bind the trunk. It measured 58 feet, the exact 
amount left over from the 100 feet Jim had 
purchased. He had already used 42 feet to enclose 
his garden. 

Jim Maloney and his dream of getting away with 
marrying a rich widow and murdering her for her 
money crumbled away to dust. So did Jim. He was 


hanged within the confines of his old home, Walla 
Walla Penitentiary.

Drug use among students declining

A newly-released study from 
the Addictions Research 


Foundation shows a dramatic 
decline in the sale of illicit 
drugs by high school students. 
Belleville police and the 
RCMP, however, say it’s hard 
to substantiate the findings on 
a local basis without focusing 
more time and energy on the 
secondary school age-group. 
More serious trafficking and 
abuse arenas in the Quinte 





area consume most of the 
police agencies time, personnel 
and focus. 

Nevertheless, the study by 
Dr. Reg Smart, Ed Alaf and 
Gordon Walsh shows an 
identified number of Ontario 
students in Grade 11 and 13 
who sold cannabis went from 
eight per cent, or 15,600 
students in 1983, down to four 
per cent, or 8,400 students in 
1989. 

Drug use among students 
also declined over the same 
period, dripping from 38 per 


cent to 25 per cent. 

A spokesman for the RCMP 
detachment in Belleville agrees 
with the findings that cannabis 
use is certainly much lower 
than it used to be. 

“Although we're limited, we 
have been paying some 
attention to high schools. 
We've been working at it. A lot 
of our work goes into the 
bigger dealers. 

“What we have found is that 
cannabis use is decreasing on 
the whole drug scene. It’s

TRENTON MAN FILES COMPLAINTS 


Civilian commission 
hearing examines 
complaints against 
Trenton police

A two-member panel of the Ontario Civilian 
Commission of Police Services will conduct a hearing to 
address charges of professional misconduct and 
excessive force against the Trenton Police Department. 

The hearing will likely be held sometime in the first two weeks of 
August, says civilian commission advisorGordon Hampson in an 
interview. 

Hampson was sent by the 
commission in late May to do a 
preliminary investigation of the 
complaints laid by Trenton 
resident Doug Little of 474 1/2 
Front St. 

Information obtained from the 
preliminary prompted the 
commission hearing. 

“My job was not to judge Mr. 
Little. We simply determined 
whether there was a basis for a 
hearing,” says Hampson. “I 
interviewed Mr. Little and 
obtained police files on the case 
and both sides will have a chance 
to present their argument before the hearing in Trenton.” 

The complaints stem from an incident Jan. 8, 1990 in which Little 
was charged with impaired driving and failure to provide a breath 
sample. Little was sentenced Dec. 10 and given a $700 fine and a one- 
year license suspension. 

Little charges he was hit several times in the back and that officers in 
question used excessive force when handcuffing him. 

An internal investigation was launched following a request by Mayor 
Neil Robertson, to examine the conduct of the officers oversecing 
Little’s arrest. Former Police Chief Dave Saunders later exonerated the 
officers. 


Homes sales are up... 
resale prices down

Home sales are up compared to figures of last year, says the Royal 
LePage Quarterly Survey of Canadian House Prices. 

But, with the increased activity on the real estate markel, comes a 
trade off for home sellers. 

Re-sale prices for Belleville and Trenton homeowners are actually 
down six to 22 per cent compared to last year, says the report. 

A standard two-storey home in Belleville, for example, sold for 
$140,000 in 1990. This year’s price for the same home is 9,000 less, or 
$131,000, a 6.4 per cent decline. The same home in Trenton dropped 
from an average $145,000 to $135,000 this year. 

Detached bungalow homeowners would have sold their home last 
year for an average $145,000 in Belleville. This year, however, the 
same home is selling for an average $127,000, down $18,000 or 12.4 
per cent. Trenton’s detached bungalows only dropped $10,000 in 
market value or 7.7 per cent. 

The worst drop in re-sale prices is in the standard townhouse 
category, showing a 21.8 per cent decline from $110,000 to $85,000. 

“Reduced interest rates and the drop in resale house prices last year 
sparked an increase in buying activity,” says the report, "in much of 
Central and Northern Ontario.”

A needs assessment study will be 
conducted in late September to 


examine child care services in the 


region by the South 
Hastings Child Care 
Committee. 

Chaired by Kathy 


Sarginson, the committee 
has been notified it will 
get $38,000 in funding 
from. the Ministry of 
Community and Social 
Services to go ahead with 
the study. 

The main component of 
the study will be a survey 
of parents throughout South Hastings, 
asking their opinions on how to 
enhance already established and 
future child care services in Belleville. 

Closing the gaps between services 
in the city will be the chief aim of the 
study, says Pat Tretina of COMSOC.

(967-7863) can supply 
casual workers to fit your 
needs. 

Whether you need 
someone to cover for an 
employee who is sick or on 
vacation, someone to load 
or unload merchandise on a 
delivery day, extra staff to 
help you through the 
Waterfront Festival or any 
other situation, the Student 
Centre can provide quick 
and courteous service. 

We have close to 300 
people on our Odd Job 
Squad who are on call for 
odd jobs and temporary 
positions with more-signing 
up every day. Some of 
these students live in 
Outlying areas like 
Marmora, Madoc, 
Deseronto, Tweed and 
Rednersville. Some 
employers in these areas 
may not be aware of the 
Student Centre and may not 
think to call Belleville for 
students to work in their 
districts.

becoming much harder to get.” 

Other drugs, however, are in the 
meantime increasing. 

“Cocaine is on the increase — it’s 
easier to get and more people are using 
iL” 

But, in general, drugs use is 
declining, especially among younger 
generations, contends the study 
findings. 

“This (the decline) is encouraging 
news,” says Dr. Smart. “But, there 
certainly no room for complacency. 
Our study also showed that students 
who do sell drugs are far more likely 
than non-sellers to get into other 
delinquent behaviour and to report 
alcohol and drug problems of their 
own.” 

The study also suggests more males 
than females engage in the selling of 
cannabis and other restricted drugs, 
says Smart. 

Both sexes, however, still participate 
in the most common of drug abuses in 
the Ontario high school system — 
alcohol. 

Michael Piercy, community 
consultant with the Belleville branch of 
the Addiction Research Foundation 
stresses, too much focus, perhaps is 
spent on illicit drugs when alcohol is 
the most common drug being used by 
under-aged teenagers. 

“Alcohol is still the biggest problem 
in high schools here in Belleville. It’s a 
big concern that parents don;t pay 
enough attention to the problem, next 
to tobacco,” says Piercy. 

“Alcohol is a very powerful drug, 
especially for young teenagers. The 
first thing you lose is your judgement 
and that presents a real danger for 
teenagers. At that age you feel like 
you're going to live forever.”

“Seven dollars for a pack of cigarettes,” 
mumbles the old man, the wrinkles on his 
face tightening as he digs deep into his 
pocket. 

“That damn Mulroney should be shot and 
the whole lot of ‘em made to watch so they 
get the message,” he continues, eyes afire 
as he hands a crisp five and two loonies 
across the counter.

That's probably what John Cabot said when he 
"discovered" Newfoundland in 1497. It had already been

Cabot could even have run into a fishing vessel from his 
own home harbour of Bristol -- there is evidence that 
European fishermen had already discovered the Grand 
Banks, but like most fishermen, hadn't bothered to tell 
anyone else, preferring to keep their fishing hole to 
themselves. 

And he thought he had discovered a new world when all 
he would have had to do was ask his neighbour up the 
street who could have given him directions: "Go until you 
hit Greenland and then hang a left. You can't miss it.” 

And they would have been right. All the early explorers 
were disappointed because this big land mass kept getting 
in the way when what they were really looking for was 
China. As far as they were concerned, Canada really got in 
the way.

Police found John List’s car at Ken- 
nedy Airport on Dec. 7, two days after 
the discovery of the bodies of his family. 
But John wasn’t found or traced. Moran 
says, “We didn’t have the remotest idea 
where he had gone. He had no real 
friends and no one really knew the 
man.” 

John’s past was ordinary in every way 
~ Strict religious parents, high school, 
university, a stint in the army dur- 
ing World War II and, later on, service 
in the Korean War. As the admitted per- 
petrator of New Jersey's most infamous 
crime, he was sought on three conti- 
nents. All tips and clues led nowhere. 
John List had apparently committed the 
perfect murder, not once, but five times. 

After the murders, John made his way 
to Denver, Colorado, where he changed 
his name to Robert P. Clark. For a 
while he eked out a living as a cook, but 
in 1977 gravitated to his original pro- 
fession of accountancy. Soon he was 
earning $400 per week. He met his 
second wife, Delores, at a Lutheran 
Church gathering. The quiet, introverted

When John List mur- 
dered his entire 
family, he left and 
began a new life in 
Denver, Nearly two 
decades later, 
America's Most 
Wanted program dis- 
played this sculpture, 
above, which led to 
his capturé and five 
lifetime sentences. 






In 1985, a friend showed Delores Clark 
a newspaper account of an old New Jer- 


sey murder. The photo of John List 
which accompanied the article bore an 
eerie resemblance to her husband 
Robert. Delores dismissed the whole 
thing as ridiculous. 

In 1988, the Clarks moved to Rich 
mond, Virginia. Robert Clark attended 
Lutheran services, puttered in his Zar- 
den, watched TV and melted into the 
woodwork. But modern technology 
caught up with List. The old unsolved 
New Jersey murders were televised on 
the syndicated program, America’s Most 
Wanted. Forensic sculptor Frank 
Bender, working from 18-year-old photos 
of List, produced a model of the wanted 
man’s head. Bender ingeniously created 
an uncanny likeness of John List, aged 
18 years. 

Sure enough, the same neighbor who 
had shown the newspapér account to 
Delores Clark three years earlier, recog- 
nized the sculpted head. She had a rela- 
tive call the program. 

John List was traced to an accounting 
firm in Richmond. Robert Clark denied 
being the wanted man, but a fingerprint 
check of old army records on file in 
Washington Proved that was indeed John 
ist. 

In May, 1990, 64-year-old John List 
Stood trial for murder, almost two 
decades after he had eliminated his 
entire family. He was found guilty of all 
five murders and was sentenced to five 
Consecutive life terms in prison. When 
the judge passed sentence on List, the 
courtroom broke out in applause.

Continued Jones: “I talked with Jim 
Pine, (chief administrative officer) at 
Sidney Township and he suggested I 
pay just $278, the township’s share of 
the $1,500 in taxes I pay every year. 
The rest of that money goes to the 
school board.” 

Salary levels make him particularly 
angry. 

“When you read principals are 
getting $85 to $90,000 a year, and 
teachers are getting $50,000 a year, it 
makes a taxpayer very, very angry,” 
stresses a vocal Jones. “Eighty per cent 
of education taxes go to pay these high 
salaries. It’s ridiculous.” 

Jones says he will bank his withheld 
taxes and earn interest for himself to 
cover the one per cent-plus penalty for 
the three-year extension in tax 
payment. 

Acknowledging one ratepayer’s 
taxes might not make a difference, 
Jones is approaching other township 
residents to spur a collective tax revolt. 

“In Blenheim, Ont. the people had a 
tax revolt and withheld their taxes last 
year and it left the municipality 
$100,000 short. The people demanded 
a rollback to 1990 levels without an 
increase,” says Jones. 

The retired 67-year-old knows he’s 
not alone. Victoria County residents 
met in Lindsay June 25 to voice 
similar concerns. Close to 500 have 
formed the Taxpayers Coalition of 
Victoria County, vowing to withhold 
their September tax installment.

Plans have been completed and approved by transportation ministry 
engineers. 

“We’re going to remove the ramps on the west side of Highway 37. 
What we’ ll do is reconfigure the ramps to the east side to handle all of 
the incoming and outgoing traffic safely," McLuckie said. “Included in 
the plans is the installation of traffic lights at the south and north ends 
of the overpass to regulate traffic from the ramps. 

We'll also be re-aligning Highway 37 in order that traffic coming 
south from Tweed can continue, without stopping, onto the overpass,” 
added McLuckie. 

Reconfiguration of the interchange was recommended following the 
Belleville Transportation Study, conducted under the Suburban Roads 
Commission to examine long and short-term traffic problems.

Fish habitat in Moira upgraded

The Moira River has undergone serious 


changes in the past decade as local authorities 
have tried to achieve better flood control with 
dams from Cannifton to the Lott Dam off Station 
Street in Belleville. 

But what you can’t see, argue fishery experts, 
is the lost habitat underneath the river’s surface 
for the fish that call the place home. 

Through construction and reinforcement of 
river banks, much of the river’s natural riverbed 
has been altered. 

But thanks to a triad of conservationists, 
newly-created habitats may be implemented in 
the Moira to greatly enhance future fish stocks

and to ensure healthier fish. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources, Moira 
River Conservation Authority and the Moira 
River Angler’s Association are all working on a 
joint effort that could vastly improve conditions 
on the river. 

The MRCA has already installed three rock 
shoals above the new Wishart Dam just north of 
Highway 401 to replace lost habitat taken by the 
dam, says Barry Jones, community relations co- 
ordinator. The project was funded under the 
Fisheries Habitat Compensation program. 

Dave Hawthorne, president of the Moira River 
Angler's Association says his club’s 23 members 
have been working diligently on a volunteer 
basis to catch, tag and record fish sizes,

"I'd rather travel around Canada than to Europe," the 
older man said as he leaned on the rail of the ferry from 
Prince Edward Island to New Brunswick. "I like to see my 
own country." 

The man was a 
francophone from Quebec 
City and that one comment 
made more sense and gave 
more hope than all the talk 
by the politicians and the 
media about national unity 
or Quebec separatism. 

And he was right. 
Travelling around your own country can teach you things 
no classroom or textbook can teach. 

Perhaps the most impressive story -- though also most 
depressing -- was that of coal mining at the Glace Bay 
mining museum in Cape Breton, probably because the 
story was told by someone who had lived it. 

A retired coal miner took us down into the pit, 
describing matter-of-factly the way he worked years ago. 

It was dirty, dangerous work. 

"You have to keep tapping the ceilings to see if it's safe," 
he explained. "You can hear from the sound whether it's 
solid." If it isn't solid, the loose rock has to be scraped off 
before it falls. A rock fall cost him much of the use of one 
shoulder -- and he was lucky. Many were killed. 

"We always fed the rats down here," he said, "because 
they were an early warning system for methane gas. If the 
rats leave, you leave. As fast as you can." 

The work was backbreaking. Once underground, there 
was nowhere to stand straight to relieve your aching back. 
Only our youngest son didn't have to crouch in the low 
tunnel of the pit we visited -- and that was a relatively 
large seam of coal, our guide explained. He recalled 
working in a seam of coal so narrow he had to lay on his 
side to hack at it with a pick axe.

make it," he said. "Gradually, though, your back gets 
stronger." 

He recalls working in a shaft 10 miles out undersea. A 
train ride of one and a half hours took them to their area. A 
25 minute walk followed before they could dig. 

And they weren't paid for getting there. Only for the coal 
they took out. Fifty-five cents a ton and a man was 
expected to dig about 15 tons a day. That's $8.25 a day. 
Our guide was lucky. He only had six children, so he 
always managed to scrape by. Men with 12 children 
wouldn't eat lunch because they couldn't afford it. 

In the bad old days around the turn of the century, large 
families were common. That was how you survived. 
Everyone worked in the mine, even youngsters 11 or 12 or 
13 years old. 

And it was so dangerous then that when a disaster killed 
almost 70 during the First World War, a commission later 
urged criminal charges against the mine owners. 

That didn't happen, of course. In fact, when miners went 
on strike because of dangerous conditions or because 
owners cut their wages by one third, the province brought 
in troops to break them. 

Those kind of stories can make you ashamed of your 
country. 

New mining machines have made mining safer and more 
productive. Eighteen men can take out 45,000 tons in a 
week -- the work of 600 men in our guide's day. 

That's one reason why Glace Bay's population has dropped 
from 28,500 in its heyday to less than 21,000, The town 
looks like it is dying when you drive through. And itis.

Compensation 


The $60,000 paid by the province to Susan 
Nelles-Pine and two charities may not seem like 
much compensation for the anguish she endured 
during the lengthy investigation and subsequent 
charges and then discharge in the deaths of infants 
at Toronto's Hospital for Sick Children. 

No amount of money can compensate for that. 

Nevertheless, the compensation at least 
recognizes what the premier rightly calls the 
“terrible costs, human and otherwise, experienced 
by Ms. Nelles and her family.” 

Tt also makes clear, if it was not already crystal 
clear from the judge's comments on her absolute 
discharge after a preliminary hearing, that there 
can be no doubt that Susan Nelles was innocent of 
all charges in an investigation seriously bungled by 
police. igo’ 

The government has never admitted any liability, 
has never offered any kind of financial 
compensation and has never made any attempt to 
apologise or otherwise redress the situation. 

Until now. Susan Nelles and her friends can take 
comfort from the fact that the government at last is 
making some amends. 

The $60,000 compensation is also significant 
because of the principle it represents: this is the 
first time the province has ever taken 
responsibility for the ordeal undergone by 
someone dragged through the justice system after 
being wrongly accused in an emotionally charged 
and serious crime. Premier Bob Rae has set a 
precedent. 

We wouldn't want to’see a spate of lawsuits 
against the government as a result. Such 
compensation should only be reserved for serious 
injustices, which fortunately, are rare. 

Nevertheless, like individuals, governments must 
also take responsibility for their actions. 


Safe swimming needed 


Swimming from dams in the Moira River can be 
tempting in the heat of the past week. It can also 
be dangerous, which is why the conservation 
authority is warming it will charge people if they 
persist in swimming there. 

We have two comments. First, we urge people to 
take the warnings to heart -- dams are dangerous. 
Second, the swimmers indicate the need for safe, 
uncontaminated swimming areas in Quinte.

Some more'horrendous' intersections 


The Editor: 

In the issue of Quinte 
Weekly News of July 3 
Associate Editor Derek 
Baldwin writes avery 
informative article on the 
traffic light situation in 
Belleville. 

With this in mind I'd like 
to comment on three 
horrendous intersections 
that have over the past few 
years, gone uncorrected to 
date. 

1. Victoria Avenue and 
Church Street: 

Up until I appeared before 
the now-defunct Traffic 
Committee on Sept. 12, 
1988, this light was timed at 
68 seconds green on east- 
west Victoria Avenue and 32 
seconds green on north- 
south Church Street. 

This was a most 
exasperating situation that 
was finally corrected to 
nearly equal timings both 


ways. Even today the ratio 
of cars going north on 
Church Street to those 
heading south is about three 
to one. And it is much 
heavier when the school 
year ts in progress. 

I gave seen as many as 15- 
18 cars going north on the 
green. The lead car heading 
south is poised for a left 
hand tum to east on Victoria 
Avenue, and as he waits, he 
is creating a traffic jam 
behind him that often 
reaches right north past St. 
Michael's Church. 

If lucky he makes his left 
hand tum on the amber and 
thus we see one car only 
moving on the green going 
south while the heavy flow 
of 15-18 make it in the 
northerly direction. 

Would you believe I have 
seen drivers who wished to 
make that left hand turn 
southerly on Church, east on 


Victoria, accomplish this by 
heading straight through 
Church Street, making a 
quick turn either onto 
Patterson Street or the Court 
House Parking lot and 
coming back up,again on 
Church. Then they tum right 
on Victoria to attain their 
original intention of moving 
east on Victoria -- and it 
works! 

Between January 1987 
and July 1988 there were ten 
accidents at this intersection 
and since then numerous 
more have occurred, luckily 
with no fatalities, but heavy 
damage to all vehicles 
involved. I have myself seen 
three bad crashes there with 
Cars tossed upon St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian 
Church lawn or onto the 
premises of others at that 
comer. 

Try your patience at this 
intersection between eight 


and nine in the morning or 
three to four in the afternoon 
with an average of ten large 
school buses further limiting 
the flow of traffic. 

Why not put an advanced 
green here for the south 
bound traffic to rectify this 
chaotic situation? 

2. Dundas Street East 
and Foster Avenue: 

Again at. this busy 
intersection advanced green 
lights are in dire need of 
being installed. 

Go east on Dundas 
(Highway 2) and try to 
make a left hand turn to go 
north on Foster Avenue, or 
coming west make your day 
for a left turn onto Foster to 
get into Semple's and if you 
make it you should be 
eligible for the Dow Award. 
This has existed for years 
and what has been done -- 
nothing.

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BELLEVILLE SHIPMATES WELCOME ENGLISH WARTIME C

n Aug. 22, 1944 HMS 
Nabob, the first 
Canadian-manned 
lend-lease aircraft 
carrier, was cutting 
through the icy arctic 
waters of the Beaufort Sea on her 
way to a fuelling rendezvous. 

The 495-foot carrier was also shadowing a 
Russian convoy to protect the transportation 
of badly needed supplies to Soviet allies. 

Coming to a full stop off North Cape, 
Norway, little did the 1,000 HMS Nabob 
men aboard know a deadly German U-boat 
was lurking beneath the water’s surface. 

German submarine U-354 fired a 500 Ib. 
torpedo, catching HMS Nabob on the 
starboard side, rocking the 15,000-ton vessel 
from stern to stern. 

Four hundred men were below decks 
when the explosion came, followed by the 
loud action alarm. Men were tossed from 
their hammocks and bunks, says a Royal 
3 Navy Press release dated July 3, 
1945. 

Commanding officer Capt.-H.N. Lay gave 
his first order to “Prepare to abandon ship.” 

Nabob’s listening devices picked up the 
approach of a third torpedo, but this one 
missed the ship. 

Determined to save their vessel, the 
damage control party scurried hastily 
through the ship, closing hatches and doors, 
trying to contain the water flowing into the 
massive 60-foot hole in the starboard side of 
HMS Nabob. 

Belleville resident Fred Clarke, RCN 
chief petty officer at the time, was part of 
the frantic effort to keep HMS Nabob from 
sinking. The ship was listing 16 feet at the 
stern already. 

“One minute it was quiet and I was all dry 
and the next minute everything was crazy 
and I was up to my neck into water,” says 
Clarke, 75, sitting in his Bridge Street East 
home. 

Whites Road resident Doug Reeves 
interjects explaining he was busy above 
deck in the collective effort to get HMS 
Nabob up and running again and back to 
port for repairs. 

“I was playing cribbage down below 
when we were “fished”,” says shipmate 
Reeves, a RCN leading seaman aboard 
HMS Nabob. 

The friendly exchange of “I was here 
when that happened...” and “Oh yes I 
remember that... or “No, the history book 
has it wrong...” goes on indefinitely between 
Reeves and Clarke — it’s called “Swinging 
the Lamps”, a favorite pastime for sailors. 

Recently, the Quinte-area HMS Nabob 
shipmates swung the lamps with another old 
shipmate whom they’d never met, but felt

like they’d known a lifetime. 

British RN Telegraphist Leslie Hargrave 
also served aboard HMS Nabob from its 
1944 launching in Vancouver but was 
drafted away for a course three weeks 
before HMS Nabob was torpedoed. 

Hargrave met with Clarke and Reeves 
recently in Belleville, after chancing upon 
Clarke’s name and address, quite by 
accident, while leafing through a memorial 
book written about HMS Nabob. 

On a holiday from his Somerset, England 


home, Hargrave was in Ottawa visiting the 
National War Museum when he came across 
the book. 

“T remember hearing about HMS Nabob 
getting torpedoed and I automatically 
thought to myself how lucky I was not to be 
on board,” says Hargrave. 

Sitting in Clarke’s home, the trio 
reminisced about former shipmates, the 
ship’s chaplain and the many faulty quirks 
of the HMS Nabob, a merchant ship 
converted into an aircraft carrier to meet the 
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threat of Hitler’s naval armada. 





“I was beginning to think I was the last 
person who knew anything about HMS 
Nabob,” says Hargrave. “That’s why I was 
more than happy to contact Fred and Doug 
when I came to Belleville to stay with my 
sister-in-law for a visit. 

“There has always been a hole in my life 
because I could never find any printed 
material on the fate of HMS Nabob. I never 
really got to know what happened to it, but 
now I know. I really enjoyed being on it — 
it was a very happy time for me,” says 
Hargrave with a soft British accent. 

Tight censorship rules in Britain stymied 
Hargrave's attempts to learn of the ship’s 
fate after the torpedoing incident. 

Not until 47 years later did Hargrave learn 
from the book HMS Nabob and through 
Clarke and Reeves that the ship had returned 
to port after torpedoing for repair. 

HMS Nabob was cannibalized to provide 
parts for other ships during the war. Afier 
the war she emerged as commercial dry- 
Cargo ship until 1978 where she was broken 
up for scrap metal. 

Although the ship is gone, the memories 
sull remain. 

All three shipmates remember vividly one 
incident in which HMS Nabob became 
famous -- the time HMS Nabob hit a sand 
bar at the mouth of the Fraser River Jan. 25, 
1944. 

“We were called HMS Canada Dry after 
that,” recalls Fred Clarke, glancing around 
the room with a smile breaking on his lips. 
“The newspapers really hounded us on that 
one.” 

Hargrave: “It was really just one of many 
things that kept going wrong on the ship. 
The ship got off to a really bad start. It was 
funny now that I look back.” 

Ship navigators trusted marine charts that 
indicated the sand bar was much further 
away than it actually was. The ship was 
stuck for four days despite several attempts 
to pull her free. 

“Tt was actually very funny. Here all of us 
were at the launch kissing the girls goodbye. 
We left the harbor, landed on a sand bar and 
then we were back in Vancouver again,” 
Hargrave said. 

Despite the fact Hargrave didn’t know 
either Clarke or Reeves, the camaraderie 
between them is electric, all three admit. 

“When old sailors meet there’s a shared 
common experience,” says Reeves. “It 
doesn’t matter what you did on board, we all 
shared similar experiences on HMS Nabob.” 

Hargrave says the older he gets the more 
he seems to remember the good umes rather 
than the bad times while in the Royal Navy. 

The memories are a little foggy when 
alone, but get a little sharper as the old 
shipmates work up a conversation. 

Clarke, in the midst of an interchange 
between Reeves and Hargrave, looks across 
the room. 

“We're all sitting on the boat nght now.”

results, Bobbie slashed herself in the vagina with a.

required emergency surgery. After that episode, she 
was fired. 


Toward the end of 1984, Bobbie found permanent 
employment as shift supervisor at the North Hori- 
zon Health Care Centre in St. Petersburg. The 
Centre 1s a 50- bed facility catering to the elderly.

The actions of Bobbie Dudley 
moved from the scrutiny of 
medical authorities to a full- 
fledged police investigation. St. 
Petersburg police learned that 
when Anna Larson was over- 
dosed with insulin, a large sup- 
ply of the drug had been 
reported missing from the 
medication cabinet, which was 
always locked. Only Bobbie 
Dudley had the key during the 
night shift when the overdose 
occurred. As they probed 
deeper into the activities of the 
nurse with the mental prob- 
lems, they discovered that Bob- 
bie often altered records and 
failed to make entries in order 
to divert suspicion from her- 
self. 

ome of the victims had been cremated, 
but the bodies of others were exhumed 
from various locations in the United 
States. Many families had placed their 
elderly parents in Florida to spend their 
lives in the warmer climate. Now these 
victims were exhumed in Wisconsin, 
Texas and Pennsylvania. 

Police learned that Bobbie had been fired in 
Greenville, Ill. This information was passed to the 
appropriate authorities. To protect themselves from 
the evil which was Bobbie Dudley, the Florida State 
Department of Professional Regulation suspended 
her license. - 

Slowly, Bobbie received publicity, first in Florida 
and then across the nation. Hundreds of letters were 
sent to her, some angry, some sympathetic. Among 
the letters was one from Ron Terrell, who sincerely 
sympathized with Bobbie’s plight. The friendship 
turned to romance.

conditions and locations caught. 
Scale samples are also being taken. 

The data rendered to MRCA and 
MNR has proven already that 
enhancing the riverbed is justifiable, 
says Hawthorne. 

Forthcoming information from the 
anglers group will provide a sound 
framework, says Hawthorne, to launch 
an extensive rehabilitation program. 

“What we’re looking to do is fill in 
the barren stretches with rubble or rock 
shoals or sunken seed trees,” says 
Hawthorne. “These kinds of newly- 
created habitat will provide safety for 
large fish and also members of the 
lower food chain.” 

Another possibility could be 
contained blasting of the rock riverbed 
to create new, deeper pools and 
channels for larger bass to stay in. The 
move could also quicken water flow 
for better water conditions. 

MRCA’s Jones says his agency is 
also considering a vegetative buffer 
zone along the west side of the Moira 
River between the Cannifton Holgate 
Dam and the Wishart Dam. 

“The trees would create shade, 
reduce water temperature on the shore, 
reduce brightness and could provide an 
alternate food source from insects 
falling from the vegetation,” says 
Jones. “ 

Shore fishing could become more 
popular for young and old with the 
advent of better fishing conditions, 
says Hawthome. 

On the other end of the spectrum, the 
anglers group is working with Chris 
Marshall and Quinte Flyfishing to 
educate youngsters in the sport. 

A recently held flyfishing seminar at 
Riverside Park taught youngsters the 
art.of flyfishing and staking out ideal 
water holes along the Moira.

Wetlands in the Moira River watershed are endangered 
by a plant that kills more than one million acres of 
wetlands in North America each year, 

Called purple loosestrife, the plant is growing at an 
alarming rate this year and spreading quickly northward, 
Moira River Conservation Authority officials say. 

Fifteen per cent of the Moira River watershed consists of 
wetland, from cattail marshes and mud bogs to beaver 
meadows and alkaline fens. 

The wetlands are casual build-up of the plant’s wood 
stem. Every fall, the stems dry out and gradually convert

the wet marsh into soil. Aquatic fish and other indigenous 
plants are choked out of their habitat as a result. 

“It’s truly growing at an alarming rate and is 
exceptionally prolific in the watershed this year,” says 
Emest Margetson, MRCA water resources engineer. “I've 
noticed a rapid increase in the plant since last year.” 

Efforts to control the plant, imported from Europe in ship 
ballast over a century ago, have met with minimal results. 

“Authorities have tried burning, pulling, mowing and 
plowing, but the purple loosestrife is so hardy it just keeps 
coming back,” says Margetson. “And because it’s in the 
wetlands you can’t use herbicides. The chemicals will end 
up in the water table.”

Over 700 refrigerators recycled

Stephen Corrigan and Al 
Newman are spending the 
summer muscle building -- 
and getting paid for it. 

The two young Belleville 
men are picking up old 
refrigerators for recycling 
under Ontario Hydro's 
refrigerator buy-back market 
test. 

So far this summer, they 
have lugged more than 700 
refrigerators from homes 
throughout the South 
Hastings area. 

When they first started, it 
was all they could do to 
manage eight or nine fridges 
a day -- and that was a ten 


and 12 hour day. 
Now, they have become 
real pros, they say, 


averaging 15 in an eight 
hour day. 


They have gotten used to 
hearing the words: "It 
should come out, someone 
got it in.” 

Only once have they been 
stymied. They drew the line 
at a two-door monster in the 
upper storey of an apartment 
building -- four men were 
apparently required to move 
the refrigerator there in the 
first place. 

The refrigerators are being 
collected as part of a pilot 
project by Ontario Hydro. 

Hydro spokesman Todd 
Wilcox cites three reasons 
for the program: energy 
Savings for the customer, 
energy savings for Ontario 
Hydro and retrieval of 
harmful CFCs. 

Wilcox says the old 
refrigerators aren't as 


-efficient as current models 


and can cost customers up to 
$100 per year in additional 


electricity bills. 

The savings on energy 
also reduces the need for 
more energy production and 
ultimately for more 
generating facilities, he said. 

Recycling the refrigerators 
also allows recovery of 
CFCs used in refrigerator 
coolants. A key element in 
the depletion of the ozone 
layer, the CFCs are drained 
from the fridges and 
returned to Dupont for 
reuse. Refrigerators account 
for about 4 per cent of the 
CFCs in the world, says 
environmentalist Shirley 
Langer. 

The metal hulks are then 
delivered to scrap metal 
dealers who will cut them 
up for reuse. 

In a press conference last 
week, Wilcox said the 
response by area residents 
has been overwhelming -—- so 


much so that the recycling 
centre plans to start a second 
shift this week to help pick 
up more refrigerators. 

The pilot project here is 
one of three across Ontario. 
If successful, it will be 
introduced province-wide, 
Wilcox said. 

He says the refrigerators 
collected so far are a 
museum of old technology 
with many fridges dating 
back to the forties and fifties 
and some dating back as far 
as 50 years when ammonia 
or sulphur dioxide were 
used as coolants. 

Strange colour combina- 
tions have been also 
reported, including 
wallpaper, mactac, stickers, 
flowers and peace symbols. 
One was spray-painted silver, 
another fuschia, another 
simulated tie-dye and others 
were covered in graffiti.

refrigerators often are inefficient energy-users. 
Some of the old monsters could be costing up to 
$100 per year to operate. 

More important than the savings to the 
homeowner, however, is the fact that energy saved 
today lessens the need for new generating facilities 
tomorrow. 

As well, homeowners taking advantage of the 
offer are also helping the environment. 

The old refrigerators are taken to the Quinte 
Regional Recycling Centre in Trenton where CFCs 
used in the cooling system are drained off and sent 
to Dupont for reuse. As well, the metal hulks are 
sent to a scrap dealer to be recycled. — 

CFCs are one of the culprits in global warming 
and the increase in various types of skin cancer. 
When it escapes from refrigerators and other 
sources into the atmosphere, the chemical 
contributes to the depletion of the ozone layer,

Artist hopes her work will s

Belleville artist Jeanette Campbell is 
expected to put the finishing touches on her 
pen and ink drawing of Meyer’s Mill by 
week’s end. 

Meanwhile, the structural condition of 
one of the oldest stone structures in 
Belleville hangs in the balance. 

Many winters have taken their toll on the 
mill. Mortar and roof damage to the mill 
require immediate repairs at the northeast 
corer of the building. 

But, Campbell’s drawing, combined with 
a sincere community effort, may be the 
saviour for the building, which has been 
designated by the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation. 

Under the auspices of the Save the 
Meyer’s Mill committee, spearheaded by 
Belleville Lions member Harvey Gere, 
1,500 8x10 inch lithograph reproductions 
of the drawing will be printed. Cake plates 


with the pen and ink drawing printed on the 
face will also be on sale. 

Sales from the original and the lithos will 
go towards the $31,000 needed to repair 
Meyer’s Mill. 

The drawing, it is hoped, will also gamer 
more money from button sales. As many as 
15,000 buttons are expected to go on sale in 
September for $1 apiece. 

“I have always liked painting old” 
buildings and people,” says Campbell, a 
full-time artist and part-time art teacher for 
the past 20 years. Campbell moved to 
Belleville three years ago. 

“It really feels good to be able to 
contribute something to the campaign that 
could save the mill from destruction. I’m 
very lucky to be in the position to help.” 

Campbell says the drawing should be 
reproduced in late August and will be on 
sale at the Quinte Exhibition. 

The original will be displayed following 
the fair at the Belleville Public Library Ant 
Gallery.

4. Don't get stuck on a style. 
At this point, after you have started to list some of the 


design features that you like, there is a tendency to select a

At least not yet, otherwise there will be a 
tendency to try to fit everything you learn from the 
remaining principles into that style. And that can cause 
problems. 

5. Make it a family affair. 

Another way of looking at your exterior decorating plan

crime. Authorities went about build- 
ing a case against the vicious young 
criminal. Tests proved that Steve's 
blood type was compatible with 
semen stains found on Terry's cloth- 
ing. Threads taken from Steve's 
clothing matched threads from 
Terry’s blouse. Casts of tire tracks 
lifted from the murder scene were 
the same as the tire tracks of 
Steve's pickup truck.

Steve Judy testified toward the 
end of his trial. From the witness 
stand he related how he stopped 
Terry Chasteen. It was simple. He 
pointed to her tire, indicating that 
she was having a flat. When she 
stopped, he pulled up and offered 
assistance. At the same time, he 
offered to look under the hood of 
her car. That's when he ripped out 
the ignition coil. When the car 
wouldn’t start, he offered to give 
Terry and her children a lift. 

They travelled a short while 
before Steve pulled off the road and 
parked near White Lick Creek. In 
an obvious attempt to save her chil- 
dren, Terry didn’t resist. She was 
forced to walk down to the creek. 
Steve told the children to go down- 
Stream and play. He then com- 
manded Terry to remove her cloth- 
ing. She complied in silence and 
was raped. Suddenly, she screamed 
hysterically. Steve ripped away a 
piece of her clothing and stuffed it 
in her mouth before Strangling his 
helpless victim 

The ‘children ran toward their 
mother’s screams. One by one, 
Steve picked them up and threw 
them in the creek, where they 
drowned. Steve Judy begged the 
court to execute him 

Sitting in the courtroom was a 
woman who would later testify 
against the accused mati. The wit- 
ness had no index finger on her left 
hand. She was the woman who had 
survived the vicious attack on her 
life nine years earlier. 

On March 8, 198}, Steve Judy’s 


wish was granted. He was executed 
in Indiana’s electric chair.

Ontario Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters is calling for weed control 
action against the plant before more 
damage is done to wetland areas, 
which provide sanctuary to fish, fauna 
and flora. 

“...Local councils must pass relevant 
bylaws declaring purple loosestrife in 
their municipality noxious before their 
weed control officer can act on what 
has become known as “the purple 
plague,” says an OFAH press release. 
“Although the province has yet to 
announce a purple loosestrife strategy, 
it has allowed noxious weed status for 
the plant.” 

Margetson says MRCA is assuming 
a wait-and-see attitude before it tackles 
the problem. MRCA officials are 
awailing findings from a study being 
conducted in the United States by Fish 
and Wildlife Service and may 
implement similar controls as 
recommended by the study. 

“The experiment involves the release 
of root-eating weevils and leaf-eating 
beetles into the wetlands to consume 
the purple loosestrife,” says Margetson. 
“It’s environmentally safe and, if 
successful, I’m sure we'll end up 
implementing the same action plan.” 


Call if haven't 
received your 
new health card 


The Ministry of Health has set up a 1- 
800 phone number to answer questions 
concerning the new health card. 

The new card replaced the OHIP 
number, effective Jan. 1. The deadline 
was later extended to July 1. 

As of July 1, patients need the new 
card to be eligible for Ontario Health 
Card benefits and providers can no 
longer bill for services under the OHIP 
number. 

The new card hotline 1-800-268-1154 
has been established to answer questions 
about lost cards, new cards, turning 65 
and travelling to obtain treatment outside 
of Ontario. 

More than 98 per cent (9.7 million) of 
eligible Ontarians now have cards and 
another 95,000 applications have been 
approved. Ontario residents who do not 
have a card yet should obtain the 
necessary forms from their doctor or 
ministry office. 

If, however, you need medical 
attention do not put off seeking medical 
attention. 

“Anyone needing medical service who 
does not have a card should not delay 
seeing a health care provider,” says 
health minister Frances Lankin, “The 
ministry has developed procedures for 
this type of situation.”

The chamber was asked for its opinion following 
a request for exemption of a proposed development 
by a local businessman. The chamber stressed it 1s 
not endorsing Sunday shopping. In fact, it does not 
have an‘official position for or against Sunday 
opening. Instead, it believes store hours are the 
business of business, not the municipality, and that 
all businesses should be entitled to set their own 
hours. : 

We have some sympathy for that position, sharing 
as we do the chamber's support for a 
entrepreneurial free enterprise system. 

The fact that the chamber doesn't have an official 
position for or against Sunday opening, however, 1S 
testimony to the fact that the business community 
itself is deeply divided on the issue. We're afraid 
that allowing businesses to decide will effectively 
mean the decision is taken from them. 

It's a domino effect. If some businesses open on 
Sunday, then eventually all will wind up being open. 
Even those that don't want to open will have to 
simply to prevent their competitors from grabbing a 
bigger slice of the retail pie. We've seen that happen 
in the States. First a few businesses opened on 
Sunday; now whole communities are open. 

Sunday shopping may well be inevitable, but 
when everyone is open seven days instead of six, 
the economic pie won't be any bigger. Consumers 
won't spend more just because stores are open 
seven days instead of six. Store owners, however, 
will have seven days of operating costs to pay for 
instead of six. 

And shoppers forget that someone will have to 
work in those stores. 

Shopping in someone else's business on Sunday 
is one thing -- but how will a Sunday shopper feel 
when his or her boss tells them they're working 
Sunday because their business is now open seven 
days a week? And how easy will it be to plan a 
weekend trip if one spouse has time off during the 
week and the other has time off over the weekend?

A bicyclist is calling for a bike path along 
Highway 2 after being hit by a car at 
Bayview Drive on June 1. 

The motorist told police he had been cut 
off by a passing vehicle, forcing him into 
the curb and into bicyclist Claud'or du Lude. 

du Lude sustained neck injuries and 
lacerations. His $1,500 bike was a write off. 
And the motorist was never charged 
although du Lude believes he was speeding 
at the time of the accident. 

“Riding a bike is almost like self- 
defence," he says. "With a bike path, we 
could reduce the number of injuries and 
accidents like mine and people could still 
ride their bikes." 

du Lude isn't sure what a bike path from 
Belleville to Trenton would cost, but he says 
it should not stand in the way. 

“What price can you put on the life of a 
small child who gets killed because a 
motorist is travelling too fast?” asks du 
Lude. “We wonder why so people are dying 
and everybody starts to complain. Why 
don’t the police start doing something about 
it? They should send a strong message to 
drivers who they know are driving too fast 
or dangerous.” 

Another bicycle enthusiast who rides her 
bike every day on Highway 2 agrees. 

Fresh home from a cycling trip in France, 
Irene Witty of Kenron Estates is an engine 
technician with CFB Trenton. Witty rides

Bicyclist wants driver charged in accident 


Claud’or du Lude claims justice was not 
delivered after a driver lost control of his 
car and struck du Lude on Highway 2 in 
Bayside June 1. 

He was riding his $1,500 ten-speed when 
the driver skidded an estimated 75 feet 
before slamming into du Lude’s bicycle. 
The black skid marks, says du Lude, ran the 
full width of Bayview Drive intersection, a 
distance just under 80 feet. 

The driver claimed he was driving 60 kms 
an hour (the speed limit) when he was cut 
off by another driver, forcing him into du 
Lude at curbside. The driver was not 
charged and du Lude is outraged.

On July 5, 1988, young Ted Murphy called on the 
Blackwoods. When he received no answer to his knock, 
he peered through a window in the door. It was he who 
raised the alarm. Sheriff Dave Collins took one look at 
the murder scene and called to Helene, Montana for 
assistance. 

This was no ordinary small town crime. The Black- 
woods had no sinister connections, no hidden secrets. 
Was a madman loose among them? 

Authorities immediately established that several of 
Ned’s weapons, as well as his credit cards and a 
gym bag, were missing. Among those missing weap- 
ons was a .22 High Standard pistol, believed to be 
the murder weapon. Ned’s pickup truck had been 
stolen. It was later recovered 110 miles away in a 
Grand Falls parking lot. Identification officers were 
able to lift several fingerprints from the cab of the 
truck, but about a month passed before a break in 
the case came from an unexpected source. 

On July 27, a berry picker in Indiana found a gym 
bag full of guns, clothing and ammunition. Among 
the weapons was a .22 High Standard pistol. In Jef- 
ferson, Ind., the find triggered memories of a weird 
incident which had taken place on July 6, the day 
after the Blackwoods’ bodies were found. 

In nearby Clarksville, Ind., Terry Langford nearly 
killed a maid at the Star Motel. He checked into the 
motel, where he stayed one night. The following morn- 
ing, for no apparent reason, he pulled a gun on 
49-year-old Christine Clevinger. Terry forced the terri- 
fied maid to lie on the bed. Placing the knife against 
her throat, he ordered her to call the manager. 

Christine picked up the phone and reached the 
manager's wife in the motel office. Not understand-

ing her peril, Vidhya Patel ran to the source of the 
trouble, shouting to her husband over her shoulder. 
When she arrived at the room, she saw the gun and 
screamed a warning to her husband, Jashabai, who 
was fast approaching the room. Mr. Patel was clutch- 
ing a plumber’s tool. In the heat of the moment, he 
disregarded his own safety as he ran toward the man 
with the gun. Terry panicked, fled across the parking 
lot and disappeared. Mr. Patel called police. 

When the gym bag with the weapons was found 
by the berry picker, the serial numbers were put 
into the National Crime Information Computer. The 
computer revealed that the guns had been stolen 
from murder victim Ned Blackwood. Fingerprints 
found in Ned’s pickup truck had been identified as 
Terry Langford’s. Photos of Terry were shown to 
the Patels. Without hesitation they identified him as 
the man who had attacked Christine Clevinger. 
ow wanted for double murder in Mon- 
tana and criminal confinement in 
Indiana, Terry was located by police 
on Aug. 12. He was taken into custody 
outside an apartment he had rented in 
Raleigh, N.C. When an account of 
Terry’s arrest appeared in the newspa- 
pers, Michelle Gilland and Ricky Williams read of the 
episode at the Star Motel. They were shocked. The 
Star Motel was located directly across the street from 
their apartment. They were convinced Terry was plan- 
ning to kill them. 

Sheriff Dave Collins retired last January. He spoke 
to me about the strange behavior of Terry Langford. 
According to the sheriff, the killer of the Blackwoods 
passed other ranches on the night of the crime. Why he 
picked the Blackwood ranch remains a mystery. To 
this day, the sheriff Says, “I have never been to figure 
out why the killings took place. Langford could have 
taken the guns and the pickup. No one knew him. He 
probably would have gotten away. There was no need 
to kill the Blackwoods. When I questioned him, he 
couldn’t give me a reason for the murder.” 

Terry Langford may be asking himself the same 
questions. He pleaded guilty to double murder and 
today resides on Death Row in the Montana State 
Prison. His only dilemma is whether to choose hanging 
or lethal injection as his method of execution. He never 
gave the Blackwoods any choice.

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Sandy Smith's job this year has been to 
sell business on recycling. He must be 
doing his job -- in the late spring, volumes 
at the Quinte Regional Recycling Centre in 
Trenton doubled, mostly due to business 
and industry. 

In May, for 
example, almost 800 
tons of material were 
processed at the 
centre, nearly 200 
coming from 
industrial, commercial 
Or institutional clients, mostly through 
private waste haulers. 

Smith has visited many of South Hastings 
County's more than 2,000 businesses to talk 
about recycling. So far, he has taken the 
recycling message to most of the businesses 
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Many businesses can 
join the blue box 
program now 
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in Madoc, Marmora, Deloro and Tweed. He 
has covered most of Trenton with the 
exception of Frankford Crescent and he has 
been working more sporadically on 
Belleville, mostly following up on calls to 
Quinte Regional Recycling. 

Some welcome him with groans, others 
with open arms. 

One small restaurant, he recalls, was 
delighted to see him 
because they had 
called four times to 
find out if businesses 
could start recycling 
under the blue box 
program. Since they 
couldn't at that time, many of their 
customers were taking bottles and cans 
home with them to recycle there, 

In other cases, Smith says, staff members 
are taking recyclable materials home to put 
in their own curbside blue boxes.

If you have staff or customers taking 
matcrials home to recycle, then Smith says 
to call him. He can probably provide the 
business with a bluc box now. 

Businesses are being allowed to use blue 
boxes, too, if they are on a municipal 
garbage truck route. If a business deals with 
a contract hauler, however, it can't have a 
blue box. "We're not competing with 
private haulers," Smith says. 

"The theory is that some 70 per cent of 
businesses are already picked up by the 
municipality," Smith says. "The more we 
pick up in blue boxes the less we pick up in 
garbage trucks." 

Quinte Regional Recycling will accept 
the same things from business blue boxes 
as from residential boxes. 

People may wonder if blue box recycling 
helps. "People think the little bit I do isn't 
much -- but it adds up,” Smith says. For 
example, if cach person in Toronto recycled

but not boaters 


Do we need to licence power boaters? 

A string of fatal and near-fatal boating accidents 
involving jet skis across Ontario in recent weeks 
has prompted a call for licencing. MPP Al McLean 
of Simcoe East even introduced such a proposal in 
a private member's bill, which died in the 
legislature at second reading. 

Jet skis aren't the only problem, of course, though 
these craft seem to attract the most reckless drivers. 
Every year, it seems more power boats are zooming 
around the bay, many of them piloted by drivers 
who know nothing about boats. 

As MPP McLean puts it: "There are people who 
are getting into boats who can't tell the difference 
between port and starboard.” : 

There seem to be two problems: a sometimes 
fatal lack of knowledge about boats and water and 
cheer recklessness compounded by the fact that 
more and more power boats are capable of 
highway speeds. The increasing number of boats 
further compounds the problem. 

A neighbour, for example, recently related a story 
about almost being hit by a reckless power boater 
while sailing on the bay. The power boat crossed 
the wake of another speeding boat, zoomed 
completely out of the water into the air and landed 
within yards of their sail boat. Although they 
complained to the OPP, they were told nothing 
could be done. 

That isn't nght. 

Yet, requiring licences would provide its own 
problems, including a whole level of bureaucracy 
required to administer licences and another to 
enforce it. 

The day may come when the sheer volume of 
boaters will require licensing. That's essentially 
what happened with cars in the early days of this 
century. We don't think licensing of all power 
boaters is required now. 

In our view, the worst problems are with jet skis. 
They are built simply for speed and, from our own 
observation, seem to attract the most reckless 
drivers who seem to use them in the most crowded 
recreational areas. 

We'd like to see licences required for these craft 
or limitations placed on where they can be used.

Belleville 
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Recycling s

The reaction to recycling varies from 
business to business, says Sandy Smith, ICI 
(industrial commercial and Institutional) 
waste co-ordinator for Centre and South 
Hastings Waste Management. 

He estimates that about 20 of business 
people he has visited are strong 
environmentalists and will pay if necessary 
to recycle. About 60 per cent realize there 
is a problem but are concerned about cost 
and 20 per cent, in his words, "don't give a 
damn.” 

In general, busincss people are interested 
but are concemed about cost His challenge 
is to find them the cheapest solution. 

Right now, he can offer blue boxes to 
most businesses and he can help them find 
solutions to cut waste or bring material to 
the Quinte Regional Recycling Centre 
themselves. The centre can’t pick up waste 
material except through the blue box 
program, Smith says, because it doesn't 
have a Suitable truck and it has no intenuon 
of competing with privatc haulcrs. 

Most of the industrial, commercial and 
institutional recycling matenals coming to 
the centre arc hauled by pnvate contractors. 

In some cases, businesses are doing it

Similarly, Rapid Rad owner Brian 
Amodco reports cutuing his dumpster bill in 
half by trucking cardboard to the centre 
himself. 

Smith says businesses interested in 
trucking recyclable material to the centre 
should call him to help with organization. 

Right now, the centre isn't charging a 
tipping fee to take recyclable material. 

Smith says that will probably change as 
initial funding for the pilot project is phased 
out over a three year period. Eventually, 
some kind of charge will have to be levicd. 
Somcone, also, will have to pay the bill for 
blue box recycling. 

"When will this blue box program be 
self-supporting?” Smith asks. "Never. It 
will always cost the taxpayer dollars." 

So, too, will recycling of business waste 
products.

But Smith foresees the 
cost of recycling becoming 
more and more attractive aS 
the cost of landfill rises. 

Tipping fees are only 
around $90 a ton here but 
are already over $230 a tone 
in the Toronto area, he says. 

"Garbage disposal 1s 
always going to cost us 
money,” he says- "It has to 
go somewhere. Why not put 
it where it can useful again 
instead of harmful?" 

He also expects a ban on 
certain materials at landfills, 
probably starting with 
building materials from 
demolition.The idea would 
be to extend the life of 
landfill sites by banning 
materials that take up an 
enormous amount of space 
and are easily recyclable. 

He also expects that 
cardboard would be banned. 
He estimated that South 
Centre Hastings businesses 
generate about 500 tons of 
cardboard a year, most of it 
recyclable.

shipping its waste directly to another 
company that would use it as raw material 
for its products. So far, he has been 
unsuccessful in arranging any matches 
because there isn't enough diversity in the 
area.

Although the chinook do not return inland 
until their fourth (or sometimes fifth 
depending on the strain) year to spawn and 
in turn end their short lifespan. Many of the 
fish will be within a casting distance from 
shore with the odd salmon making a “false 
run" upstream. 

The break wall at Wellington should be an 
ideal location for those in search of some 
fall chinook. Plump fresh salmon roe, 
marshmallows or castable spoons such as 
cleo's, gators etc. would be a a wise offering. 
And remember their are 20 Ib. plus browns 
and bows cruising those waters that may 
snap at the same bait.

your notebook are porches, patios or decks. Less obvious 
are from the four comers of your lot lines looking back 
towards the home, the points of view of neighbours, visitors 
and passersby. And the view of your front entrance. 

When you look back at your home from these points of 
view it quickly becomes obvious that it is a conglomerate 
of straight lines and right angles, so remember to do things 
in your plan to soften and disguise them. 

For example, around your foundation, stay away form 
angular plantings such as two spreading evergreens flanked 
by two uprights. Instead, try three evergreens of different 
shape and texture planted in a grouping such as: a columnar 
upright to one side and slightly behind a spreading 
evergreen with both fronted by a round evergreen. 

Don't hesitate to use the softening effect of flowering 
shrubs in front of your home, especially at the comers, 
making full use of their variety of foliage, colour of flower, 
size of flower, flowering season and size (from one to 10 ft). 

The entrance to your home is where first and last 
impressions are created. Whether you are starting from 
scratch or revising what you have, this should be the focal 
point of your personal landscape plan.

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Edward's past 
was thoroughly 
investigated in the 
hope that something 
would be uncovered 
which would lead 
police to the 
murderer. Edward 
had been a 
transvestite who 
frequented local 
bars. He sometimes 
posed as a doctor 
and had been 
arrested for 
examining female 
patients. Four days before his decapitated body was 
found, he had left his rooming house at 8 p.m. and 
had not been seen alive after that time. 

Two things puzzled police. A type of preservative 
had been used on the remains of the headless body 
found on Euclid Beach. The same preservative had 
been applied to the unidentified man found more recently. 
Another connecting link was the skill with which all heads 
had been removed. Was it possible that a madman was 
loose, systematically killing and decapitating both male 
and female victims? 

Four months after the two bodies were found, a woman 
reported that a basket of meat had been left in the alley 
behind 2315 East 20th St. The basket proved to contain 
the right arm, lower torso and thighs of a woman. 
Thirteen days later the legs and left arm of the woman 
were found behind a derelict building on Orange Ave. The 
head of this victim was never found, but a fingerprint 
check identified ner as Mrs. Florence Polilio, a 
42-year-old alcoholic prostitute. 

Florence had walked out on her husband 13 years 
earlier. Andrew Polillo travelled from Buffalo to identify 
the various parts of his long lost wife’s body. Weeks were 
spent delving into Florence's past, but all efforts failed to 
uncover her killer. 

The Mad Butcher of Kingsbury Run, as he was now 
called, struck three more times in the same year. On 
June 5, 1936, two young boys found a human male 
head wrapped in a pair of men’s pants. Next day, a 
railroad worker found the matching torso. Once again, 

a degree of skill had been utilized to separate head 

from body. Police were still attempting to identify this 
latest victim when, two months later, another decapitated 
body was found. This time, the head was only 15 feet 
from the body and the crime scene indicated that the 
murder had taken place where the body had been found. 
Why had the Mad Butcher changed his pattern of 
delivering bodies to selected locations? 

On Sept. 10, beside a hobo jungle on Kingsbury Run, 

a man’s torso was found bobbing in a stagnant pool. 
The body had been emasculated with the same surgical 
skill as previous victims. The head was never found. 

One can only imagine the effect this series of strange 
murders had on the general population of Cleveland. The 
Mad Butcher of Kingsbury Run was the main topic of 
conversation in the community. Visitors shunned the city. 
Vagrants and hobos travelled in groups. The city of 
Cleveland was held in the grip of fear. 

The Mad Butcher took a holiday from his macabre 
profession until Feb. 23, 1937, when a female body turned 
up on the beach close to where victim number one had 
been found. As the arms and head were never recovered, 
identification proved to be impossible.

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groups these cases together. All show that the heads were 
severed from the bodies through the intervertebral disc 
by means of a sharp knife. Cases four, seven and eight, 
showed further that the bodies were cleanly dismembered 
at the shoulder and hip joints, apparently by a series of 
cuts around the flexure of the joints and then by a strong 
twist, wrenching the head out of the joint cavity and 
cutting the capsule. 

“The torsos were further sectioned through the 
abdomen, the knife being carried in cases four and 
seven through the intervertebral discs. Case number 
four was further mutilated by disarticulating the knee 
joints roughly, fracturing the mid portion of the bones 
of the lower legs and slashing the abdomen down through 
the pubic bones. All the skin edges, muscles, blood 
vessels and cartilages were cut cleanly and squarely. 

“The procedure followed by these cases suggests to 
us that the dissection was done either by a highly 
intelligent lay person or, as is more likely, by a person 
with some knowledge of anatomy, such as a doctor, a 
medical student, nurse, orderly, butcher, hunter or 
veterinary surgeon.” , 

The bodies kept turning up bearing the Mad Butcher’s 
unique signature. On July 6, 1937, portions of a man’s 
body were pulled out of the Cuyahoga River. During the 
remainder of 1937/1938 four more bodies were found near 
Kingsbury Run. On Aug. 16, 1938, the last murder took 
place and the nightmare that had haunted Cleveland 
came to an abrupt end. 
rom time to time, suspects were arrested, 
but all were released when they proved to 
be innocent. Special police units were 
formed to track down the butcher, but 
these too failed. Many deranged men 
confessed to the serial killings. These 
confessions proved to be false. 

In January 1939, Cleveland’s Chief of Police George 
Matowitz received the following letter, which is believed 
to be authentic. It was postmarked Los Angeles, 
California: “‘You can rest easy now as I have come out to 
sunny California for the winter. I felt bad operating on 
those people, but science must advance. I shall astound 
the medical profession, a man with only a D.C. 

“What did their lives mean in comparison to hun- 
dreds of sick and disease-twisted bodies. Just labora- 
tory guinea pigs found on any public street. No one 
missed them when I failed. My last case was suc- 
cessful. I know now the feeling of Pasteur, Thoreau, 
and other pioneers. 

“Right now I have a volunteer who will absolutely 
prove my theory. They call me mad and a butcher, 
but the truth will out. 

“I have failed but once here. The body has not been 
found and never will be, but the head minus the features, 
is buried on Century Blvd., between Western and 
Crenshaw. I feel it my duty to dispose of the bodies as I 
do. It is God’s will not to let them suffer. (Signed) X.”’ 

The Mad Butcher of Kingsbury Run was never heard 
of again. The series of killing which took place in 

Cleveland have never been solved.

A common theme among nurses calling to protest 
a recent column by Fred Webster was that nurses 
rarely receive credit for the difficult job they do. As 
one nurse said, the hospital often receives letters 
about the problems but only rarely do they receive 
letters of praise. 

How true that is -- we don't say "thanks" easily, 
do we? And yet, it is true that nurses generally do a 
superb job under difficult circumstances. 

Mentally and physically, it is a demanding job 
because they deal daily with life and death. "How 
would vou like to tell a woman in emergency that 
her husband has died?" one nurse asked. 

"No thanks,” is our response. But someone has to 
do it, and nurses often do. 

As well, they are often trapped in the middle 
between patient and doctor -- and no one is at their 
best when ill. 

Then, place on top of that the pressures of 
working in an atmosphere of budget cutbacks. We 
understand, for example, that a 64-bed ward at 
Belleville General was closed for the summer for 
budgetary reasons, placing a heavy burden on 
nurses in other wards as they worked to full 


capacity.

porch should be recon- 
sidered or a less expensive 
"privacy al-cove", a shaded 
area of lawn snuggling in a 
U-shaped alcove of 
flowering shrubs, out of 
sight of your windows and 
the windows of your 
neighbours.

By increasing the line size, 
the angler is decreasing his chances of a strike as these 
fish have the smarts. 

Castable spoons such as Cleo's, Gators and Crocs 
work well, although green (immature) brown spawn is 
dynamite, if you can get your hands on some. 

Salmon anglers on the big water are finding their 
quarry are decreasing somewhat in numbers although 
some good fish are still being boxed. At the time of this 
writing, Thursday, August 22nd, the majority of fish are 
being taken over depths of 120 feet with riggers set 
within 25 feet of bottom. 

Those who use a chart would be wise to find some 
good structure in the deeper water and work around 
those humps and shoals as some hefty chinook are sull 
out there in the swim. The most productive colour has 
been green tape on black and silver. Baker's Jolly Rogers 
and Magnum N.K.’'s get the nod especially when stacked 
over a dodger and fly.

ranz, Christine and Alfred were 
questioned separately. They all told 
the same story. The tearful Christine’s 
recital was by far the most dramatic. 
She related that her son was not only 
a coward, but a sadist who took great 
pleasure in inflicting pain on those 
vulnerable individuals smaller or weaker than 
himself. Everyone he met fled from his sadistic 
tendencies, until he homed in on the one person 
who could not fight or flee. That person was his own 
mother. His father Franz was too weak to resist his 
aggressive son and gave in to Rudoff’s every desire. 
Rudoff beat his mother with a cattle whip. He often 
punched and kicked her and made her crawl on all 
fours like a dog. When he wanted to purchase a new 
car, he forced his father to sell off a portion of his 
farm. Little by little, the farm was reduced to a tiny 
strip of land which could hardly support anyone. 











Each time Rudoff wrecked a car he became furious 
and beat up his mother and father. 

Finally, they could stand it no longer. Christine 
attempted to hang herself and was prevented from 
doing so by hired hand Alfred Koenig. The three 
occupants of the tiny farm held a meeting. They 
decided that the world would be a better place 
without Rudoff. They would kill him. Alfred was told 
to do the job. Being a loyal and obedient employee, 
he agreed. Alfred sharpened his axe. While Rudoff 
slept, he brought the axe down squarely on his head. 
Rudoff would torment his mother and father no 
more. 

The body was placed in a box and buried in a far 
corner of the farm. The conspirators confessed that 
they had known exactly what they were doing. They 
simply had decided that Rudoff would destroy them 
if he were allowed to live. 

On March 2, 1984, Franz and Christine Reich were 
convicted on the reduced charge of manslaughter. 
Each was sentenced to two years imprisonment. 
Alfred Koenig was found guilty of the same charge. 
He received a five-year sentence.
